Fireman  Brings  the  Train 

to  a  Stop  Without 

Damage. 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  July  1.%— Train  No. 
28,  on  the  Pennsylvania  road,  known  as 
the  Pennsylvania  flyer,  the  new  18- 
liour  train  between  Chicago  and  New 
York,  met  with  an  accident  today  a 
mile  west  of  Port  Royal,  which  for- 
tunately did  not  result  seriously. 

A  westbound  freight  train,  nearlngf 
Port  Royal,  trie^d  to  stop  suddenly,  and 
the  engineer  made  a  too  violent  appli- 
cation of  the  air,  the  consequence  of 
whieh  was  that  a  car  buckled  and 
was  thrcwn  over  the  track  No.  1,  on 
which  the  flyer  was  speeding  East.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  flag  trains  in 
front  and  in  the  rear  of  the  wreck, 
but  the  break  occurred  almost  simul- 
taJieously  with  the  arrival  of  the  flyer, 
and  the  train  plunged  into  the  wreck. 
The  momentum  threw  the  wrecked 
'  car  from  the  track  b.ack,  but  the  flyer 
I  did  not  jump  the  rails.  Engineer  Cal- 
vin  Miller  of  this  city,  when  he  saw 
the  obstruction  on  the  track,  jumped 
from  the  engine  and  was  hurt  about 
the  he^ad  and  back.  He  was  the  only 
one  injured  on  the  train.  Fireinau 
Garman  brought  the  train  to  a  slop. 
The  pasrsengers,  all  of  whom  were  in 
their  berths,  did  not  know  there  had 
been  an  accident  until  after  the  train 
haxi  been  stopped  for  some  time.  They 
were  not  even  shaken  up  and  iione  o{ 
thenn  were  Injured. 

A  wreck  ciew  from  Mofflin  cleared 
the  track,  and  Fireman  Gannan 
brought  the  train  to  Harrisburg. 

Bevond  the  damage  to  the  engine, 
which  was  slight,  and  the  smashing  of 
the  platform  of  the  combined  baggage 
and  smoking  car,  the  train  was  not 
damaged.  It  arrived  here  at  8  28  and 
left  at  8:33,  two  hours  and  fifty  min- 
utes   late.

The  board  lias 
no  power  to  change  the  total  tax  as.^ess- 
ment  for  the  county,  but  It  has  the 
authority,  where  deemed  equitable  and 
advisable  to  cut  down  the  assessmmt 
in  certain  particulars  and  spread  an 
equal  amount  on  something  else  so  as 
to  bring  the  total  tlgures  up  to  .hose 
fixed  by  the  assessors. 

County  Auditor  Halden  already  has 
the  pergonal  property  tax  rolls  In  from 
the  county  out.slde  the  city,  but  tiie 
city  tax  roll,  In  charge  of  City  Assessor 
Jackson  has  not  yet  been  turned  over 
to  him,  though  it  is  probable  that  It 
win  be  In  the  hands  of  the  board  of 
equalization  by  Monday.  The  tax  rolls 
are  supposed  to  be  turned  over  to  the 
auditor,  it  Is  claimed,  by  July  1. 

This  being  an  odd  numbered  year,  the 
realty  asse.ssments  will  stand  as  thty 
did  last  year.

"2.  During  the  performance  of  the 
transportation  the  car  is  to  every  practi- 
cal intent  the  car  of  the  railroad  com- 
pany using  It.  and  its  measure  of  respon- 
sibility as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  car 
Is  the  same  whether  It  obtains  the  car  by 
purchase  or  lease. 

"3.  Where  a  railroad  company  holds  It- 
self out  as  the  carrier  of  a  commodity 
that  can  only  move  under  refrigeration, 
its  duty  <xtends  ordinarily  to  furnishing 
that  refrigeration,  for  the  icing  is  not  a 
mere  incident  to  the  transpoi  talion  ser- 
vice, but  a  part  of  the  service  itself,  and 
properly  speaking,  it  is  not  ice  but  re- 
frigeration that  the  carrier  furnishes  to 
accompany  the  shipment  during  every 
movement  of  its  journey.

Body  Guard  Increased  and  Intruders 
Ordered  From  Premises. 

Policy  of  Silence  Broken-Frank 
Rockefeller  Defends  Father. 


FOR  His  OWN  SAFETY  I  Going  Out  of  Business 


CMcvelcinfl.  July  15.— It  la  .said  John  D. 
RockefeUer'3  fears  for  his  pcr.Hon:il  safety 
lutve  again  become  paramount.  The 
luxlyguiird  at  Forest  Hill  Is  said  to  have 
been  Increased  axid  to  have  received  re- 
newed   exhortation    to    vlgllanca. 

Predictions  are  added  that  Rockefeller 
will  forego  hl.s  frequent  appearances  in 
public  until  the  agitation  shall  have 
died  away.  it  is  confidently  pointed  out 
that  he  is  much  more  sensitive  to  ap- 
pearance than  1.1  commonly  supposed  aiul 
3o  even  if  not  afraid  of  hid  life  he  would 
hesitate  before  appe-arlng  at  his  cliurch 
or  elsewhere  while  the  revlvod  scandal 
is  a  present  sensation. 

The  present  controvrrsy  wUh  Ida  Tar- 
bell,  during  wiil.h  the  woinana  tnaga- 
zino  article  h.u*  gained  broadcast  circu- 
lation, has  mado  tlie  oil  king  nervoun 
and  It  is  .said  h.j  foars  that  some  crank 
who  niiglU  have  become  convinced  of 
the  veracity  of  the  printed  statements 
niav    attempt   his   life.

AT  GOVERNMENT  EXPENSE. 

The  railroad  campaign  of  popular  education, 
announced  recently,  appears  to  be  in  progress.  As 
feared,  it  is  not  taking  the  form  of  reform  m 
railroad  methods,  but  of  attempts  to  argue  the 
questions  of  government  regulation  of  rates  and 
to  prove  to  the  people  that  they  cannot  regulate 
these  rates  and  do  not  want  to  regulate  them  if 
they   could. 

The  Herald  has  just  received  a  document  which 
is  evidently  a  part  of  the  railroad  campaign  of 
education.     It  is  an  extract  from  the  reporr  of  the 

hearing  before  the  senate  committee  on  interstate 

commerce,  giving  the  statement  of  Daniel  Daven- 
full,    a    statement    which     extended     over 

several   days,  and  which   was  an  open   defense  of 

the  railroads  and  an  argument  against  government 

regulation. 

Did    a   railroad    send    this    document    of    The 

Herald  for  its  enlightenment?

at  the  Portsmouth 

Navy  Yards. 

Portsmouth.  N.  H.,  July  15. — Acting 
Secretary  of  State  Pelrce  and  Edward 
N.  Pearson,  secretary  of  state  of  New 
Hampshire  today  visited  the  Ports- 
mouth navy  yard  and  held  a  confer- 
ence with  Admiral  Meade,  the  com« 
mandanU  Details  of  the  coming  peace 
conference  between  the  Russian  and 
Japanese  envoys  were  arranged.  It 
wa.8  decided  that  the  sessions  should 
be  held  in  rooms  on  the  .second  floor 
of  the  general  stock  building.  The 
patrol  marines  at  the  yard  have  been 
increased  particularly  in  the  v'cinlty 
of  the  building  and  no  one  not  direct- 
ly connected  with  the  negotiations  will 
be  permitted  to  enter. 

A  visit  was  made  later  to  Mr.  Peirce 
and  Mr.  Pearson  to  New  Ca.stle,  where 
rooms  for  both  the  Japanese  and  the 
Russian  envoys  were  engaged  at  the 
hotel    Wentworth. 

It  was  offlcially  announced  at  the 
navy  yard  that  this  place  was  selected 
for  the  conference  because  It  afforded 
military  protection,  because  an  Atlan- 
tic cable  lands  here,  and  because  there 
are  hotels  on  the  coast  which  can 
easily  be  reached  without  travel  by 
land.

Consul's  Pleadings  Saved  a 
Murderer  From  Burning:. 

New  Orleans,  July  15— Robert  McGll^ 
the  negro  who  killod  eleven  persona 
aboard  the  trading  schooner  Olympla, 
was  lynched  by  the  ixipulace  of  Utllla, 
Honduras,  the  night  after  the  gunboat 
Tatumbla  surrendered  him  lo  the  clvU 
authorities  there. 

The  jail  was  .surrounded  at  night- 
fall, the  §:uard  quickly  overpowered, 
and  McGill,  raving  and  cursing,  drag- 
ged without.  For  a  Ume  it  was  pro- 
posed to  burn  him  in  front  of  the  home 
of  Miss  Morgan,  the  sole  .survivor  of 
the  wholesale  murders.  The  mob  went 
so  far  as  to  build  a  fire,  but  the  plead- 
ing.s  of  the  Briti.sh  consular  agent  there 
finally  P'»rsuaded  the  crowd  to  a  less 
fearful  death.  He  was  hanged  and 
riddled  with  bullets.

Father    and    Daughter, 

Separated  During  War, 

Brought  Together. 

Janesville,  Wis.,  July  15. — A  spoon- 
ful of  hot  lard  dropped  on  a  baby  dur« 
in^  the  Civil  War  has  been  the  means 
of  bringing  a  father  and  daughter  to« 

gether   after   a   separation      of      forty 
yeans. 

Early  in  the  war  George  Mason  of 
this  town,  returned  from  the  front  on 
a  furlough  and  found  a  baby  girl  wait- 
ing to  welcome  him.  He  went  back  to 
fight,  and  when  he  was  finally  mus- 
tered out  his  wife  and  child  had  dis- 
appeared. Immediately  he  began 
a  search  which  has  occupied  forty 
years  and  took  the  father  all  over  the  ] 
world.  He  has  been  a  sailor,  a.  lum-  ' 
berman  in  the  Adirondacks,  stage 
driver  in  Michigan,  farmhand  and 
storekeeper,  and  has  been  buffeted 
from  pillar  to  post  generally.  A  short 
time  ago.  Mason  turned  up  at  Detroit, 
where  he  lost  his  army  papers,  his 
most  cherished  possession.  In  at- 
tempting to  recover  them  he  told  his 
story  to  a  United  States  attorney,  and 
his  life  story  got  into  the  newspapers. 

Mrs.  Mary  Strong  read  the  story, 
and  being  a  deserted  waif,  sent  for 
Ma.son.  Their  stories  coincided,  but 
still  she  was  doubtful. 

"If  you  could  only  prove  it,"  she 
said,    despairingly. 

"I  can."  declared  Mason.  "If  you 
are  my  daughter  you  have  a  burn  on 
your  body  where  I  accidentally 
droped   hot  lard  on  you   one  day." 

He  described  the  burn  and  the  spot, 
and  Mrs.  Strong  then  knew  she  had 
found  her  long  lost  father.

Archbishop  Symon 
is  rather  a  large  man.  ea-slly  noticeable 
in  a  crowd  by  his  general  air  of  distinc- 
tioii.  His  features  tue  of  an  intellectual 
cast  and  radiate  kindliness  and  good 
humor.  He  wore  a  large,  black  felt  liat 
that  had  evidently  seen  much  .ser^rice, 
crushed    firmly   down    upon    his    head.

Farmer  Discovers  Rich  Mine 
on  His  Land. 

Cumberland.  Wi.s..  July  15. — Excite- 
ment prevails  here  because  Edward 
Orr.  a  farmre  about  five  miles  east  of 
this  city,  has  discovered  a  rich  de- 
po.=;lt  of  Iron  ore  on  his  farm.

Accompanying  this  article  is  given 
a  picture  of  "the  model  garden'  of  the 
Duluth  garden  system  for  children. 
Tliis  garden  is  located  at  the  north- 
cast  corner  of  First  avenue  east  and 
Second  street.  There  are  four  such 
gardens  in  Duluth  this  year  and  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  more  next 
summer  for  the  Idea  is  growing  and 
taking  root  much  faster  than  the  stuff 
which  is  planted  in  these  gardens.  The 
other  three  gardens  are:  The  Franklin 
school  garden,  on  Seventh  street  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues  east;  the 
Emerson  school  garden,  on  Third  street 
between  Tenth  and  Eleventh  avenues 
east;  and  the  Longfellow  school  garden 
near  the  school  of  that  name  In  West 
Duluth. 

The  school   garden   system  was  first 


tried  last  year  in  Duluth  and  has  been 
found  to  be  a  great  success.  It  Is  a 
development  of  the  plan  alopted  in  1893  ] 
by  "Potato"  Pingree,  then  mayor  of  De- 
troit, who,  to  help  tide  over  the  haad 
times  and  direct  charity  in  its  proper 
lines,  induced  property  owners  of  De- 
troit to  offer  the  use  of  vacant  lots  In 
the  city,  and  the  city  council  to  appro- 
priate money  for  seed  in  order  that  the 
unemployed  might  do  something  for 
themselves.  Everyone  knows  the  great 
}  success  of  this  plan  of  the  late  Mayor 
I  Pingree  and  how  thousands  rose  up 
land  called  him  ble-seed.  His  plan 
spread  to  other  cities  during  that  period 
of  panic  and  was  successful  every- 
where it  was  tried. 

The  hard  times  past,  it  remained  for 
R.  F.  Powell  of  Philadelphia  to  apply 
It  to  the  instruction  of  the  young. 
Philadelphia  was  the  flwt  city  of  the 


United  States  where  the  plan  as  ap- 
plied to  children  was  tried  to  any  ex- 
tent and  the  result  fully  justifies  the 
expenditure  made. 

The  idea  is  to  get  children  In  their 
spare  hours  to  plant  and  cultivate  both 
flowers  and  garden  truck,  keep  their 
gardens  free  from  weeds,  hoe,  water 
and  otherwise  attend  to  the  vegetables 
and  flowers  put  in  the  ground.  Not 
only  is  there  financial  profit  but  there 
is  supreme  satisfaction  and  a  keen 
and  honest  rivalry  created  in  the  minds 
of  the  boys  and  girls  who  so  work.  In 
developing  each  his  or  her  own  garden 
!  to  its  best.  It  teaches  these  children  In- 
dustry, keeps  them  out  of  mi^?chlef. 
gives  them  financial  return  in  a  small 
but  important  way  and  Instills  Into 
them  a  love  of  nature.     One     of     Its

Albert  Lea,  Minn.,  July  15,— Between 
four  and  five  thousand  persons  gather- 
ed from  Albert  Lea  and  the  surround- 
ing country  to  hear  Thomas  W.  Law- 
son  at  the  Chautauqua  meeting  yester- 
day afternoon.  Mr.  Lawson's  address 
dealt  with  the  United  States  Steel  com- 
pany and  th>?  lading  life  insurance  in- 
terests. The  audience  was  enthusiastlo 
and  applauded  the  speaker  liberally.  At 
the  close  of  hi.s  speech  llie  financier  waj 
presented  with  an  elaborate  .souvenir, 
given  as  a  token  of  esteem  by  the  citi- 
zens of  this  city.  Aftec  a  dinner  held 
in  his  honor  by  tlie  C<jmmercial  club, 
Mr.  Lawson  wa-3  tendered  a  public  re- 
ception and  li'ft  at  11:25  for  Chicago. 

Mr.  Law.son's  address  differed  very 
little  in  substance  from  his  previous 
speeches.  He  took  occasion  to  grill 
Chaunccy  M.  Depew,  to  th^  great  de- 
light of  the  audience,  holding  up  to 
ridicule  and  condemnation  the  relations 
of  the  New  York  senator  to  the  Equi- 
table Life  Assurance  .society.

Moved  by  the  good  example  thus  set, 
1890  carried  me  to  $1,180.  the  important 
Items  being  $'200  for  the  American 
rights  in  my  second  book,  $100  from  tho 
t'osmopolltan  and  $7.^  from  the  Youth's 
(Companion  I  had  also  $100  from  the 
McClure  syndicate  as  the  first  prize 
for  a  special  article  upon  a  designated 
subject,  and  as  the  actual  writing  of 
the  article  took  only  a  single  evening 
I  was  certainly  well  rewarded. 

It  was  a  strange  coincidence  that  1S91 
instead  of  advancing,  sliould  retrograde 
to  the  precise  mark  of  1889.  although 
there  fell  within  it  the  largest  single 
payment  I  had  so  far  received,  to  wit, 
$300  for  the  serial  and  book  rights  In 
the  United  States  of  a  story  for  Ixjys, 
as  well  as  $175  for  tho  book  rights  of 
two  serials  referred  to  in  the  account 
of  1889.  The  only  other  noteworthy  re- 
ceipts was  $100  from  Harper's  Young 
People  for  a  three  part  .serial. 

Although  189:^  rose  to  $1,065,  the  fol- 
lowing year  receded  to  $975,  and  It  was 
not  until  18'34  that  the  showing  for 
1890  was  surpassed  by  the  totiil  touch- 
ing $1,2';7.  In  1892  app':>ared  my  first 
serial  in  the  Boys'  Own  Paper  of  Lon- 
don, for  which  1  received  $190,  and  $125 
more  at  a  later  date  for  the  book  rights 
The  payment  by  a  famous  firm  of 
British  publishers  of  100  guineas  for  the 
entire  copyright  of  a  book  for  boys,  of 
£60  for  a  collection  of  short  stories  and 
of  £50  for  a  serial,  together  with  £50 
from  Lippincott's  and  the  .''ame  amount 
from  Harper's  Young  People  helped  to 
bring  the  returns  for  18'.H  to  $1,267. 

They  were  substantially  the  same  for 
the  following  year,  but  In  1897  reached 
high  water  mark,  the  total  being  $1,755, 
whereto  one  serial  contributed  $300,  an- 
other $100  and  a  third  $75,  while  one 
book,  for  both  the  British  and  American 
rights,  yielded  $550,  and  a  prize  article 
In  a  competition  stood  for  $100. 

Since  then  the  annual  receipts  have 
varied  considerably,  owing  to  difterent 
causes,  one  year  falling  dus  low  as  $190, 
because  of  my  absorption  in  other 
work,  and  again  rising  to  nearly  $1,200. 
The  sum  total  for  the  twenty  years  is 
practically  $18,000,  or  an  average  of  $t»')0 
per  annum.  Not  a  very  dazzling  mani- 
fest to  be  sure,  and  yet  when  It  Is  borne 
in  mind  that  my  literary  work  hits  al- 
ways been  subsidiary  and  has  been  en- 
tirely suspended  for  protracted  periods, 
one  may  at  least  maintain  that  thd 
game  has  been  upott  Thi?  whole  quite 
worth  the  candle. 

To  achieve  even  tho  modest  showing 
thus  summarized  has  required  a  vast 
amount  of  patience  and  a  keen  out- 
look for  opportunities.  There  are  le- 
gends in  circulation  about  writers  born 
under  some  lucky  star  who  have  nevjr 
known  the  bitterness  of  rejection  at  the^ 
hands  of  the  editors.  No  such  happy 
lot   was  mine. 

I  may  safely  say  that  for  every 
manuscript  accepted  on  its  first  admis- 
sion to  the  autocrats  of  thJ  blue 
pencil,  two  others  have  had  to  undergo 
a  mor«  or  less  prolonged  wanderjahr 
ere  thoy  found  a  resting  place.  I  have 
had  an  article  rejected  thrice  by  an 
editor  ere  he  acepted  and  published  it. 
Another  was  rejected  and  accepted  by 
an  Engli.ih  editor  within  the  spaca  of 
a  month,  and  then  thought  worthy  of 
inclu.sion  In  the  special  Christinas 
number. 

.Some  of  my  articles  have  been  re- 
spectfuly  dt.«cllned  from  two  to  twenty 
times,  and  then  received  a  warm  w.'l- 
cmie.  A  dozen  publishers  have  found 
a  book  manuscript  "not  quite  suited 
to  their  plans."  while  the  thirteenth 
has  been  pleasel  to  offer  satisfactory 
^terms     of     publication. 

Through  all  these  ups  and  downs,  ac- 
ceptances and  rejections.  successes 
and  failures,  I  have  had  eicceeuingly 
few  causes  of  complaint  as  to  the 
courtesy  or  car-fulness  A  editors  and 
publishers.  Ho.v.3ver,  I  may  have  won- 
dered at  their  eccentricity  of  judgment, 
or  bewailed  their  failure  to  appreciate 
a  good  thing  when  put  before  them,  the 
instances  in  which  I  have  had  reason 
to  deem  myself  ill-treated  or  betrayed 
have  been  rare,  while  ths  volume  otj 
consideration  and  liberality  has  been 
so  great  as  to  completely  submerge, 
and  obliterate  those  infrequent  un-j 
pleasantnesses.  I 

I  have  felt  this  all  the  more  because, 
residing  as   I   have   done    far   from   the

The  mortality  among  my 
customers  has  undeniably  been  very 
great,  and  possibly  significant,  but  to 
what  extent  I  may  have  been  person- 
ally res{ronslble  for  the  demise  of  these 
publications  is  a  question  that  I  must 
leave  to  others  to  determine.

The  remarkable  thing  about 
this  vessel  is  that  it  is  made  of  nicL;U 
and  yet  Uaa  the  cai>acity  of  comprcsscjti 
and  expansion  to  a  degree  without  im- 
pairing its   usefulness.  '     .  .     . 

The  materials  with  which  this  has  been 
iieretofore  d-rae  in  the  construction  of 
bellows  and  like  devices  have  all  had  the 
disadvantage  that  they  wore  .shortlived 
when  any  attempt  wa.s  made  to  make 
them  hold  certain  chemicals  which  Pror 
Fulton  makes  u.se  of.  and  heretofore  it 
was  never  thought  that  metal  was  avail- 
able  for  the   pur  [Vise.

PRICELESS  TREASURES. 

Vast  FortuneTThat  Have  Been 
Put  Into  Churches. 

Several  English  newspaper  correspon- 
dents have,  it  is  said,  recently  been  In- 
specting the  16.913  gold  ingots  and  12.600 
sacks  of  gold  coin,  representing  some  £65,- 
rK)0,000  in  hard  cash,  which  are  safely 
housed  In  the  Imperial  Bank  of  Russia, 
and  which  form  Russia's  gold  reserve; 
but  the  fabulous  wealth  of  the  Russian 
churches  may  be  inspected  by  the  ordin- 
ary tourist  without  consulting  finance 
ministers    or    uniformed      officials,      says 

Tlt-Blt.s.  ,  .  ..    ^     ,    ,„ 

The  dome  of  St.  Isaac  s  cathedral  In 
St  Petersburg  Is  the  most  conspicuous 
object  in  the  city.  "It  is  covered  vvlth 
copper,  overlaid  with  pure  goM;  no  less 
than  i:nOO,«00  worth  of  gold  being  melted 
down  for  the  pun>o3e.  Entering  the 
cathedral  by  the  magnificent  bronze  doors 
forty-four  feet  wlrti  and  thirty  feet  high, 
said  to  be  the  largest  In  the  world,  tho 
visitor  is  overwhelmed  by  its  richness 
and  massive  splendor.  The  dome  of  the 
shrine  is  supported  by  eight  Corinthian 
pillars  of  malachite,  given  by  Prince 
DemldJff.  and  valued  at  £200,000.  Th© 
total  cost  of  this  cathedral  Is  estimated 
at   £10.000,000. 

In  th"  cathedral  of  the  Kazan  the  name 
of  the  Almlghtv  blazes  in  diamonds  from 
a  cloud  of  beaten  gold,  under  which  are 
solid  silver  doors  twenty  feet  high,  lead- 
ing to  the  Inner  san.tuary.  This  church 
contains  a  beautiful  picture  of  the  Virgin 
Mary  covered  with  gold  and  jewels 
valued  at  £15,000.  In  the  monastery  of 
at  ."Vlexander  Nevskl.  near  the  end  of  the 
Nev.skl  Prospect,  is  the  shrine  of  the 
founder,  of  pure  silver,  weighing  no  less 
than  3,250  pounds. 

Many  of  the  churches  of   Moscow,    and 
they  number  some  l,*.!")  contain  treasures 
of  enormous  value.       In  th  ;   cathedral  of 
Ithe  Assumption,  situated  Inside  the  Krcm- 
i  Itn,  Is  the  most  sacred  picture  of  Russia. 
I  the    Virgin    of    Vladimar,    painted    by    St. 
'  Luke        The    jewel:^    which    adorn    It    are 
valued  at  £45,000,  one  emerald  alone  being 
said   to   be   wortli    £10,000.     Napoleon    took 
from   the   chur-h   five  tons   of   silver   and 
live   swt     of  goll;    but    Its   most   precious 
treasures   were   concealed  previous  to  the 
French    Inv.asion   and   afterward   restored. 
Nearby    in  the  cathedral  of  the  Annun- 
ciation, with  Its  many  golden  domes,  are 
a  pavement  of  agate  and  jasper  and   the 
celebrated  icon  of  the  Virgin  of  the  Don. 
Its  most   prized  possession.  ..  ^    ^ 

The  Icon  of  the  DIerlan  Mother  of  God 
has  a  .small  chapel  to  itself,  just  outside 
the  Kremlin.  This  Icon  is  occasionally 
taken  out  In  a  gorgeous  carriage  drawn 
by  six  horses,  with  bareheaded  attend- 
ants, to  attend  the  sick  or  dying.  The 
fees  for  such  visits  amount  to  £10,000. 

The  cathedral  of  the  Holy  Savior  In 
Moscow  is  probably  the  most  magnificent 
church  in  the  world.  Its  five  cupolas  are 
covered  with  pure  gol  done-eighth  Inch  In 
thickness.  Its  internal  decorations  are 
magnificent  and  very  costly.  This  church 
is  the  nation's  tnank-offering  for  the  de- 
liverance of  Moscow  from  the  French.  It 
took  fifty  years  to  build,  and  its  cost  has 
been    estimated    at    £10.0«».<JOO  sterling. 

The  robes  of  the  Russian  clergy  are  the 
richest  In  the  world  In  the  house  of  the 
Holy  Synod,  inside  the  Kremlin,  may  be 
Peen  vestments  of  fabulous  value.  One  Is 
embellished  with  the  Nicene  ^reed  em- 
broidered in  pearls.  There  are  no  fewer 
ban  seven  mitres  studded  with  diamonds, 
lubies  and  emeralds,  also  golden  croz  ers 
of  rare  workmanship.  The  boundle.ss 
weaPh  gorgeous  decorations  and  endless 
magnificence  of  thg  churches  are  in 
Strang'-  contrast  to  the  poverty-stricken, 
unkempt  peasants  who  throng  tho 
churches   at   all    hours  of   the  day.

New  Yorlc  July  15.— "San  Juan  Hill," 
the  district  bounded  by  Amsterdam 
and  West  Knd  avenues  and  Sixty-first 
and  Sixty-third  streets,  so-called  be- 
cause of  its  notoriety  aa  a  battle- 
ground, was  the  scene  last  night  of  a 
furious  race  riot,  which  required  250 
policemen  to  quell  after  many  shots 
had  been  fired  and  several  persona  had 
been  seriously  injured. 

The  trouble  began  shortly  after  9 
o'clock,  when  a  policeman  arrested 
Edward  Connelly  for  attacking  Henry 
Williams,  a  negn"),  and  was  pursued 
to  the  station  house  \*ith  his  prisoner 
by  a  mob  of  Connelly's  friends,  hurling 
showers  of  stones  and  other  missiles, 
i  Wht  n  the  station  house  reserves 
'  turned  out  the  whole  neighborhood 
was  in  an  uproar,  and  whites  and 
blacks  engaged  In  desperate  struggles 
In     the    streets.      Torrents    of    mi.ssiles 


but   desultory  combats   continued.     In 
spector     Mclaughlin     and     Capt.    Gal- 
lagher,  while  passing  through,   rescued  | 
Michael  Jacoby.  a  white  man.  who  was 
being    beaten    by    two    negroes    armed 
with  neks.

The    rioting    spread    down    to    Fifty- 
seventh   street   and   up   to   .Sixty-eighth 
street,    although     the    hardest     battles 
wt-ie    fought    between    Sixty-fir.^t    and 
Sixty-third  streets.  For  more  than  half 
an   hour  cars  on   the   Amsterdam   ave- 
nue   line    were    blocked.    Colored    men  j 
pursued  by  whites  took  refuge  on  cars  ] 
as   they   passed,   and  were  followed  byi 
showers   of   bricks   and   stones   as   they  | 
fled.        Every    window    in    many    carsi 
was  broken  and  passengers  took  shel-  ] 
ter   in    neighboring   houses.    Conductors 
and    motormen    hid    under   seats,    leav- 
ing   their    cars    to    the    mercy    of    the 
mob.       Several  passengers  were  slight- 
ly hurt  by  stones  and  broken  glass. 

Commissioner  McAdoo  arrived  at  11 
o'clock  and  made  a  tour  of  the  battle- 
field, the  fighting  by  that  time  having 
ceased.  He  said  the  riot  couM  not 
have  taken  place  had  not  the  rougher 
element  been  permitted  to  carry  arms. 
They  appeared  to  have  a  regrular  ar- 
senal of  weapons  as  the  police  found 
when    they    searched    the    prisoners. 

In  all.  seven  whites  and  two  ne- 
groes had  their  injuries  attended  to  by 
the  ambulance  surgeons,  but  a  score 
of  others  less  seriously  hurt  were 
taken  to  their  homes  by  friends. 

Five  whites  and  six  negroes,  among 
them  women  of  both  races,  almost 
all  of  whom  bore  traces  of  the  con- 
flict with   the  police,   were  arrested. 

A  picked  body  of  thirty  policemen 
was  detained  to  occupy  the  disturbed 
region  during  the  night  and  assist  the 
police    of    the    precinct.

Inspector  McLaughlin  arrived  shortly 
before  9  o'clock,  and  realizing  ho%v 
widespread  was  the  danger,  sent  hurry 
calls  for  reser\es.  In  all  there  were 
more  than  250  men  under  command  of 
the  Inspector  within  twenty  minutes. 

Squads  of  men  were  then  sent  along 
the  roofs  of  the  hou.ses  In  Sixty-second 
street,  where  the  fighting  seemed  heav- 
iest. They  walked  from  West  End 
avenue  to  Ainsterdam.  clearing  the 
r.x>fs  and  found  that  many  chimneys 
had  been  torn  to  pieces  to  furnish 
ammunition  to  the  rioters,  and  in  the 
corners  of  roofs  were  mounds  of  bricks, 
pottery  and  bottles.  More  arrests  were 
hiade  and  several  whites  and  negroes 
were  rescued  from  gan^  of  assailanta.

PEARY  HAS  ENEMIES. 


Attempt  to  Stop  Ship  Throus:h 
Custom  Formalities. 

New  York,  July  15. — An  attempt  to 
detain  Peary'-s  Arctic  ship  Roosevelt 
has  been  made  by  persons  who  notified 
the  treasury  department  that  the  ves- 
sel had  left  Portland.  Me.,  for  New 
York  without  her  clearance  papers. 
The  goveriiment  officials  promptly  im- 
po.sed  a  fine  of  $500. 

The  captain  of  the  ship  was  sum- 
moned to  the  custom  house  today,  and 
wa^  notified  that  the  sum  must  be 
paid   immediately. 

Members  of  the  Peary  Arctic  club 
acted  promptly,  furnishing  a  bond  for 
that  amount,  and  thus  avoided  any 
complications.  They  al.so  have  sent  a 
vigorous  protest  to  Leslie  M.  Shaw, 
secretary  of  the  treasury,  asking  that 
the  action  of  the  department's  ofllcers 
be  rescinded.'  They  believe  that  the 
sailing  of  the  Roosevelt  will  not  be 
delayed  foi  a  single  day.

Little  Biographies  of  Big  Masters, 


(Note  to  Children— Cut  out  aud  keep 
for  future  reference  the  little  biographical 
sketches  running  in  this  series.  They 
will  be  found  of  great  help  to  you.  J 

Tizino  Vlcelil  (known  to  tbe  world  as 
Titian)  was  tbe  greatest  painter  of  the 
Venetian  school;  so  considered  by  the 
world's  ablest  art  critics.  He  was  born  at 
Pleve  In  1477.  The  exact  month  and  day 
are  not  known.  Uls  father  was  Gregorlo 
dl  Conte  Ve<iill,  of  the  old  family  of  that 
name  in  Cadore,  nnd  held  n  distinguished 
plnce  In  the   Council  of  Cndore. 

Titian  showed  a  decided  inclination  to- 
wards art  when  very  young,  and  "was 
not  brought  up  to  law  or  to  arms  like  the 
rest  of  his  race."  While  still  very  young 
Le  was  sent  to  Venice  to  study  pnlntin;:. 
his  chosen  profession.  From  master  to 
master  he  went  In  search  of  the  learning 
he  so  much   coveted. 

It  is  told  of  bim  that  Lis  first  paying 
work  was  house  painting.  3ut  you  must 
l-now  thnt  house  painting  In  those  days 
was  not  the  easy  thing  it  Is  nowadays 
Much  artistic  ability  nnd  knowledge  of 
drawing  nnd  perspective  were  necessary 
to  decorate  the  walls  of  bouses  then,  for 
tbe  exterior  was  adorned— like  the  In- 
terior--with  beautiful,  gaily-colored  fres- 
cos. 

The  following  letter  was  written  by 
Titian  V->  tbe  Doge  and  Council  of  Venice. 
Tbe  original  letter  is  still  extont.  It  la 
dntod  May  31.  1613.     Tiansl.nted  It  reads: 

"I  Titian  of  Cadore,  having  studied 
nnln'ting  from  my  childhood  upwards,  and 
dfsirous  of  fame  rather  thnn  profit,  wish 
to  serve  the  Doge  nnd  SIgnorl  rather  than 
His  Highness  the  Pope  nnd  other  signorl, 
who.  In  past  days,  and  even  now,  have 
urgently  asked  to  employ  me."  He  then 
goes  on  to  ask  for  "the  first  hrokcr's  pat- 
ent for  life  that  shall  be  vacant"  as  pay- 
ment for  his  services. 


This  request  was  granted,  but  not  till 
the  year  1510,  owing  to  opposition  from  a 
rival  artist  whose  death  occurred  before 
llie  favor  was  bestowed  upon  the  worthy 
Titian.  „,  . 

it  was  In  the  year  l.'jl6  also  thnt  Titian 
received  the  commission  for  his  great 
"Assumption  of  tbe  Virgin,"  which  re- 
mains Iu  the  Academy  at  Venice. 

Among  Titian's  Intimate  friends  and 
patrons  he  counted  the  noble  and  great 
I»rli)ce8  of  blood  royal— even  royalty  It- 
self—and v)ope8  and  emperors  ne  knew 
socially  and  in  a  business  way. 

Not  much  Is  known  of  Titian's  domestU 
life.  His  Wife  dle<l  In  1530,  leaving  thre« 
children,  two  sons  and  one  beautiful 
daughter,  tbe  latter  proving  to  be  her 
father's    Idol    and    Immortalized    by    him

It  Is  said  that  during  the  first  biicccss- 
ful  years  of  his  life  Titian  s.idly  neglected 
his  work,  suffered  royal  disfavor  there- 
fore, and  not  till  n  rival  for  royal  favors 
appeared  upon  the  stage  of  art  did  the 
truly  great  painter  realize  the  danger 
he  was  threatened  with.  Then  hs  roused 
hlmfclf  to  his  sen-se  of  obligation  and 
worked  diligently.  With  renewed  vigor 
and  fixed  purpose  Dc  completed  the  mas- 
terple<-e  he  had  long  been  working  on  so 
Indifferently,  the  great  canvas  colled 
"Battle  of  Cadore."  This  wonderful 
painting  was  destroyed  by   flre  In   157'7. 

Only  In  the  last  years  of  his  long  life 
did  Titian  show  signs  of  decay  In  Dis 
art.  In  1500  he  was  still  to  be  seen  at 
bis  easel  with  fresh  paint  on  his  brushes. 

And  at  the  oge  o/  "'"^^y-^^hu  Rtlidto" 
celved  Henry  III.  of  France,  1°  h'«  «t"^'2: 
where  he  still  made  a  P/^tence  of  work- 
ing It  Is  recorded  of  him  that  at  that 
"me  he  displayed  the  keenest  Interest 
In  all  tappenlngs,  conversing  with  bis 
past-time  ease  and  enthusiasm. 

In  all  probability  this  great  master  ot 
per?cll  and  brusb-the  head  of  the  Vene- 
tian school  of  palntlng-would  have  lived 
to  count  bis  one-hundredth  mile  stone  IQ 
life  bad  not  the  plague  that  ravaged 
Venice  In  1574  claimed  him  for  a  vlctlnn 
In  his  ninety-ninth  year.         ,.,.... 

All  the  clvlll/.ed  world  at  that  time 
mourned  the  death  of  the  old.  white- 
haired  and  snowy-bearded  artist,  who 
had  enjoyed  blessings  during  all  the  lona 
years  of  his  life,  whose  path  bad  led 
tbruugh  gardens  of  roses.

THE  STATE'S  LAND  POLICY. 

C)n  another  piye  an  Aitkin  county  correspondent 
adds  .iii'ftluT  intlictinent  to  the  growing  list  against  the 
dog  in-tlie-manger  land  policy  of  the  state  of  Minnesota. 

This  corrcspi.ndent  is  from  Kansas,  and  his  story  is 
a  tr:!)utc  to  the  value  of  advertising,  because  he  was  at- 
tiu'eil  here  by  a  published  statement  of  the  resources 
01  Aitkui  county.  He  wrote  to  the  state  auditor  to  find 
out  about  the  prospects  of  getting  land  here,  aiid  was 
told  th:it  the  state  only  s  .!.!  it-  lands  by  auction  and 
that  auctions  were  not  often  held.  However,  curiously 
euo.u'Ji  hi^  corres[>r)ndence  with  the  state  auditor  de- 
\e!  pod  a  flood  of  circulars  from  private  land  dealers 
in  the  Twin  Cities,  through  which  he  learned  that  in 
spite  of  tlu-  state'.-.  i)olicy  land  could  be  bought  in  Min- 
nesota, ili'Uigh  the  private  dealers  wanted  more  money 
and  their  terms  were  not  so  favorable  as  those  offered 
by  t!ie  state  when  it  does  seli   its  lands. 

Since  the  state  sells  its  lands  only  by  auction,  and 
its  auctions  are  very  infrequent,  it  is  not  at  all  remark- 
able that  this  corre=ipondent  should  wonder  if  the  $12,000 
appropriated  f  t  .•.  i\ n  tising  Minnesota  Land  is  not 
wholly  m  tlie  inte  >  -  -  of  the  private  land  dealers,  and 
that  Minnesota  is  keei>ing  out  of  the  market  whihi^hese 
private  dealers  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  money  thus 
spein.  This  was  not  in  the  mind^  of  the  legislators 
•v.!ir;i  ilicy  anpr.^priated  this  nioiuy,  of  eourse,  nor  will 
it  work  out  qr.itc  t'i:it  way.  since  the  state  is  going  to 
have  an  ancti.m  of  stale  land.->  this  fall  at  which  there 
will  be  excellent  opp'>rtunttie>  :  '  I 'ly  lands.  But  the

THE  POOR.  MILLIONAIRE. 

It  seems  there  has  been  a  grave  error  somewhere 
r  popular  estimates  of  the  wealth  of  certain  people 
jvho  live  in   New   York. 

It  will  be  astonishing  news  1*0  thousands  to  learn 
:hat  there  are  only  five  citizens  in  New  York  who  own 
more  than  $500,000  outside  of  their  holdings  of  real 
estate.  Naturally  Andrew  Carnegie  is  one  of  them,  and 
u  will  be  noted  that'  he  is  in  a  fair  way  to  escape  dying 
rich,  because  he  has  only  a  paltry  $5,000,000.  which  lie 
could  easily  give  away  in  one  lump  if  he  wishes  to  do 
so.  John  D.  Rockefeller  is  in  this  plutocratic  five,  and 
ht  has  possessions  to  the  value  of  $2,500,000.  Another 
surprise  comes  in  the  fact  that  he  is  lower  in  the  scale 
than  Andrew  Carnegie,  though  his  comparative  poverty 
is  not  so  surprising  in  view  of  his  recent  gifts. 

Wearing  hand-me-down  clothes  and  eating  red  apples 
for  luncheon  have  only  given  Russell  Sage  a  paltry 
million,  which  will  be  a  grievous  disappointment"  to  those 
who  had  hoped,  by  following  his  policy  of  never  spend- 
ing anything  and  saving  all  they  could  get  their  fingers 
on,  to  accumulate  a  large  fortune.  The  other  two  mem- 
bers of  this  coterie  of  five  millionaires,  the  only  ones 
in  New  York,  arc  Vanderbilts,  who  own  a  trifling  mil- 
lion apiece. 

Though  Thomas  F.  Ryan  recently  bought  stock  for 
which  he  paid  $2,500,000,  there  is  evidently  something 
wror»g  about  it,  because  he  is  only  worth  $100,000.  J. 
Pierpont  Morgan  shows  up  in  the  second  grade  of  pluto- 
ciats  with  $400,000,  and  August  Belmont  is  worth 
$100,000. 

These  figures  should  be  clipped  out  and  sfudicd  by 
all  those  who  have  been  doing  New  York  the  injustice 
of  imagining  that  it  contained  a  whole  lot  of  millionaires. 
It  shows  how  deceptive  appearances  arc  when  there 
are  so  many  people  who  are  only  worth  about  what 
folks  tliought  their  annual  expense  account  amour.ted  to.

He  will  leave 
the  choice  of  the  next  Republican  caii- 
didate  for  preslde<it  wholly  to  the  party. 
All  talk  that  Mr.  Roosevelt  will  try  to 
make  Taft  or  Root  president  In  190S  is  be- 
side the  mark.  For  this  statement  I 
have  the  highest  possible  authority— that 
of  President  Roosevelt  Irimself. 

With  a  friend  who  called  on  him  at  Sag- 
amore Hill  a  few  days  ago  President 
lioosevelt  discussed  what  lie  termt^i  the 
aljsurd  rumors  that  he  was  planning  to 
niake  Taft  or  Root  his  successor.  One 
day  the  newspaper  gossipers  wore  sure 
Secretary  Taft  was  the  chosen  one.  The 
7iext  day.  when  they  learned  Elihu  Root 
was  to  t>e  the  new  secretary  of  .stale,  they 
switched  over  to  Root  and  declared  he 
was  to  l>e  the  Roosevelt  candidate  for  ItfiHi. 
Some  papers  even  went  so  far  as  to  as- 
strt  that  one  of  the  conditions  of  Mr. 
Root's  acceptance  of  the  secretaryship  of 
state  was  that  he  was  to  have  Mr.  Roose- 
velt'.s  supp<jrt    for   the  presidency. 

The  president  laughed  at  these  rumors, 
and  remarked  that  he  hoped  everyone  who 
knew  him  would  Itnow  that  he  was  incap- 
able of  trying  to  dictate  t.)  the  Rc-publl- 
can  party  whom  it  should  name  for  his 
successor.  So  far  as  the  Republican  nom- 
ination for  president  in  Vj\P>  is  concerned 
it  is  an  open  held.

Protesting  against  the  report  given  in 
the  morning  newspaper  as  being  a  dis- 
torted imd  prejudiced  view  of  the  facts 
In  regard  to  the  throwing  out  of  some 
sevrnty  ballots  cast  at  the  school  board 
election.  Director  J.  J.  L,e  Tourneau  sub- 
mitted the  following  resolution  at  the 
meeting  of  the  school  board  this  afternoon, 
when  the  canvass  vi  the  ballots  was 
again    taken    up:

There  are  no  faitlons  for  or  against  eltl»er 
Mr  Washburn  or  Mr.  Cobb,  or  any  per- 
son's The  mtmbers  of  this  board  under- 
■t.ind  that  it  Is  the  ruling  of  the  ut- 
torney  of  the  board  that  unmarktd  bal- 
lots must  be  thri>wn  out.  and  the  action 
w.is  taken  without  a  dissenting  voice. 

■•Furthtrmoro,  we  feel  that  It  Is  unjust 
to  single  out  any  member  of  the  board 
and  hold  him  responsible  for  actions 
tak<'n   bv   the  entire   Ixtard. 

The  members  of  this  board  have  at  all

It  Is  es.sfnUal  for  Swe- 
den to  establish  a  perfe<-t  bloekade.  as 
Norway  would  be  greatly  dependent 
on  other  countries  for  its  supplies  and 
munitions  of  war. 

The  two  countries  are  both  prepared 
for  a  winter  campaign.  During  many 
years  the  coldlers  of  the  two  armies 
have  been  trained  to  march  on  skis, 
and  war  garne.'^  have  been  held  in  the 
most  severe  winter  weather  to  test  the 
endurance  of  the  men.  They  are 
warmly  dressed,  and  when  running  on 
skis  they  can  cover  a  large  territory. 
In  the  Swedish  army  there  is  an  estab- 
ll.shcd  patrol  servke  of  combined  cav- 
alry and  Infantry.  Each  cavalryman 
pulls  two  infantrymen  standing  on 
skis.  Thus  one  hor.se  serves  to  carry 
three  men  forward  without  an  effort 
en  the  \n\r\.  of  the  horse,  as  far  as  the 
other  two  men  are  coneerned.  and 
without  tiring  the  men.  as  tj^ey  only 
stand  on  the  skis.  There  Is  also  estab- 
lished a  service  of  "Sparkstoltlngs." 
being  a  long  sleigh,  or  rather  two  run- 
ners Joined  together  by  two  uprights. 
On  this  sleigh  the  soldiers  can  carry 
large  quantities  of  supplies  without 
much   fatigue.

Within  four  days 
the  father  destroyed  a  will  by  whit-h 
the  greater  part  of.  his  fortune  was 
left  to  the  son.  and  made  the  one  that 
was  placed  on  record  Friday.  Rey- 
mer, Sr.,  was  then  a  rugged,  healthy 
man.  Grief  over  hl.s  son's  marriage 
cau.sed  him  to  decline  rapidly,  and 
within  three  month.s  he  died. 

When  Samuel  Ileymer  dle.s.  the 
$20,0U0  from  which  he  Is  to  receive 
the  Income  will  revert  to  the  estate, 
so  that  his  wife  cannot  touch  one 
penny  nor  can  Any  children  that  may 
be  born  to  the  couple.  The  will  al.so 
states  specifically  that  the  Interest 
shall  be  paid  Into  the  hands  of  the  son 
and  to  no  one  else.  The  Income  Is  not 
to  be  subject  to  debts  already  con- 
tracted or  to  be  contracted,  and  is  not 
to  be  anticipated  or  aswigned. 

Young  Reymer  first  met  Nellie  Paris 
.several  years  ago.  during  an  Elks" 
carnival  held  In  Allegheny.  She  was 
one  of  the  dancers  In  an  Egyptian 
sideshow.  Reymer  became  infatuat- 
ed with  her.  and,  after  the  show 
closed  In  Allegheny,  he  followed  It  to 
a  number  of  other  cities,  lavishing  his 
affections  and  his  wealth  upon  the 
dancing    girl. 

At  the  close  of  the  season,  he  In- 
duced her  to  go  to  her  home,  which 
was  then  In  Bollver.  a  small  mining 
town  In  the  Connellsville  coke  fields.

Submarine  Boat. 

Blzerta.  Tunis,  July  17.— The  mourn- 
ful task  of  removing  the  bodies  of  the 
crew  of  the  submarine  boat  Farfadet, 
which  sank  at  the  entrance  of  the  port 
of  Sidi  Abdallah,  July  6,  and  which  was 
towed  into  dry  docks  after  incessant 
efforts  to  raise  her,  is  proceeding  slow- 
ly. Owing  to  the  displacement  of  the 
machinery  through  the  action  of  the 
water,  .some  of  the  bodies  b«came  firm- 
ly fixed  beneath  the  engines  and  other 
apparatus  and  the  men  engaged  In  the 
work  were  compelled  to  attach  ropes  to 
the  bodies  In  order  to  disengage  them. 

It  Is  now  apparent  that  four  of  the 
men  who  occupied  the  forward  com- 
partment were  drowned  immediately 
when  the  accident  occurred.

REMOVING  THE  BODIES 

From   the   llTFated  French 
Submarine  Boat. 

Blzerta.  Tunis,  July  17.— The  mourn- 
ful task  of  removing  the  bodies  of  the 
crew  of  tho  submarine  boat  Farfadet, 
which  sank  at  the  entrance  of  the  port 
of  SIdl  Abdallah,  July  6,  and  which  was 
lowed  into  dry  docks  after  incessant 
efforts  to  raise  her,  Is  proceeding  slow- 
ly. Owing  to  the  displacement  of  the 
machinery  through  the  action  of  the 
water,  some  of  the  bodies  became  firm- 
ly fixed  beneath  the  engines  and  other 
apparatus  and  the  men  engaged  In  the 
work  were  compelled  to  attach  lopes  to 
the  bodies  in  order  to  disengage  them. 

It  is  now  apparent  that  four  of  the 
men  who  occupied  the  forward  com- 
partment were  drowned  Immediately 
when  the  accident  occurred.  Lieut. 
Robin  was  found  lying  on  his  back 
with  his  arms  extended.  Nearby  was 
the  quartermaster,  whose  jersey  caught 
in  a  hook  close  to  the  faulty  hatch 
which  caused  the  catastrophe.

Hardlv  enough  atmosphere  passed 
into   his   lungs.   It   is  declared,    to   keep  a 

bird  alive.  .      ,    ., 

The  patient  was  a  sufferer  from  typhoid 
fever.  As  is  customary  In  such  cases,  the 
physicians  tried  to  drop  a  tube  Into 
Dcmi'fs  larnyx  in  order  to  admit  the 
pa.«sage  of  air.  t>wing  to  the  length  of 
his  neck,  howev<  r,  this  was  Imixissible. 
because  the  larynx  was  several  inches 
longer  than  is  usual  in  ordinary  mortals. 
This  prevented  the  doctors  from  inserting 
the  tube.  He  was  22  years  old  and  lived 
at  2524  Market  street,  Louisville,  Ky.

Not  a  little  excitement  was  aroused 
at  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation held  Saturday  evening  to  can- 
vass the  results  of  the  election,  when 
nearly  seventy  ballots  were  thrown 
out   as   being  illegal. 

Friends  of  several  of  the  candidates 
who  were  anxious  to  facilitate  mat- 
ters for  their  choice  for  directors,  had 
a  number  of  ballots  printed  contain- 
ing the  names  of  three  men  wliom 
they  desired  to  see  elected.  Some  of 
the  ballots  bore  the  nams  of  L.  D. 
Campbell,  E.  R.  Cobb  and  George  L. 
Hargreaves.  Others  had  the  LcTour- 
neau,  Campbell,  Cobb  combination, 
while  still  others  were  inscribed  with 
the  names  of  B,  N.  Wheeler  and  J. 
J.    LeTourneau. 

A  year  ago  the  board  adopted  the 
Australian  system  of  voting,  which 
prescribes  a  regular,  printed  ballot, 
marked  with  a  cross.  Under  the  old 
system  of  voting  any  form  of  ballot 
w-as  used,  and  this  year  many  believed 
that  the  mere  placing  of  the  specially 
prepared  ballots  in  the  box  constituted 
a  legal  vote  for  the  candidates  whose 
names    were    printed    on    them. 

Some  of  the  election  judges  counted 
these  si>ecial  ballots  and  others  did 
not.  When  the  counting  was  called 
to  order  Satuid»«y  evening,  Director 
Washburn  moved  that  the  count  of 
the  election  judges  be  verified  by 
opening  all  of  the  boxes.  When  the  spe- 
cial ballots  were  encountered,  they 
were   in   all   cases   thrown   out. 

At  midnight  the  returns  from  five 
wards  only  had  been  verified,  and  those 
five  showed  a  large  plurality  for  the 
Messrs.  Cobb,  Campbell  and  LeT<iur- 
neau.  A  special  meeting  is  being  'leid 
this  afternoon  to  complete  the  count, 
and  unless  the  western  end  of  the  city 
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shows  an  exceptionally  heavy  vote  for 
the  other  candidates,  these  three  will 
be  elected. 

The  vote  on  the  question  of  the  use 
that  shall  be  made  of  the  bonds  voted 
last  year,  showed  a  large  plurality  in 
favor  of  building  the  grade  school  ir> 
place  of  the  manual   training  building-.

Says  His  Long  Life  Has 

Not  Been  Worlli 

While. 

New  York,  July  18.— The  passing  of 
his  72nd  birthday  left  Senator  Thomas 
C.  Piatt  in  a  mood  both  rettective  and 
Introspective. 

"No,  it  has  not  been  worth  while.  It 
could  have  been  so  much  better — or  at 
least  so  different   from   what   it  is." 

The  senator  stood  on  the  piazza  of 
his  home.  "Tioga  Lodge,"  back  in  the 
Skunnemunk  mountains,  near  High- 
land Mills,  N.  Y.,  and  looked  out  over 
twenty  mile.q  of  blue  sky  and  green 
wood.s.  No  shade  of  indifference  was 
tn  the  old  mair.s  eyes;  his  voice  was 
firm  and  had  in  it  that  ring  of  hope 
and  decision  that  one  hears  in  men 
half  his  age — men  who  are  going  up 
the  hill   of  lite,   not  coming  down. 

Mr.  Piatt  had  been  up  early  in  the 
morning  with  a  dozen  guests  who  liad 
spent  Saturday,  the  senator's  birthday, 
at  his  home. 

'No,"  he  repeated,  "I  don't  think  it 
has  been  worth  while.  If  I  had  it  to 
do  over  again  I  should  model  my  po- 
litical   life    along    other    lines." 

"Would  you  have  the  years  come 
back  for  another  chance?"  he  was 
asked. 

•No,"  was  the  reply.  "I  would  not, 
"but    1    would   do  much   differently." 

'Why?       How    differently?" 

"I  should  rather  not  say,"  replied 
the  senator.  "It  would  lead  to  devel- 
opments. I  do  not  wish  anything  to 
develop  from  the  statement  that  the 
years  have  not  been  worth  the  battle 
or  that  I  would  live  out  a  diflferent  po- 
litical policy  from  the  one  1  have  so 
long  pursued." 

•Yet  you  have  been  successful?" 
•Perhaps,"    was    the    an.swer.    "I    have 
some   dear   old   friends." 

Then  the  senator  changed  the  sub- 
ject. 

•It  is  a  trifle  too  serious  a  •'me  for 
such  a  beautiful  day,"  he  explained. 

Senator  Piatt  diverted  the  conversa- 
tion to  praising  his  dogs,  two  great 
St.  Bernard.s,  two  fox  terriers,  a  setter 
and  a  toy  spaniel  that  is  Mrs.  Piatt's 
pet,    and    his    ton    horses    and    a   mule. 

Senator  Piatt  laughed  outright  when 
he  mentioned  the  mule. 

"Did  you  ever  hear  a  mule  make  a 
speech?"  he  asked.  "No?  Well,  my 
little  mule  wakes  the  echoes  all  over 
the  Skinnemunk  mountains.  He  has  a 
great    voice." 

Two  ye^rs  ago.  when  Mr.  Piatt  was 
70,  he  .said  he  would  not  join  the  Hun- 
dred Year  c4ub. 

'Five  yeat^  more  will  .satisfy  me." 
he  said  >n  that  ocoasion.  "That  is 
enough."

MICHIGAN, 

Electric  Road  In  Chippewa 
County  Will  Use  Gaso- 
line iMotors. 

St.  Ignace— Although  the  names  of  his 
associates  are  not  given  out,  financial 
backing  entirely  adefiuate  to  carry  out  the 
enterprise  is  claimed  by  State  Game 
Warden  C.  H.  Chapman,  promoter  of  the 
new  electric  railway  project  in  Chippewa 
county.  It  is  the  intention  to  operate  the 
road  with  the  gasolint  motor  sy.stem, 
which  has  been  tried  with  such  grea-t 
success  on  the  St.  Joseph  Valley  road. 
I'he  engines,  which  are  of  seventy-five 
horsepower,  are  attached  to  electric  mo- 
tors, .-ind  through  a  system  of  sl>nage 
it  is  i>ossible  to  double  the  power  when 
ascending  .steep  grades.  It  is  proposed  to 
run  a  lerry  line  troin  CedarvUle  and  cno- 
boyg:ut  and  connect  with  the  Detroit  At 
Ma-kinaw  road,  materially  shorU-iiing 
Itie  time,  it  Is  claimed,  between  the  locU 
city  and  the  Michigan  metropolis. 

Burgum— A  serious  wreck  occurred  on 
the  W  &  M.  railway  at  Burgum.  thirteen 
mile^  from  Falthora  Junction,  five  oars 
and  A  lica-vy  locomotive  being  smashed 
and  thrown  off  the-  tiiu^k  in  a  colllsl.m. 
A  freight  train,  an  engine  and  thirteen 
cars  lay  on  the  main  tra«:k  at  Burgum 
across  the  end  of  a  spur  track  that  runs 
down  a  steeo  grade  to  the  main  track 
■three  freight  cars  loaded  with  wood 
were  switched  down  this  spur  and  the 
trainmen  lost  control  of  th.eni.  liie  crew 
of  the  freight  mad-;  ineffectual  efforts  to 
get  out  of  the  way.  but  could  not  avoid 
the  crash.  No  one  was  injured,  but  the 
dainag.!  amounted  lo  a  coiisi  leiable  sum. 
The  wreck  .»ccurre-l  thirteen  miles  irom 
Fiiithorn  Junction  on  the  13th  of  the 
month.  There  were  thirteen  cars  in  the 
treight  train,  which  was  pulled  by  lo- 
comotive No.  13.

The  bill 
relating  to  the  licensing  of  peddlers  in 
counties  was  passed  by  the  house,  but 
wa«  too  late  in  the  senate  for  action. 
The  "chestnut  bill."  as  Mr.  Melendy 
termed  It,  of  making  it  lav.ful  to  sell 
any  preparation  containing  20  per  cent 
or  over  of  alcohol  without  a  retail 
liquor  license.  This  bill.  Mr.  Melendy 
.said,  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  health,  dairy  and  f-xKl,  and  after- 
ward to  the  temperance  committee,  be- 
ing refert-f^d  back  without  recommen- 
dation, too  latf"  for  any  anion  to  be 
taken  on  it.  The  bill  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  patent  medicines  and  opiates, 
retiuiring  the  label  to  give  the  aniouiu 
contained,  was  referred  bark  for  in- 
detlnite  po.«rtponement.  The  bill  to  re- 
(4uire  the  state  board  of  pharmacy  to 
register  without  examination  the  grad- 
uates of  schools  of  pharmiu?y  met  with 
a  like  fate.

THE  PURE  FOOD  FIGHT. 

Adulteration  is  dishonesty  at  its  best.  At  its  worst 
t  is  murder.  And  yet  it  is  the  commonest  crime  of 
:oday.  and  in   few  states  is  its  punishment   adequate. 

The  work  of  the  states  that  have  started  a  campaign 
tgainst  adulteration  is  important,  and  it  is  having  its 
.'fleets.  Minnesota  has  a  good  pure  food  law.  which  is 
>eing  well-administered,  and  whether  they  realize  it  or 
[lot  the  people  are  getting  the  benefit.  Manufacturers  of 
idulterated  goods  have  one  sort  that  they  sell  in  Minne- 
sota and  another  that  they  sell  in  states  that  are  not  pro- 
tected by  pure  food  laws.  That  sent  to  Minnesota  and 
»ther  states  having  pure  food  laws  is  made  to  comply 
with  those  laws,  ah  a  rule.  Occasionally  they  attempt 
the  introduction  of  improper  goods,  but  they  are  quickly 
spotted  and  their  sale  stopped. 

A  showing  of  the  need  of  work  along  tliis  line  is 
made  by  a  bulletin  recently  issued  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire state  board  of  health,  containing  the  results  of 
analyses  made  of  foodstuffs  sold  in  that  state.  Out  of 
j6j  articles  purchased  and  analyzed,  consisting  of  such 
staples  a.'*  canned  goods,  baking  powders,  meat  products, 
spices,  jellies,  jams,  etc.,  over  45  pfcr  cent  were  found  to 
contain    adulterations. 

Thirty-two  samples  of  canned  fruits,  jollies  and  jams 
examined  showed  twenty-nine,  or  gt  per  cent,  adulte- 
rated. The  raspberry  and  strawberry  jams  were  colored 
by  poisonous  coal  tar  products  and  preserved  by  ben- 
zoate  and  salicylate  of  soda.  Strawberry  jams  seemed 
to  be  quite  generally  made  of  apple  stock  prepared  with 
aniline  dyes.     And  so  it  went  through  the  list.

Philadelphia,  July  18.-As  the  result  of 
advice  received  from  Ellhu  Root,  special 
counsel  for  Mayor  Weaver,  It  is  prob- 
able that  the  mayor  will  within  a  few 
days  institute  criminal  prosecution 
against  certain  persous  who  arc  promin- 
ent In  municipal  affairs.  Mr.  Root  ad- 
vises the  mayor  tiiat  in  the  face  of  the 
refusal  of  District  Attorney  Bell  tc  tahc 
the  initiative  in  bringing  forth  prosecu- 
tions, the  mayor  should  exercise  his 
riglit  to  go  before  a  magistrate  and  carry 
the  prosecutions  as  far  as  the  law  will 
ptrmit  him.  This  opinion  was  sent  to 
Mayor  Weaver  yesterday  and  was  the  re. 
suit  of  a  conference  held  in  New  York 
last  Friday.  ThoFC  who  participated  in 
the  contert-nce.  besides  Mr.  Root  and  the 
mayor,  were  Former  lUiited  States  Attor- 
ney General  Wayne  MacVeagh,  whc  Is 
special  coun-sel  ftr  the  c<immittte  ol  nine

We  do  not  approve  ol  tying  cattle  up  and 
keeping  them  in  a  barn  where  tliey  do 
nut  get  any  exercise,  as  we  ai-e  satisfied 
that  rattle  dc  nc>t  do  near  a^  well  that 
way  as  they  do  If  they  run  in  a  yard 
where  they   have  shelter. 

We  did  not  take  any  particular  pains 
in  feeding  this  bunch  of  cattle,  c^iily  tliat 
we  were  vei  y  particular  to  get  them  on 
to  full  feed  right.  If  e^attle  are  fed  too 
much  on  the  start  and  their  stomachs 
are  not  in  condition  to  stand  heavy  feed, 
it  set!-,  them  back  and  they  will  not  get 
over  it  for  some  time.  During  the  time 
we  had  the.«-t  ctattk  on  feed  there  were  a 
great  many  feeder.s  and  shippers  who 
locked  at  them,  and  fill  thought  they  had 
done  remarkably  well.  Any  far.-ner  can 
feed  a  bunch  of  cattle  the  same  as:  we  fed 
these,  and  do  It  at  a  great  deal  less  ex- 
pense, as  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  buy 
everything  that  we  fed  them,  and  also 
hire  all   ou;    work  done.

Various  plans  for  raising  more  rev- 
enue are  being  i«-opo.sed  as  the  deficit 
continues,  and  It  Is  aiiparently  impos- 
sible to  reduce  the  expenditures  until 
the  limit  of  taxation  is  reached.

.1.  general  feoling  that  the  brewers  can 
well  afford  to  pay  another  dollar  i:>er 
barrel  ajid  such  a  tax  would  put  $30.- 
000.000' a  ye.vr  into  the  treasury.  There 
is  a  reiiort.  however,  which  Is  generally 
credited,  that  becaufie  of  the  heavy 
Ciimpaign  contributions  to  both  parties, 
the  brewers  will  not  be  touchod.

Assistant  Secre- 
tary Hays  has  been  detailed  to  take 
charge  of  the  statistical  work  until  the 
vacancy  shall  be  filled.

Hyde's  letter  ot  resignation,  and  Sec- 
retary Wilson's  ri>ply  thereto;

It  Is  true  there  are  bad  spots,  light  stand,  jioor  color 
and  an  occasional  field  with  a  larger  stand  of  weeds  than  grain.  But  there

In  this  connection  It  might  be  proper 
to  sav  that  the  s  .-called  black  rust  is  simply  an  aggravated  form  of  the 
red  rust  affettintt  the  straw  insteael  of  the  leaves,  and  partially  or  wholly 
preventing   the   sustenance   going  into    the    head   and   filling   the    kernel. 

The  present  wheat  crop  is  probably  a  week  to  ten  days  behind  the  average 
and  will  require  fiom  :iO  to  30  days  to  put  it  out  of  danger  from  rust  or  hot 
winds  Either  on  >  of  which  would  seriously  curtail  the  present  promise, 
which  i.s  for  a  cro  )  of  225.ti(»0.000  bushels  or  more. 

Flax  is  In  all  s  ages  of  growth  from  four  to  five  Inches  out  of  the  ground 
to  waist  hl^b  and  in  blossom.  On  the  whole  the  flax  crop  is  probably  as 
well  advanced  as  i  he  average,  and  Its  api>earance  strikes  one  very  favorably. 
Like  wheat,  flax  dill  has  some  chances  ahead  of  It,  and  In  the  matter  of 
time  will  require  I  rom  20  to  40  days  to  be  out  of  danger.       ,        ,       „ 

There  Is  an  oc.  aslonal  fi»-ld  of  yellow  flax  and  an  occasional  yellow  spot

Tho  white  he>rse  has  an 
easy  loping  guit  which  eats  up  distance 
rapidly.  Except  when  necessary  to 
give  his  animal  a  breathing  spell,  Mr, 
Taft  keeps  going  at  a  lively  rate.  Ho 
is  exceeding  fond  of  the  sport,  and  In- 
dulges in  It  primarily  for  the  love  of 
It.  His  physician  has  also  advised 
horseback  riding  as  a  means  of  reduc- 
ing flesh.  Secretary  Taft  finds  that  he 
is  inclined  to  take  on  weight,  despite 
his  clo«e  application  to  desk  work. 

Ellhu  Root,  while  secretary  of  war, 
perrictrated  a  joke  on  Mr.  Taft.  who 
at  that  time  was  governor  of  the 
Philippines.  The  latter  had  been  suf- 
fering for  some  time  with  a  serious 
Illness,  and  grave  concern  waa  felt  at 
Washington  over  the  outcome.

Quebec.  July  19. — Large  sums  of 
money  have  been  made  in  the  lau^t  few 
months  by  Lord  Strathcona  and  other 
prominent  shareholders  of  the  Hud- 
son Bay  company,  now  235  years  old, 
as  a  result  of  the  profits  arising  from 
the  vast  land  sales  of  the  company 
and  the  increase  in  the  number  and 
values  of  the  furs  handled  by  it«, , 
iigents  In   tho   far  North. 

In  the  twelve  months  ended  May  31, 
the  trading  profit  on  furs,  etc., 
amounted  to  £102,969,  compared  with 
£'jS,934  for  the  previous  year  and  after 
setting  aside  £20,0000  to  the  credit  of 
tne  building  acount.  the  balance  of  tho 
land  account  for  the  year  amounted 
to   £187,364.  as  against  £179,047. 

The  progress  of  the  company's  af- 
fairs i.s  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  the 
land  sales  in  Western  Canada  have  in- 
ccra»sed  from  64.»98  acres  in  1900  to  368.- 
6^ty  in  1903.  The  total  net  profit  from 
lK)th  lands  and  furs  in  1901  was  but 
£68,.S37.  while  in  1903  it  amounted  to

or  even  five  times  that  price.  These 
are  now  very  .scarce,  however.  and 
some'  seasons  there  are  hardly  any  to 
be  had.  In  fact,  the  animals  are  in 
danger  of  extermination.  At  the  end 
of  the  eighteenth  century  tiiey  were 
.^c  abundant,  that  120.000  skins  a  year 
were  taken  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Aleu- 
tian  islands. 

The  only  skin  which  approaches  the 
.tjea  otier  in  value  is  that  of  the  black 
I  or  .silver  fox.  These  are  chietly  found 
!  ir.  Nothern  Canada,  and  when  an  In- 
dian hunter  knows  of  the  whereabouts 
of  X  pair  of  these  animals  and  pro- 
tect.s  them  he  Is  sure  of  a  comfort- 
able living  out  of  the  annual  sale  of 
a   pair  of  their   progeny. 

Good  skins  of  the  black  fox  have 
been  sold  in  St.  Petersburg  at  from 
$1,500  to  $4,000.  A  pair  of  silver  skin.s 
in  London  sold  for  $2,400.  while  a 
single  skin  often  brings  $1,000.  The 
white  and  blue  Arctic  foxes  are  in 
great  demand,  and  seem  to  be  In- 
creasing in  value.  The  pelt  of  the 
white  fox,  which  a  few  years  ago  waa 
only  worth  from  $1  to  $4,  now  sells 
for  $16  to  $25,  while  the  price  of  the 
blue  fox  skin  runs  from  $50  to  $75.

FRUIT  CULTURE 


London,    July    19.— The    committee     ap- 
pointed  by  Lord   OnslOw   to  inquire    into 
the  present  condition  of  fruit  culture  la 
Great    Britain,    and    to   consider    whether 
any  other  measures  might  with  advantage 
l)e  taken  for  its  promotion  and  encourage- 
ment, has  rerwrted  to  the  board  of  agri- 
culture In  favor  of  the  establishment  of 
a   special     subdepartment     to     deal   with 
matters  connected  with  the  fruit  Indu.stry. 
Their  main  recommendation  is  that  there 
should   be   two   branches   of  such    subde- 
partment—(a)  a  bureau  of  information  and 
(b)    an    experimental    fruit    farm.      After 
the  establishment  of  the  government  sub- 
department,  its  attention  should,  the  com- 
mittee thinks,   Ije   directed  to   the  neces- 
sity of  preventing  tlie  Importation  of  dis- 
eased fruit  and  nuraer>-  stock;  the  ques- 
tion of  the  de.sirability  of  setUng  up  com- 
pulsory powers  for  th«"  eradication  of  dis- 
eases and  Insect  pests  In  this  country  be- 
ing   postponed   until    fuller   knowledge   Is 
pos.sessed   through   the   work  of  the  sub- 
department.     The  committee  further  pro- 
po.ses  that  horticulture  should  be  taught 
in  elementary  schools  in  country  districts; 
that  such  schools  should  have  gardens  at- 
tached wherever  possible;  that  the  atten- 
tion of  local  education  authorities  should 
be  called  to  this,  and  also  to  the  desira- 
bility of  encouraging  the  study  of  prac- 
tical    horticulture    in    training     colleges; 
that   the   present   defective   forms   of  re- 
turns  made   for   growers   for   land   under 
fruit  should   be   Improved   and  amplified, 
and  that  estimates  of  home  and  foreign 
crops  should  be  published,  together  with 
forecasts  of  the  probable  date  of  arrival 
of  imports.

111  the  report.  Then  you  realize  that  by  luin[>ing  such

The  amiable  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany, in  order  that  Mr.  J.  David.son  Rockefeller  mighf 
{ive  millions  toward  educational  purposes,  advanced  the 
orice  of  kerosene  8  cents  per  gallon  in  the  same  time. 
The  price  of  bread  has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the 
idvance  in  flour,  being  stilt  5  cents  most  places— though 
t  happens  to  be  6  cents  in  Duluth— but'  the  bakers  have 
accomplished  the  same  result  by  making  the  loaf  smaller. 

Not  counting  the  extraordinary  advances  of  1903,  coal 
lias  walked  up  the  scale  to  the  extent  of  $2  since  1890, 
rotton  flannels  have  increased  133  per  cent,  common 
iititing  14.

must  be  increa.-.es  in  rents  in  most  places. 

So  goes  the  report  of  the  bureau  of  labor  of  the 
United  States  department  of  commerce  and  labor.  The 
figures  are  not  surprising,  and  probably  no  difficulty  will 
be  experienced  on  the  part  of  the  average  householder 
in  believing  them  to  be  more  nearly  correct  than  the 
figures  of  another  bureau  of  this  same  department  on 
the  earnings  of  the  beef  trust.

"The  manner  in  which  the  Norwe- 
gians have  brokeii  t>fr  the  union  with 
Sweden  may  not  be  a.pproved,  but  1 
would  like  that  .nnpect  of  the  quesftion 
to  be  set  aside,  Icr  the  rupture  in  itself 
ly  as  much  a  blessing  for  Jsweden  as  for 
Norway.  It  was  the  only  posslbl*: 
course  towards  an  understanding 
aniung  the  three  Bcandinavian  peoples. 
For  the  time  being  the  bwedes  objo.t 
forcibly  to  the  secession,  but  circum- 
stances axe  stronger  than  men. 

"We  were  united  to  Sweden  in  1814, 
under  one  king.  The  Question  which 
has  resulted  in  the  cleavage  first  arose 
in  1827.  A  noteworthy  fact  is  that 
England,  by  an  unjust  act,  started  thy 
struggle.  An  English  trading  firm  was 
caught    smuggling    ji*    Benie,    Noi-dianJ.

The  Wisoonsin  CentraJ  made  a  spe- 
cial rate  for  the  paurty  of  thirty  Swed- 
l.sh  singers,  which  leaves  this  aftcr- 
non  for  Chicago,  and  secured  the  bus- 
iness, the  rate  being  lower  than  any 
other  offered.  The  ticKets  read  over 
the  Northern  Paciftc  and  Wisconsin 
Central,  via  Ashland.  Ever  since  the 
Omaha,  four  or  five  weeks  ago,  made 
the  low  round  trip  rate  of  $6.S0  between 
Duluth  and  Milwaukt^,  on  account  of 
the  Woodmen  convention,  in  the  Wis- 
conarin  cjty.  it  haa  not  been  on  the  best 
of  terms  with  the  Wisconsin  Central, 
which  was  also  making  a  strong  bid 
for  the  business.  The  business  agent 
thoutfht  the  rate  of  $«.80  was  altogether 
too  low.  and  was  not  slow  in  saying 
so 

When  it  was  learned  that  the  Swed- 
ish singers  would  leave  Ehiluth  for 
Chif^ago  today,  the  different  roads  got 
after  the  men  who  had  control  of  the 
routing  of  the  i>a-rty.  This  offered  an 
opportunity  for  the  Central  to  "get 
l>ack'  at  the  Omaha  in  a  measure,  and 
the  former  secured  the  whole  party  on 
an  $S  basis.

P'xiple  who 
had  no  intention  of  going  to  Chicago 
made  up  their  minds  to  go  as  soon  as 
th'^y  saw  the  signs,  and  all  the  after- 
noon the  offices  (.f  the  different  roads 
have  been  filled  by  men  amd  women 
asking  furthe^r  particulars  ot  the  cut 
rate.  The  Wisconsin  Central  will  nm 
tvvo  extra  owaches,  a  sleeper  and  day 
voach.  over  the  Northern  Pacific  this 
aftf^rnoon.

"I  believe  the  foregoing  p'.an  would 
result  in  the  selection  of  5,000  of  the 
most  influential  policy  holders  as  can- 
didates for  the  position  of  directors, 
and  would  tend  greatly  to  strengtheii 
the  society  in  the  estimation  of  tho 
pubiic. 

These  5.000  policy  holders  would  un- 
doubtedly bP  recognized  as  important 
men  of  affairs,  and  would  obviously 
represent  a  very  large  amout  of  the 
outstanding  policies  of  the  society.  The 
plan,  while  providing  for  the  retention 
of  experienced  directors,  will  al.so  In- 
s^ure  seven  new  directors  each  year." 

Mr.  Westinghouse  said  today  he  be- 
lieved that  under  his  plan  the  desired 
reforms  can  be  promptly  acomijilished 
without  legislation.  He  thought  It 
worthy  of  special  note  that  less  than 
one-tenth  of  1  per  cent  of  the  policy 
holders  have  feit  sufficiently  interested 
in  the  affairs  of  the  society  to  make 
suggestions  to  the  trustees  and  to  aid 
them  In  the  selection  of  dirc-ctors  to 
All  existing  vacancies.

Gotha,  Duchy  of  Saxe-Coburg  and 
Goth.i,  July  19. — Duke  Charles  Edward 
of  Saxe-Coburg  and  Gotha  assumed 
the  reins  of  government  today  on  at- 
taining his  majority.     His  stale  entry 

into  the  capital  was  the  occasion  of 
much  ceremonial.  The  new  occupant 
of  the  ducal  throne  was  received  at  the 
railroad  station  with  military  honors, 
and  proceeded  to  the  castle  of  Fried- 
enstein,  where  he  met  his  mother,  the 
duchess  of  Albany.

That  Fell  to  Lot  of  Deputy 
Sheriff. 

Bingor.  July  19.— Deputy  Sheriff  Mark 
Hu.^on  of  PresQue  Isle,  had  an  unusual 
piece  of  professional  work  the  other  d.ay. 
.\  man  coming  in  from  Portake  lake  early 

last  .'upring  caught  a  pair  of  young  bear 
culJH.  which  he  sold  to  Williain  L.  Fields, 
who  Uvea  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Aroo- 
st.)ok  river,  about  two  n.ile.s  above  Wash- 
burn village,  niey  .soon  became  strongly 
attached  to  Mr.    Fields. 

One  afternoon  in  Juno  Mr.  Fields  left 
home,  shutting  the  cubs  in  the  hou.se. 
Thfy  became  restless,  and  the  female 
succeeded  in  climbing  through  an  open 
window.  She  saw  a  man  at  work  on  the 
opposite  aide  .if  the  river,  and  swam 
across.  The  man  saw  the  cub  coming  aiid 
<  iiu^ht  her  as  she  came  from  the  water. 
The  lUtle  animal  appeared  so  friendly 
that  the  man  .started  to  his  home  in 
Mapleton.    bearing   the    cub    In    his   arms. 

A  week  later  he  came  to  Presque  Isle, 
looking  for  Judge  George  H.  Smith,  whoso 
reputation  as  a  lover  of  pets  Is  widely 
known.  Unforlun;ilely  the  judge  was  ab- 
<ent  and  the  man  then  tried  to  «cll  the 
(  ub  to  Charles  F.  Daggett,  as  an  all  round 
us«»ful  animal  to  protect  his  lawn  from 
youiig  bas'-b.ill  pi  lyers  and  dogs.  Mr. 
Dagsett,    hov\"'Vcr.    di'L'liii''d. 

In  the  rn<intline  Mr.  Fields  had  learned 
of  the  wh.^rcabouts  of  hia  little  pel.  As 
hff  had  b<on  made  miserable  for  hlin  be- 
eaii.^e  of  the  cri-s  of  the  oilier  cub.  Mr. 
Fleld.s  sought  out  nis  pet.  but  the  new 
owiuM"  would  not  <"on.sent  even  to  show  tho 
animal.  Then  Mr.  Fields  hurried  over  to 
("arltxju  asid  ii<Tt  a  writ  of  replevin,  t'om- 
Ing  back  to  Washburn,  he  telegraphed 
to  1 1  us  >n  to  come  to  his  assistance,  telling 
hitn  of  hi."*  writ  if  replevin. 

Huson  w^  is  on  h.ind  at  the  .appointed 
lime,  and  toR'thf^r  they  went  to  the  man  8 
house,  where  Mr.  Fields  recoveied  his 
missing  pot  without  a  struggle.  The 
sheriff  thinks  It  is  the  only  case  on  record 
«t  replevying  a  bear. 

JAPANESE  REFORMS 

Beins:  Carried  Out  In  Kingdom 
of  Korea. 

Seoul.  July  1!».— Following  are  some  of 
the  reforms  which  the  Japanese  have 
already  carried  out  In  the  kingdom  ot 
Korea; 

The  line  of  railway  between  Fusan  and 
Seoul  was  completed  In  lil04.  and  on  Jan- 
uary 1  this  year  w.is  opwned  to  general 
passenger  and  fi-eight  traffic.  Its  total 
length  l.^  274  iihigli.sli  mil.s.  All  of  the 
bridge.*;  are  at  present  built  of  wood.  They 
will  b<j  replaced  by  steel  girder  bridges 
ni>w  In  course  of  construiHion.  With  one 
exception,  the  twenty-seven  tunnels  haw 
been  completed,  and  a  branch  line  to  the 
harbor  of  Mosampo  from  Sanroshin  sta- 
tion has  b«.>en  constructed  under  the  miui- 
agement  cf  the  military  authorities. 

The  miliary  railway  between  S«^oul  and 
New  Wiju.  whiih  U  the  site  for  the  rail- 
way  station  between  Wiju  proi)**r  and 
Yongainpf.o,  is  now  nearly  completed.  A\. 
I>resent  i'  Is  capable  of  transportation, 
and  pas.senger.5  pi-ovided  with  six'clal  p<>r- 
inlls    may    also    travel   on    the   system. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Sel-shin-ko 
and  the  Talmiko,  all  the  rivers  on  the 
route  have  been  spanned  by  temporary 
wooden   bridges. 

Tliero  are  nln.«iy  tunnels  along  the  lino 
from   Fu.san   lo   Wiju. 

Aiiotht*r  branch  railway  has  been  maile 
from  Kwo-shu  to  the  n''wly  oi>ene«l  port 
iif  Ke:ijl-ho  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Daldo-ko  ilvcr. 

Th.'  Japanfse  government  has  now 
i.iken  over  the  telegraphic,  telephonic  and 
postal  .systems  In   Korea. 

The  reorganlntion  of  the  police  his 
been  caried  on  on  .1  Japanese  ba^its,  with 
.>  Japanese  officer  :vs  commissioner,  Th«» 
Jt^ba.sed  currency  is  to  be  replaced  by  new 
nickel  5-sen  pieces,  coined  In  the  Oraka 
mint,  and  the  whole  currency  Is  to  be 
rem<»deled  on  the  gold  st.^ndard. 

With  r'-ference  lo  private  enterprise."*, 
a  larg.»  farniln»j  company  has  been 
tormed  with  the  object  of  acquiring  and 
cultivating  the  'and.  Many  of  th*-  best 
arl-^tocratic  families  in  Japan  h.ave  pur- 
chased la  ad  in  Korea,  and  hundreds  of 
Japanese  are  settling  on   farms. 

In  th  >  m.mufa  luring  and  mining  fields 
of  human  activi:i«»<i.  no  large  enterprises 
have  been  undert;iken,  but  on  the  whole 
the  J;vpanese  record  In  Korea  up  to  date 
has  been  one  of  thoroughness  and  great 
success,  afhieved  In  the  face  of  nuiny  in- 
trigues and  difficulties.

Mr.  Belmont  i.s  known  as  one  of  the 
leading  Den>3crats  of  thi»  country^  and 
has  been  prominently  idonilflcd  with 
the  party  politics  for  several  years. 
"VN'hen  seen  by  a  reporter  this  morning 
he  was  strolling  up  and  down  beside 
the  day  coach  which  was  to  carry  him 
West.  He  was  smoking  a  cigar  and 
enjoying  the  bracing  morning  air, 
iiaving  seen  that  Mrs.  Belmont  was 
comfortably  seated.  Tho  New  Yorker 
seemed  to  be  in  an  agreeable  frame  of 
mind,  but  despite  this  fact,  er  maybe 
becauso  of  it.  he  had  little  to  say  con- 
cerning r>olltic.s,  although  he  did  vol- 
unteer a  few  words  alxjut  William 
Jennings  Bryan,  and  they  were  of  a 
( omplimentary  nature.  Mr.  Belmont 
IS  medium-sized.  Bmooth-faood,  and 
pleasant-looking. 

"l  do  not  particularly  object  to  talk- 
ing politics."  he  said,  "but  it  seems  'o 
me  that  it  is  pretty  early  In  the  gaane', 
or  el.<<e  pretty  late,  for  me  or  any  one 
else  to  say  anything  in  this  connection. 
It  win  be  three  yfears  yet  before  we 
have  another  presidential  election,  and 
betwet,n  now  and  nominating  time 
theer  will  be  plenty  of  opjwrtunity  to 
discu.is  presidential  Riud  other  possl- 
blMllos.' 

••L>o  vou  believe  there^  is  a  possibility 
of  Mr.  Brya«  being  thenominee  of  the 
r>emoeratie  party  in  the  next  race  for 
the  presidency,  or  lio  you  consider  him 
out  of  the  race  alt.jgolher?"  Mr.  Bel- 
mont was  asked. 

•Mr.  Bryan  l-s  one  of  the  sort  you 
ran  never  consider  out  of  the  race 
altog*>ther."  was  the  earnest  reply. 
"When  he  goes  Into  a  thing  he  goes 
Into  It  to  stay.  There  Is  an  ever-pres- 
ent po«.sibllity  of  his  l>olng  a  caiwiidate 
a  thltvl  time  for  the  presidency.  It  is 
only  those  who  are  afraid  of  the  gifted 
Westerner  who  say  he  is  down  and 
out,  and  that  there  4s  no  chance  of  him 
ever  a.gain  receiving  .serliius  considera- 
lio«i  at  the  hands  Of  the  Democrats. 
He  18  too  brilliant  and  Intelligent  a 
man  to  ever  sink  Into  obscurity."

Mr.  Belmont  laughed  and  blew  a 
heavy  cloud  of  smoke  heavenward.

This 
announcement  was  made  today  by  As- 
sistant Di.s4.rict  Attorney  Ga«s  after 
he  had  a  conference  with  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Krotel,  who  is  in 
charge  of  the  investigation  o«f  the 
affair,  which  is  being  made  by  the  dis- 
trict attorney's  office. 

"It  is  abs«jlutely  for  the  ends  of  jus- 
tice that  we  make  a  full  examination 
of  the  books  In  connection  with  "Fads 
and  Fancies,"  said  Mr.  Gans,  'and  we 
vMW  do  so.  no  matter  how  much  we  are 
opposed.  This  nii-Ater  is  going  to  be 
probed  thoroughlj ,  no  matter  who  it 
hits  or  how  exalted  his  social  or  other 
standing." 

Mr.  Krotel  fi.-st  came  Into  the  case 
when  he  was  assigned  to  prosecute 
Charles  H.  Ahle,  who  was  arrested  on 
complaint  of  Edwin  M.  Post,  who 
charged  that  Ahle  attempted  to  black- 
mail him.  Post  declared  th.it  Ahle 
tried  to  force  him  to  sub.scribe  $500  for 
a  book  on  New  York  society.  He  al- 
leged that  Ahle  told  him  that  a  scan- 
dalous story.

Their 
willingness  to  appear  is  conditional 
however,  oJi  the  district  attorney  prom- 
ising that  no  question  shall  be  askel 
them  concerning  stories  wtiich  they 
allege  Ahle  mentioned  when  he  solicit- 
ed  their  subscriptions. 

When  Mr.  Krotel  examdned  the  books' 
of  the  Town  Topics  company  yesterday 
he  was  refused  permission  to  inspect 
S">me  of  the  .entries  having  to  do  with 
tlia  book  "Fads  and  Fancies."  Ha 
learned,  however,  he  said,  that  while 
the  regular  subscription  price  for  the 
book  was  $1,500,  several  persons  paid 
larger  sums.  Among  those  wa^  Mr,s. 
Collls  P.  Huntington,  widow  of  the 
multi-millioiiaire  railroad  prom'Oter, 
who  was  credited  with  paying  $10,000 
for  her  subscrii>tion  copy  of  the  book. 
Mr.  Krotel  said  that  if  it  is  possible  to 
reach  Mi-s.  Huntington  she  will  be 
aLsked  to  testify  as  to  the  condition 
under  which  she  paid  more  money 
than   the   regular  subscription   price.

Chicago,  July  20.— The  strike  of  lum- 
ber drivers  in  this  city  has  been  de- 
clared off.  The  600  striking  employes 
of  the  lumber  dealers  voted  on  the 
question  of  ending  the  strike  and  were 
almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  re- 
turning to  their  old  places,  regardless 
of  the  action  of  fellow  strikers.  Other 
local  unions  of  teamsters  involved  in 
the  long-continued  struggle  against 
the  Chicago  Employers'  as.soclation 
will  take  similar  action  by  referendum 
vote  if  the  recommendations  of  the 
teamsters'  joint  council  are  carried 
out.  Tlie  Department  .Store  Drivers' 
union  began  voting  today  on  the  ques- 
tion of  calling  the  strike  off.  Railroad 
express  drivers  and  truck  teamstens 
will  vote  en  the  question  tomorrow 
night.

New    York    Legislature 

Fails   to    Remove 

Justice  Hooker. 


He  Was   Charged  With 
Corrupt  and  Unlaw- 
ful Acts. 


Albany,  N.  Y.,  July  20.— The  question 
of  the  removal  from  office  of  Justice 
Warren  B.  Hooker  of  Fredonla,  came 
in  final  form  before  the  legislature  to- 
day, when  Chairman  Fish  of  the  as- 
Bembly  commictee  on  the  judi<c4ary 
presented  In  the  assembly  a  concurrent 
resolution,  calling  for  the  removal  of 
Justice  Hooker,  on  the  ground  that  he 
"has  been  wilfully  guilty  of  corrupt, 
unlawful  and  immoral  acts,  which 
have  tended  to  bring,  and  have 
brought,  the  said  office  of  justice  Into 
contempt,  and  which  show  a  pergonal 
unfitness  on  the  part  of  said  Warren 
B.  Hooker  to  hold  and  occupy  the  office 

of  justice  of  the  supreme  court." 

The  vote  on  the  resolution  was  an- 
nounced to  be  the  only  action  neces- 
sary for  the  assembly.  Each  member 
was  allowed  two  minutes  hi  which  to 
explain  his  vote,  and  so  many  mem- 
bers availed  thenis^Ives  of  the  prtvi- 
leges  that  the  vote  was  not  expected  to 
be  completed  in  the  assembly  until 
mid-afternoon.  Following  Its  disposi- 
tion by  the  assembly  the  ca«c  will  go 
to  the  senate. 

The  removal  resolution  was  defi- 
nitely defeated,  the  final  vote  standing: 
Yeas,  76;  nays,  67.  One  hundred  votes 
were   necessary   to   pass   it.

AN  INVESTIGATION  OF 
INSURANCE  IS  ASKED 

Gov.  Higgins  Recommends  Appoint- 
ment of  Commission. 


HOUSE   CLEANING    AGAIN  ! 


Albany,  N.  Y ,  July  £0.— Governor 
Higgins,  this  afternoon,  sent  to  the 
legislature  a  message  recommending 
for  its  consideration  the  appointment 
Cff  a  Joint  commission  to  investigate 
the  business  e>f  life  insurance  as  car- 
ried on  in  this  state. 

In  calling  attention  of  the  legislature 
to  the  matter,  the  governor  says: 

'•The  unfortunate  scandals  recently 
made  public  by  the  internal  dissensions 
In  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  so- 
ciety, and  by  the  comprehensive  in- 
vestigation of  its  affairs  by  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance,  have  not  with- 
out just  cause  caused  a  feeling  of  In- 
tense alarm  in  the  breasts  of  the  thou- 
.sands  of  our  citizens  who  have  invest- 
ed their  money  In  policies  of  life  in- 
surance, and  oi  the  thousands  of  non- 
residents who  have  been  taught  to  re- 
sj>ect  the  New  York  companies  as  safe 
and  secure.  While  the  business  of  life 
insurance  as  at  present  conducted  Is 
subject  to  state  supervision  and  regu- 
lation, for  the  purpose  of  gxiaranteeing 
solvency  and  the  fulfillment  of  con- 
tracts on  the  part  of  the  cconpanies,  it 
is  evident  that  evils  and  abuses  may 
e^xist  under  our  law,  that  earnings 
which  should  be  credited  to  the  policy 
holders  may.  be  diverted  to  other  pur- 
poses, that  expenses  of  operation  may 
be  extravagant  and  wasteful;  that  un- 
wLse  investments  may  be  legally  made, 
and  that  trustees  may  deal  Indirectly 
with  the  trust  funds  for  their  personal 
advantage.  That  such  a  condition  of 
affairs  can  exist  reflects  discredit  on 
the  state. 

"Legislation  is  no  panacea  for  the 
ills  of  the  body  politics  that  rise  from  a 
disordered  moral  sense.  The  multi- 
plication of  penal  statutes  does  no  di- 
minish the  spirit  of  lawlessness,  but  is 
rather  a,  symptom  of  its  growth.  But 
it  is  apparent  that  our  insurance  law 
is  in  some  particulars  obsolete  and  In- 
adequate and  that  the  management  of 
the  funds  of  these  great  companies  is 
not  sufficiently  safeguarded. 

"The  state  owes  a  duty  to  policy- 
holders and  benefliciaries  beyond  that 
of  comparing  assets  witli  liabilities 
and  permitting  the  companies  to  jus- 
tify their  «i«<?nce  by  the  exhibition  of 


a  satisfactory  balance  sheet  and  the 
prompt  payment  of  losses.  Invest- 
ments must  be  restricted,  .salaries 
must  be  limiteel  to  amounts  bearing 
a  closer  relation  to  the  commercial  . 
value  of  the  services  rendered,  trustees 
must  be  held  to  a  stricter  accounta- 
bility and  the  policyholders  must  be 
given  a  more  effective  share  in  the 
government  e;f  the  companie.s.  It  may 
well  be  that  the  ha.sh  and  arbitrary 
remedy  of  dissolution  and  receiver- 
ship should  be  made  not  only  a  penalty 
for  insolvency,  but  also  a  summary 
cheek  on  a  solvent  company  when  it 
becomes  irredeemably  the  plaything  of 
lawless  greed.  The  state  cannot  per- 
mit the  subjects  of  its  supervision  to 
exist  as  licensed  periodicals  of  other 
peoples  money  without  becoming  an 
accomplice  to  the  oflfen.se. 

"We  cannot  judge  all  life  insurance 
companies  by  the  sins  of  one.  We 
should  not  destre.y  the  edifice  to  rid 
ourselvcK  O'f  the  vermin  that  infest  it, 
nor  should  we  kill  the  patient  to  stop 
the  pre>g^ress  of  the  di-se^ase.  A  revision 
of  our  insurance  law  is  necessary,  but 
It  should  be  made  with  calmness,  de- 
liberation and  intelligence,  and  after 
careful   study  and   investigation." 

Speaking  of  Superintendent  Hen- 
dricks' investigation  of  the  Equitable, 
the  governor  saya  "thrtt  within  the 
scope,  of  his  authorities,  and  the  limits 
of  his  time,  the  superintendent  ha» 
perfoimed  his  duty  with  impartial 
thoroughneRg.  Although  he  has  In- 
formed me  that,  by  reason  of  the  st.it- 
utory  limitations  of  his  inejuisitorial 
powei-s,  and  by  reason  of  the  magni- 
tude of  the  task  iifnposed  on  him,  he 
would  welcome  the  aid  of  a  legislative 
investigating  committee,  I  have  been 
of  the  e»i:-inion  that  he,  with  his  staff 
of  experts  and  with  the  authority  vest- 
ed in  him  to  conduct  investigations  at 
the  expense  etf  the  companies  exam- 
ined, was  well  qualified  to  collect  all 
necessary  evidence  on  which  to  base 
nev.-  le^slation,  and  that  no  other  In- 
vestigation outside  of  the  courts  of 
justice  wa-s  necessary,  or  desirable, 
pending  the  investigation  now  beingf 
conducted   by   him. 

"It   is,  however,   of  the  highest  Im- 
portance that  a  revision  of  the  Insur-

Foreign  Minister  Is  Kept 
Very  Busy  With  Cor- 
respondence. 


Seattle.  July  20.— Baron  J.  Komura,  for- 
eign minister  of  Japan  and  one  of  the 
two  Japanese  peace  commissioners,  is 
struggling  with  a  niai^s  of  diplomatic 
core.spondence  at  the  residence  of  S.  Hisa- 
midzu,  Japanese  consul  at  Seattle.  Buron 
Komura  worked  until  5  o'clock  this  morn- 
ing with  cable  messages  and  letters  which 
reached  him  when  the  steamer  Minnesota 
arlved  at  Port  Townsend. 

Consul  HLsamldzu,  who  was  carried  out 
to  meet  the  Hill  limr  by  the  revenue 
cutter  Arcala,  look  with  him  only  a  part 
of  the  correspondence  that  has  been 
awaiting  the  peace  envoy.  Komura  and 
ills  party  will  work  until  7:30  p.  m.  on  the 
cipher  dispatches  and  will  carry  with 
tiieni  a  mass  of  unfinished  business  to  bo 
tak  -n  up  again  on  the  Great  Northern 
train  en  route  East.  The  private  car  of 
J.  J.  Hill,  In  wliii  h  the  party  will  proceed 
I::;ist.  will  be  the  ambasador's  working 
office. 

Baron  Komura  was  welcomed  at  Seattle 
when  the  Minnesota  reached  port  just 
j  before  noon  by  more  than  l.OiH)  Jai>anese. 
On  a  tug  in  the  liarbur  a  .small  crowd 
of  Japanese  exploded  day  fireworks  in 
honor  of  the  party  and  a  band  played 
Japanese  and  Ainei  ican  airs  as  a  musical 
welcome.  Mayor  Kullinger  on  behalf  of 
the  city  welcomed  the  diplomatist  at  tlie 
gangway  and  a  .special  train  brought  him 
to  the  city.  A  fixed  policy  has  been 
agrroed  on  by  the  meml>ers  of  the  delega- 
tion regarding  Intortiews. 

Baron  Komura  has  determined  not  to 
give  out  luiy  interviews  in  America  reln- 
tive  to  peace  niu{otiations  or  the  war  con- 
ditions. 

Baron  Komura's  party  carries  eighty 
pieces  of  luggage  aiKi  about  sixty  of  these 
are  flUed  with  documents  needed  at  the 
conference  and  presents  which  the  party 
will  make  while  In  America.  Acting  un- 
der Instructions  fr':mi  the  state  depart- 
ment transmitted  through  treasury  offi- 
cials, the  baggage  of  thu  diplomatic  party 
was  passed  Immediately  and  without  in- 
spection. 

The  quarantine  officers,  prompted  by  a 
treasury  department  suggestion  made 
an  inspection  of  the  Minnesota  at  4:19  this 
morning,  daybreak.

"Compulsory  education,  both  in  an  > 
academic  and  professional  sense,  is  | 
the  only  salvation  for  pharmacy  at  the  ( 
present  time.  It  is  unfortunate  that  I 
most  legislatures  are  ignorant  and  In-  | 
competent.  Legislation  of  the  kind  \ 
required  should  be  formulated  by  | 
commissions  made  up  of  expert  and  i 
especially  qualitted  and  unprejudiced  ! 
nicn  appointed  by  the  governor  of  the  | 
slate.        These       commissions       should  I 


training  fer  all  of  its  citizens  practicing 
vocations,  the  practice  of  which,  if  the 
practitioner  does  not  possess  the  fullest 
competency,  may  result  In  direct  harm 
to  the  people,  or  may  interfere  with  the 
enjoyment  of  "life,  liberty,  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness."  Not  all  countrie.«? 
provide  this  special  training,  but  they 
recognize-  its  necessity  by  requiring  it  of 
those  within  their  Jurisdiction  who  desire 
to  practice  certain  vocations. 

"Nearly  all  the  states  of  this  country 
have  laws  prohibiting  tiie  practice  of 
medicine,  dentistry,  pliarmacy,  law.  etc.. 
»)y  nil  except  those  whom  the  state  de- 
clares competent  after  a  sufficient  in- 
quiry Into  their  qualifications.  Each  state 
deems  this  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
its  citizens  and  for  its  own  perpetuation, 
but  many  states,  in  fact  most  of  them, 
deeem  it  necessary  not  only  to  examine 
as  to  competency,  but  to  specify  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  training.  So  far  as  the 
practice  of  medicine  is  concerned,  most 
states  recognize  the  necessity  of  a  special 
training  by  requiring  of  all  applicants 
for  registration  evidence  of  at  leaiJt  three 
years'  professional  training  at  recogrnized 
colleges  of  mf-dicinf .  Here  the  state  does 
not  furnish  the  training,  but  makes  it 
obligatory.  It  is  a  wise  policy  on  the 
part  of  the  state  thus  to  protect  its  citi- 
zens and  at  the  same  time  insure  its  own 
preservation  and  advancement. 

"If  all  thi.«  is  true  and  wise  as  to  medi- 
cine, it  surely  cunnot  be  less  so  with  re- 
gard to  pharn^cy.  A  pharmacist  is  really 
a  medical  man— he  is  a  medical  s-peciallst, 
or   ough.    to   be.

■.Most  of  the  self-t.-iupht  ph.nnnacists 
hav«-  been  eminently  sueeessful  eo  far  as 
professional  attalnnieiit  is  concerned.  If 
the  contention  to  which  so  many  claim 
persistently  that  not  all  pharmacists  need 
lollege  traning,  holds  good,  it  would  fol- 
low that  none  need  sucn  training.  What 
would  be  the  result?  l»nly  this  that  the 
education  of  pharmaeists  would  be  In  the 
hands  of  the  least  <iu:«lified.  it  would  not 
even  be  in  the  hand  ot  pharmacists. 
Think  of  it.  Our  pharmacists  educated 
and  trained  by  those  who  know  nothing 
whatever  about  pliarnuioy  but  strange  as 
It  may  seem,  this  is  the  oa=e  to  a  great 
ttxcnt  at  the  present  time.  Hundreds 
of  the  young  men  fnt'-r  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy.

YOUNG  WAR  VETERAN  DEAD  j 

Entered  Army  As  Drummer 
At  Age  of  Eleven. 

New  York.  July  TO.— Gustav  A. 
Schurman,  one  of  the  young-est  men  to 
enlist  in  the  Northern  army  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  civil  war,  drummer  boy 
and  bugler  for  Generals  Birney,  Stone- 
man  and  Sickles  and  friend  and  play- 
mate for  months  at  the  While  House 
of  little  "Tad"  Lincoln,  is  dead  at  the 
home  of  his  daughter  in  this  city.  He 
was  a  bootblack,  only  11  years  old  when 
the  war  began. 

The  lads  father  prevaitcv^  on  Col. 
Riley  of  the  Fortieth  New  YorK  to  take 
him  to  the  front.  At  Belle  Pla:ne  the 
youngster  met  "Tad"  Lincoln  who  had 
accompanied  the  president  and  his 
mother  on  a  visit  to  the  army.  The 
boys  engaged  in  a  horse  race  and  be- 
came much  attached  to  each  other  with 
the  result  that  an  order  was  issued  at- 
taching the  bugler  to  the  president's 
household. 

President  Lincoln  told  Gen.  Sickles 
that  they  needed  diversion  at  the 
White  House.  It  is  believed  the  wish 
was  attained  for  there  are  still  stories 
of  two  boys  to  whom  such  a  thing  as 
a  cabinet  meeting  had  no  terrors.  When 
Lee  made  his  dash  for  the  North  the 
bugler  went  back  to  Gen.  Sickles. 
Since  the  war.  Schurman  occupied  posi- 
tions in  the  custom  house  and  various 
city  departments.

The  lots  involved  in  the  deal  just 
closed  are  covered  by  a  brick  hotel 
building  on  Michigan  street  and  by 
two  store  buildings  on  Superior  street. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  L.  S.  &  S. 
Loeb  company  lo  rr^ke  a  very  sub- 
stantial improvement  on  the  corner  in- 
side the  next  one  or  two  years  by  the 
erection  of  a  large  brick  building. 

The  company,  wiiich  was  incorpor- 
ated not  long  ago  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  and  dealing  in  real  estate, 
now  owns  or  controls  a  number  of  im- 
portant corners  in  the  business  sec- 
tion of  the  city,  one  at  Garfield  ave- 
nue running  from  Superior  street  to 
Michigan  street,  at  Sixth  avenue  west 
from  Superior  to  Michigan  street.

July  2<f.— Behind  the 
charge  of  murder  on  which  Milton  Car- 
penter of  Kentucky  i.s  held  here  Is  an 
accusation  of  dlabolLsm  tiiat  might  tax 
the  imagination  of  a  Foe.  For  the  victim 
was  not  merely  dt'.'id  when  found,  but  his 
cliarred  bones  had  to  be  raked  out  of  a 
fiery  furua<"e.  Carpenter  was  bound  over 
wltriout  ball.  He  denies  his  guilt.  VVhilu 
tlie  evidence  i.s  circumstantial  tlie  horror 
of  the  victim's  fate  has  arou.sed  a  deter- 
mined demand  for  punishment  when  guilt 
is   fixed. 

Cari)entPr  and  the  alleged  victim  were 
fireman  and  helper  in  the  power  iiouse  of 
thu  coal  comp;iny  here.  Tlie  helper  was 
a  ltus.sian.  10  years  of  ago.  Itnown  among 
his  follows  as  tleorge  Speeler.  but  rightly 
named  Gregory  Shpiier.  as  his  couniry- 
re'^ii  spell  it  .since  his  deatli.  Shpilor  liad 
been  on  the  same  shift  with  Carpenter 
since  ha  had  coino  from  Kentucky  in 
April. 

July  7  Cart>enter  reported  to  M.  fc.. 
Wtl)h,  the  engineer  stationed  in  a  room 
adjoining  the  boiler  room,  that  SiM«ler 
was  missing.  A  lew  minutes  later  na 
summoned  help,  announcing  that  he  had 
f.iund  the  man'.-<  charred  body  In  tlie  back 
part  of  the  furnace,  lie  had  sent  him  to 
ckan  the  ashes  from  the  combustion 
chamber  of  a  dpad  boiler.  He  .iuppo.>«ed 
lie  must  by  mista.ke  liave  gone  into  tlie 
ciiamlwr  of  a  live  battery.  »>e»»n  overcome 
by  the  lie.at  and  met  his  death. 

A  curuner's  jury  examined  Carpenter 
and  the  engineer,  and  returned  a  formal 
verdi  -t  tiiat  the  victim  alone  was  respon- 
isibie.  'ihe  horrible  fate  of  the  victim 
profoundly  shocked  the  community,  and 
whtni  a  tew  day.-»  ago  Carpt-nter  quit 
work  ill  an  hour  and  a  halt  after  the  be- 
ginning of  the  day  and  said  he  was 
going  to  le.ave  town,  a  warrant  was 
sworn  out  charging  him  with  the  murder 
of  his  helper.  Taken  l>ofoie  Justice 
Reese  Carpenter  was  in  such  a  state  of 
coiiapse  that  he  could  hardly  frame  his 
plea  of  not  guilty. 

The  state  established  that  there  was  a 
hole  in  Siipller's  skull  above  the  right 
ear  an  incli  and  a  half  acro.s.s:  lliat  there 
were  pieces  of  lead  or  iron  pipe  near  tli« 
furnace  door  when  the  body  was  found,  a 
blow  from  one  of  whi<"h  could  nave 
caused  the  fracture,  and  that  these  pieces 
of  pipe  have  since  disappeared;  tJiat  Car- 
penter had  made  contradictory  state- 
ments as  to  the  movtmients  of  his  helper 
on  the  day  of  his  death,  and  had  al.so 
told  conflicting  stories  as  to  how  wide 
open  the  furnace  door  was  when  ho  dis- 
covered Shpilers  l>ody  within;  furtlier- 
more.  tiiat  Carpenter  had  some  days  i*e- 
foro  the  death  declared  to  different  wll- 
nessos  that  Shpiier  was  ii'^  good,  that  he 
had  to  keep  nagging  at  him.  and  would 
be  glad  to  be  rid  of  iiim. 

An  expert  testitled  that  it  would  be  prac- 
ticiUly  Impossible  for  a  man  to  go  into 
su;ii  a  place  whero  tlie  heat  ranges  from 
180  d'grees  at  the  door  to  l.iWO  under  the 
boll*>r3.  On  cross-examination  the  de- 
fen.se  attempted  to  demonstrate  that  It 
would  have  been  w«-n  nigh  Impo.^slble  for 
Carpenter  to  liavc  knocked  Shpiler  i,n  the 
hoad  and  thou  got  the  limp  body  through 
the  !•)  by  22  Ineh  opening,  and  to  have  ar- 
ranged the  body  as  found  lying  Hut  on  the 
fiioo  and  stomach  with  armH  extended 

Justice  Reese  declared  there  had  Iwen 
no  evidence  of  self-destruction  introduced, 
that  Carpenter  and  Shpiler.  according  to 
Carpenters  own  statements,  were  the  only 
one.<?  in  the  boiler  liouse  the  morning  of 
the  tragedy,  and  that  the  circumstances 
warranted  Carpenter  being  Ixiund  over  to 
tlie  ensuing  grand  Jury  of  Logan  county, 
which  is  due  to  meet  July  24.  Carpenter 
took  thp  decision  with  stolid  indifference. 
Ke  was  taken  to  the  jail  at  L.<JKan,  wliero 
h.»  will  remain  till  the  disjwsjH  of  the  ca.se. 
He  ha-s  a  wife  and  child  at  Olympia.  Ky.. 
but  has  had  no  communication  from  them 
since  the  arre.st. 

Every  feature  of  the  grewsome  tragedy 
is  pecuhar  and  weird.  It  seems  absolutely 
lmpo.^^lble  that  a  man  could  liave  put 
himself  in  the  position  in  which  Shpiler 
was  found.  In  the  first  place  the  opening 
to  the  chamber  is  difficult  to  pass,  so 
much  so  that  it  is  out  of  the  question  for 
any  man  accidentally  to  fall  in.

Tlie  great  worlt  of  the  league  of  patriots, 
lor  example,  lias  been  educational— to  stir 
the  youth  of  Francs  up  patriotically,  and 
one  of  the  great  means  lia«  been  to  foster 
gymnasltc  and  shooting  societies.  Some 
>ears  ago  the  leigne  began  establishing 
fireat  annual  shotting  feasts  in  imitation 
of  tliose  of  Germany  aid  Switzerland.

Arc  Being:  Given  Recep- 
tion Almost  Royal 
In  England. 

London,  July  20. — Prince  and  Princess 

Arlsugawa    of    Japan,    who    were      the 

representatives    of    their    emperor    and 

empress  at  the  marriage  of  the  German 

crown    prince,    have    been    enjoying    a 

!cceptlon  almost  royal.  The  opportunity 
of  testifying  the  profound  respect  with 
whicli  the  people  of  Great  Britain  re- 
gard the  august  ally  of  the  empire,  his 
imperial  consort,  and  his  people,  has 
been  cordially  welcomed  by  all  classes 
of  his  majesty's  subjects.  This  is  not 
the  first  time  that  Prince  Arisugawa 
l;as  visited  Great  Britain.  He  repre- 
sented his  sovereign  at  the  diamond 
i  jubilee  of  her  late  majesty.  Tlie  close 
1  ties  by  wliich  England  Is  now  bound  to 
I  Japan  has  intensified  the  warmth  of 
the  reception,  and  given  to  this  visit 
an  even  greater  interest  tlian  tliat 
which  the  romantic  history  of  that 
fascinating  land  invested  pre\nous  simi- 
lar occasions. 

The  ArisugSwas  are  one  of  the  four 
imperial  families  of  Japan  in  whom 
are  vested  the  succession  to  the 
throne  In  the  case  of  the  failure  of  the 
direct  line  of  the  sovereign,  and,  until 
the  birth  of  the  crown  prince  in  1879, 
Prince  Arisugawa  was  the  heir  pre- 
sumptive. The  family  was"  founded 
toward  the  close  of  the  sixteenth  cen 
tury  by  Prince  Toshihito,  the  seventh 
son  of  the  Emperor  Go  Yozei,  who 
reigned  from  15S7  to  1611,  the  title  being 
taken  from  one  of  the  old  imperial 
palaces  in  Kioto,  the  ancient  capital 
of  Japan.  The  present  prince  and  his 
iir  mediate  predecessor.  Arisugawa 
Taruhlto,  were  both  sons  of  Ihe  eiefhth 
prince  of  the  line,  Arisugawa  Orihito. 
and  their  relationship,  both  to  each 
other  and  to  the  emperor,  curiously  il- 
lustrates the  custom  of  adoption  which 
is  universal  in  Japan  throughout  all 
ranks  and  classes,  from  the  imperial 
family  down  to  that  of  the  humblest 
peasant.       The   late    Prince       Taruhlto

Apparently  "the  flying  roll"  was  not  in- 
tended to  be  delivered  to  the  Gentile  in  its 
entirety,  as  Jezreel  employed  a  man 
named  Jo.seph  Head  to  maka  extracts 
from  it  whicli  iiresumably  came  wiiliin 
the  grasp  of  tlie  common  understanding. 
The  extracts  are  still  nublished  and  sold 
In  book  form  on  Chatham  hill  by  the  fol- 
lowers of  tlie  present  Jezreel.  With  the 
exception  of  Jezreel.  the  first  and  head, 
no  one  has  ever  seen  tlie  flying  roll. 

Jezreel  establislied  himself  on  Chatham 
hill  and  soon  irithered  liundred^  of  cred- 
ulous followers,  who,  as  prescrilied  by 
their  faith,  allowed  tlieir  liair  to  erow 
long.  He  started  a  tittle  colony,  with 
workshops,  acquired  a  considerable  for- 
tune, aiid  married  a  boautif'-il  Chatham 
girl  named  I'^sther  Rogers,  and  lived  al- 
most as  luxuriously  as  the  modern  oro- 
pliet,  Dowie. 

Twenty  years  ago  Jezreel  started  head- 
quarters to  save  the  elect  at  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  world,  whether  by  fire  or 
water.  Jezreel  made  one  mistake,  and 
that  proved  the  ruin  of  the  sect.  He  said 
that  he  would  live  forever.  But  he  died, 
and  the  new  and  latter  house  received  a 
serious  setback. .  Otliers  have  t/led  to 
run  it  since  that  time,  with  varying  for- 
tunes.'

If  you  don't  dlfUke  the  rattle  of  revolver 
shots  and  the  smell  el  powder  smoke, 
and  if  ycu  like  a  play  in  which  virtue  tri- 
umphs at  last  over  villainy  after  a  two 
hours'  struggle  that  bristles  with  mur- 
ders, fieree  love  plots  and  hair-stiffening 
adventures;  If  you  wish  to  sec  an  au.ii- 
ence  fairly  lifted  up  with  cntliusiasm  and 
to  see  it"  applaud  tiie  heiei  and  hercine 
until  the  plaster  cracks,  if  you  would 
hear  a  big  auelience  vent  cue  tremendous 
hiss  whenever  the  villain  stalks  upon  the 
stage,  go  to  the  or)era  house  and  see  and 
hear  "Deadwood  i>ick." 

You'll  not  see  the  "Twelve  ferocious 
man-eating  wolves,  the  Indians  or  the 
horses  that  are  pictured  ujKn  the  bill- 
boards as  a  part  of  this  play  says  tht. 
Kansas  City  Times.  But  you  will  see  no 
less  than  llOO  worth  ol  "shuotin'  irons  ' 
and  bowie  knives.  And  they  will  all  be 
used.  Large  revolvers  llicy  are,  with 
loarrels  twelve  inches  in  length,  and  silver 
plated.  They  glisten  and  Hash  in  the 
glare  of  the  electric  lights.  Every  man 
and  woman  in  the  play  is  doubly  arme>d 
and  their  "guns  "  bark,  bark,  bark  almost 
rontinucu'-iy.  The  wondor^  that  anyone 
is  left  alive".  But  only  two  of  the  actoiTi 
are   ready    •'killed.  " 

The  shooting  begins  as  soon  as  the  cur- 
tain goes  up,  disclosing  the  home  in  the 
mountains  of  Deadwood  Dick's  mcthor. 
A  Chinese  is  washing  clothing  and  Dick  s 
mother  is  ironing  it  as  it  comes  frcsn 
and  diipping  frcm  the  tub.  quite  a  feat 
in  Itself,  as  all  housewives  know.  From 
far  down  the  canon  comes  a  faint  halloo 
a  shot  rings  out  and  a  bell  rings.  The 
villain,  who  of  course  Is  a  city  chap  in 
good  clothes,  looks  surprised.  The  good 
mother  points  to  a  target  suspended  lioni 
the    wings. 

"That,  ■  she  says,  "is  th^  way  my  boy 
Dick  rings  the  bell  to  let  me  know  he  s 
coming.  He  hung  that  target  there:  in 
the  bull's  eye  is  a  beil.  From  a  crag 
awav  over  there  he  shoots  and  rings  the 

toell.'" 

'•A  wonderful  shot,"  exclaims  the  vil- 
lain darkly.  He  learns  to  his  sorrow  later 
the  accuracy  of  Dcadwcod  s  aim. 

The  villain  is  there  to  make  love  to 
Rosic  Miliord.  a  pretty  girl,  daughter  of 
a  rich   man. 

"Ill  win  her  yet,  yes,  or  her  father's 
fortune  and  hers  go  down  together,"  he 
savs   aside. 

But    she    spurns    his    love. 

Deadwood  arrives  attired  as  a  West- 
erner nevtr  was,  with  long  black  boots 
that  reaeh  the  thighs,  gray  trousers,  red 
shirt  and  bandanna  handkerchief  around 
the  throat.  But  he  must  diess  that  way 
or  he  wouldn't  be  a  st.ige  frontiersman. 
He  is  girded  at  the  loins  with  a  wide 
belt,  a  great  holster  and  revolver  at  each 
hip.'  At  the  small  of  his  back  a  long 
bowie  knife  is  thrust  under  the  l>clt. 
He's  a  walking  arsenal.  He  falls  in  love 
with  Rosie. 

Then  thunders  roll,  the  lightnings  flash. 
The    villain   stalks   tc    the   footlights. 

"Now  comes  my  turn  "  he  hisses  Back 
to^the  lear  of  the  stage  he  strides  and 
locks  down  into  a  deep  gorge. 

"A  good  place  to  get  rid  of  an  enemy." 
he  hisses  again.  But  Deadwood  is  gone 
away  from  the  gulch.  Rosie  steps  out 
of  the  cabin  into  the  storm.  The  villain 
grabs  her  by  the  wrist.  They  pull  back 
and  forth.  She  escapes  and  rushes  into 
the  cabin  and  slams  the  door.  He  tries 
to  burst  it  open.  She  shrieks  for  help. 
Enter  frcm  out  the  darkness  Deadwood's 
mother  with  an  ax.  She  lilts  it  aloft  and 
aims  a  deadly  blow  at  him.  He  dodges 
it  and  stepjs  back,  draws  his  revolver  and 
shoots  her  dead.  He  rushes  up  the  rocks 
and  across  a  bridge  at  the  rear.  Upon 
it  he  meets  Deadwood  Dick.  They  seize 
each  ether  in  a  death  grapple,  sway  back 
and  forth,  and  down  falls  Deadwood 
Dick.

The  gallery  leans 
back  and  chews  gum.      -  , 

The  third  act  Is  a  ha"lr-'raiser.  '  If*  at 
Sierra  Sue's  cabin  In  the  mcuntjiins.  Dick 
makes  love  to  Rosie.    She  hesitates.  Mis- 


understanding her.  he  starts  tc  leave,  . 

"Oh  n-n-n-no.  dent  go'"  she  says.  He 
stays.  Fion.  a  gap  in  tht  icckt,  four 
rough  men  enter.  The  villain  is  one  of 
them.  "1  hey  grab  Dick  ficrn  behind,  bind 
liim  and  tie  him  to  a  tree.  The  villain 
grasps  Ro.vie  by  the  wrist,  aims  his  re- 
volver  at   Dick   and   hisses: 

"You  must  marry  me.  It  you  refuse 
I'll  kill  liirn  wheie  he  slandv'" 

"Then   kill   us   both,'    she  pleads 

At  last  to  save  Dick  .s  iile  she  tonsents. 
One  of  the  men  puts  his  revolver  baoK 
in  its  holKiei  ana  citawK  a  prayer-book 
and  marries  Koslo  to  the  viihiin.

To  watch  its  djJtiieiit  inanitaKtalic«!is  is 
as  good  as  to  watih  the  slay* ,  <Jver  the 
gallery  rail  hangs  a  row  ol  tager,  ten- 
sely drawn  laces.  I'pon  each  one  of 
these  faces  it?  expiesfced  deep  hiijtred  as 
tlie  viHaivi  drags  off  tho  pretty  girl.  And 
hc-w  they  do  his«.  Then  loUows  a  silence 
profound  as  tht  led  lire  creeps  up  toward 
ijeadwood  L>ick,  "tendei  and  true." 
struggling  there  to  get  free.  When  at 
last  he  gi\es  up  a-.-.d  in  agonized  voice 
shouts,  I'orsaken  by  all  but  God,  "  a 
deep  groan  goes  up  irom  an  parts  of  the 
theater.

In  view  of  these  facts,  can  a  man  who  has  failed 
through  poor  judgment  lay  all  the  blame  on  his  an- 
cestors, his  environment,  or  anything  or  anybody  but 
himself?  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten 
poor  judgment  means  carelessness,  lack  of  thorough- 
ness and  a  shiftless  ment'al  habit?  Is  not  a  poor  judg- 
ment in  many  cases  merely  a  poor  guess,  a  dash  in  the 
dark? 

Men  get  in  the  habit  of  saving  themselves  trouble  by 

taking  short  cuts  to  judgment  in  small  matters,  and  then 

when  an  important  crisis  in  their  lives  is  reached,  when 

they  stand  at  the  parting  of  the  ways   where  none  but 

themselves    can    choose,    the    habits    of    mental    laziness 

they  have  acquired  lead  them  to  make  a  guess  instead 

j  of  an  investigat'ion.     If  they  guess   wrong — as  they  are 

I  almost   sure    to   do — and    find    that    the    way   they   have 

I  chosen    lead.s   to   failure   inst'ead   of  fortune,  it    is   called 

;  "poor   judgment,"   and   they   look  about   for   something 

or  somebody  to  blame  it  upon.  , 

In  most  cases  it  was  no  kind  of  judgment  at  all,  but 
simply  a  poor  guess,  due  to  lazy  and  shiftless  mental 
habits. 

A  cultivation  of  thoroughness,  care  and  patience  will 
produce  good  judgment.

and  discomfort. 

The  writer  shows  that  many  people  imagine  that  it 
is  necessary,  in  order  to  be  really  and  truly  "fashion- 
able," to  have  a  show  room  or  set  of  show  rooms  as 
their  patent  to  gentility.  These  rooms  are  not  for  use, 
and  are  kept  closed  up  most  of  the  titne,  with  doors  and 
windows  barred  against  air,  sunlight  and  health.  Such 
rooms  arc  pictured  as  deadly  menaces  to  the  health  of 
the  occupants  of  such  a  home,  and  the  picture  is  un- 
doubtedly a  true  one. 

The  ideal  home,  a  home  in  every  sense  of  the  word, 
a  home  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  go  to  and  come  back  to, 
is  different  from  this.  It  has  no  show  places.  It  is 
made  to  live  in,  to  be  comfortable  in.  Stiff,  slippery, 
uncomfortable  and  back-breaking  chairs,  "settees"  and 
lounges  are  unknown.  Coziness,  comfort  and  freedom 
are  the  cardinal  virtues  and  attractions  of  such  a  home. 
A  fanatical  tenderness  of  the  carpets  gives  way  to  a  free 
invitation  to  sunlight  and  air,  wdiich  stream  unimpeded 
through  an  abundance  of  wide  windows,  bringing  life, 
energy  and  health  into  the  home  and  sunlight  and 
cheeriness  Into  the  lives  of  the  occupants.  In  such  a 
home  as  this  the  natives  thereof  partake  of  the  light, 
cheeriness  and  wliolesomeness  of  the  atmosphere,  and 
give  them  forth  aj^in  as  personal  characteristics  for  the 
benefit   of  humanity. 

It  is  not  alone  a  question  of  physical  health  which  is 
involved,  but  of  moral  and  mental  health.  These  dank, 
dark  "parlors"  are  lurking  places  of  disease  and  un- 
wholesomeness  of  a  nature  that  makes  the  victims  un- 
hcalthier  mentally  and  morally  as  well  as  physically. 

"I'ashionablencss,"  a  poor  thing  at  best,  is  dearly 
bought  at  such  a  price,  and  the  most  pathetic  thing 
about  it  is  that  it  is  not  particularly  "fashionable"  at 
that.  If  by  fashionable  one  means  to  ape  the  manners 
of  the  rich,  it  will  be  found  that  hygiene  and  common 
sense  are  by  no  means  lacking  there,  and  that  many  a 
wealthy  home  is  designed  with  due  regard  to  these  con- 
siderations, so  that  instead  of  opening  the  doors  and 
windows  figuratively,  by  closing  them  literally,  to  moths, 
mildew,  dampness  and  germs,  they  are  opened  literally 
to  air  and  sunlight,  and  therefore  figuratively  to  health, 
cheerfulness  and  wholesomeness. 


POOR  JUDGMENT. 

A  list  of  -,.nirccs  ot  failure  given  recently  in  a  public 
piiiit  included  ainoii,;;  >lher  things  "poor  judgment."  The 
consideration  of  how  the  other  causes  given  there  could 
have  been  avoided  4  tve  rise  to  the  question  of  whether 
pi»or  judgnuMit  1-.  1;:  avoidable  cause,  or  whether  it  is 
a  curse  to  which  the  unhappy  possessor  of  the  failing 
must  bow  his  head  and  which  he  must  accept  with  what 
good  grace  and  patience  he  may. 

t^rdoubtcdly  many  people  would  say  at  once  that 
poor  judgment  is  not  a  matter  of  acquirement  or  cultiva 
ti'-Mi.  but  that  it  g<»es  back  to  an  inherent,  perhaps  con- 
genital, defect  in  his  mental  make-up.  But  is  this  true? 
And  if  it  is  even  partly  true,  is  it  not  a  fact  that  in  most 
cases  the  reverse  is -true,  and  that  judgment  is  as  much 
a  matter  oi  cultivation  and  self-discipline  as  any  othei 
quality? 

What  is  judgment,  and  what  makes  it  good  or  poor? 

It  seems  that  a  prir^e  essential  to  good  judgment  is 
knowledge  of  the  matter  to  be  deci<led.  When  a  man 
knows  alt  the  contingencies  and  possibilities  of  a  situ- 
ation, his  judgment  upon  that  situation  is  purely  a  mat- 
ter of  using  the  knowledge  he  possesses.  The  less  knowl- 
edge he  lias  the  more  uncertain  the  situation,  and  the 
lc4s  he  has  to  base  a  judgment  upon. 

Another  essetttiaf  is  care,  which  in  turn  involves  pa- 
tience. One  must  use  care  in  looking  into  the  question 
to  be  decided,  and  must  have  patience  to  pursue  that 
iuvestigattou  to  the  cud.     It  must  be  pursued  thoroughly,

Conditions  were  never  more  favorable 
for  tlie  honest  manufacturers  of  honest 
foods  and  drinks  to  take  a  fair  advantage 
of  their  dishonest  competitors  by  syste- 
matic appeals  to  the  common  sense  of 
consumers. 


This  morning  produced  another  one  of 
those  abortive  northeasters  which  have 
been  showing  their  threatening  faces  over 
the  lake  from  time  to  time  the  past  few 
weeks.

That  ts  a  good  deal  like  its  actions  this 
morning.  A  very  threatening  morning 
was  «ueee(>ded  by  conditions  of  greater 
promise,  and  not  even  a  drop  of  rain 
came  out  of  tliose  threats  up  to  noon. 

Partly  cloudy  tonight  and  Friday,  with 
fresh  northerly  wind.s.  is  what  the  weath- 
er man  sees  in  the  situation. 

Duluth's  maximum  temperature  yester- 
day was  7S,  a  temperature  that  would 
have  seemed  like  a  breath  from  Paradise 
to  the  sufferers  In  heat-afflicted  cities 
elsewhere. 

Warm  weather  continues  In  the  south- 
ern lake  region.  Central  valleys  and  EJast- 
ern  states,  but  it  Is  not  uuite  so  Intense 
as  it  was  Tuesday  and  Wednesday.  Tem- 
peratures in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Superior 
are  appreciably  cooler  this  morning.  Scat- 
tered showers  fell  over  North  Atlantic 
states,  lake  region,  Ohio  valley  and  the 
Southwest.  The  winds  hi  the  lake  region 
are   fresh  northerly.

Crawls  Unhurt  From  Un- 
derneath Car  That 
Jumped  Track. 

Jumping  the  traok.  tumingr  at  right 
angles  to  the  rails,  and  dashing  nearly 
across  a  sidewalk,  one  of  the  small 
open  cars  on  the  Park  Point  Street 
Itailway  line,  about  7  o'clock  this 
morMing,  struck  Charles  W.  Fenner, 
head  janitor  at  the  Board  of  Trade 
building,  knocked  him  oft  bia  bicycle, 
and  passed  over  him  without  causing 
hitr.  any  injury. 

The  a«.'cident,  which  U  the  first  of 
the  kind  that  boa  ever  happened  on 
the  Park  Point  line,  occurred  alwut  a 
block  south  of  the  car  barn.  It  was  a 
most  peculiar  one,  and  Mr.  Fenner's 
e.scape  was  most  fortunate.  When  the 
car  came  to  a  standstill  he  was  under 
It.  and  the  motornian  vras  so  shocked 
and  weak  from  the  fear  that  the  car 
liad  kille.1  a  man  that  he  could  not 
stand  for  a  moment.  There  were  some 
twenty  paoseiigers  on  the  car,  and 
the.ie  piled  off,  horrlflod  at  the  thought 
of  linding  a  cruahed  and  mangled  body 
under  the  wheels.  The  feeling  of  relief 
that  followed  when  Mr.  Fenner  was 
found  unhurt  Wiia  so  intense,  some 
olaiined.   .is   to  be  almost   painful. 

When  the  car  took  its  sudden  swerve 
it  was  bound  uptown  with  Its  load  of 
early  pa-s-sengers.  Mr.  Fenner  was  also 
coming  up  to  his  work,  and  was  run- 
ning alongside  on  his  wheel.  Befrjre 
he  could  make  a  move  to  get  out  of  the 
way  the  car  struck  the  bicycle  and  sent 
It  spinning  out  in  the  bushes  several 
feet  away.  Through  some  manner 
which  .seems  unexplalnable  to  Mr.  Fen- 
ner or  any  of  the  witnesses  of  the  acci- 
dent, so  suddenly  did  It  occur,  the  car 
either  jumped  clear  of  his  fallen  b<3dy, 
or  he  rolled  under  the  front  trucks, 
missing  the  wheels.  When  the  car 
stopped  over  his  fallen  body,  and  rest- 
ing one  end  partly  over  the  sidewalk 
and  the  other  across  the  northb«iund 
track.  Mr.  Fenner  was  so  closely 
cooped  unlerneath  that  he  could 
scarcely   move. 

Following  the  fright  given  them  from 
thi."^  fact  the  pe<>ple  congrega.led  ab«3Ut 
and  the  car  crew  did  not  at  first 
dare  to  move  tha  car  for  fear  that 
some  slip  would  occur  and  the  heavy 
vehicle  would  drop  on  the  prostrate 
body  of  Mr.  Fenner.  Finally  all  the 
passengers,  and  those  who  liad  come 
from  nearby  cottages,  seized  hold  of 
the  car  and  raised  U  enough  so  that 
Mr.  Fenner  quickly  crawled  out  from 
underneath,  regained  his  wheel,  and 
continued  '>n  his  way  to  work. 

The  accident  is  said  to  have  been 
caused  oy  a  broken  axle,  and  the  side- 
walk, where  the  wheels  .<rtruck  It.  was 
smashed  into  kindling  wood.  None  of 
rhe  passengers  were  injured,  although 
they  were  given  quite  a  shaJcing  up. 
One  of  the  men  passengers  leap>^d  from 
the  car  as  it  tunied  and  left  the  rails, 
and  narrowly  escip^-^d  injury.

Notwithstanding  hia  40  and  odd 
years,  lie  has  a  strain  of  romance  In  his 
b«^)som.  Al>out  four  months  ago  ho  con- 
cluded that  a  wife  wa.s  necessary  to  hia 
happiness.  He  lacke.l  the  courage,  how- 
over,  ti>  a.sk  n  woman  to  share  tils  for- 
tunes. He  contldHd  his  troubles  to  Henry 
Was-*ermann.  and  the  latter  furnished 
the  wife  for  $2J0.  wiilch  Koenig  gladly 
paid.  Later  he  paid  another  assessment. 
Today  he  is  minu.s  both  wife  .ind  money 
and  under  arrest  on  charge  of  assault- 
ing  tlie   former   with   a  deadly   weapon. 

It  iran.spires  that  H.irry  and  Lena 
Wassermaim,  not  however,  hu.stw.nd  and 
wife,  were  partner.^  In  an  employment 
bureau  at  4H  South  Halsted  street,  but 
the  money  did  not  come  in  fast  enough. 
and  they  coinluueil  to  add  a  matrimonial 
department  with  Harry  as  the  broker  and 
Lena    as   the   st;ir   .attraction. 

Mix  KtxMiis  was  the  first  patron.  I>ena 
Insi.Hted  that  is  was  a  good  opportunity 
for  !ier  to  tak--  a  life  parlni^.  and.  t>eing 
comely  in  fae.j  and  h^^ure.  Koenig  fell  in 
love   with    her   on    sight. 

Koenig  dill  not  want  any  of  his  wife's 
relations  living  in  th«  same  hou.se  with 
him,  and  it  Wits  expressly  stipulated  that 
Harry  was  t(^  leave  Chicago  and  to  stay 
away,  in  arrangement  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned.  There  were  two  roomers 
in  the  flat,  but  as  they  were  not  relatives, 
Koeni?  did  ni>t  objeet  to  their  presenc-  . 
Kverythinj?  was  harmonloii.s  for  a  few 
weeks,  and  then  Koenig  discovered  that 
his  wlf«  h.ad  'ither  relations  whom  she 
had  t  >  assist  The  eiTects  of  the  romance 
not  havliiK  worn  off,  liowever,  he  sub- 
mitted wltnouf  a  murmur  to  the  tribute 
levied  on  his  bank  account.

Koenig  was  suspicious,  too.  and  as  he 
failed  to  answer  all  the  calls  his  wife 
made  on  his  purse  the  couple  began  to 
drift  apart. 

About  midnight  Saturday,  a  telegra^ 
was  delivered  to  Mrs.  Koenig.  It  was 
from  Harry  Was.sermann  and  read.  "You 
will  get  a  letter  tomorrow."  The  letter 
came,  and  on  Monday,  Was.sermann  fol- 
lowed it  and  appeared  at  4bi  South  Hal- 
sted street. 

When  Koenig  came  home  In  the  evening 
and  found  that  Harry  had  returned,  his 
wife  says  he  tore  about  the  house  like  a 
mad  man,  partially  destroyltiK  a  suit  of 
clotliea  belonging  to  Morris  V^^ttman.  one 
of  the  roomers,  and  threatening  his  wife 
with  vengeance. 

The  climax  came  when  Wlttman  swore 
out  a  warrant  for  Koenig's  arre.st  on  a 
charge  of  malicious  ml.schlef,  while  his 
wife  charged  him  with  assault  with  a 
deadly  we.apon. 

While  Koenig  was  In  Justice  Bradwell's 
offi<3e  giving  bond  for  hl.s  apearance, 
Mrs.  Koenig  and  Harrv  Wassermann, 
Koenig  .says,  removed  ttie  furniture  from 
the. flat  at  413  South  Halsted  street  and 
left   for  parts   unknown. 

IS  105  YEARS  OLD 

And  Revisits  Scenes  of  His 
Early  Life. 

Clinton.  Iowa.  July  20. — John  H. 
Fry,  of  Fredonia,  N.  Y.,  who  is  in  Clin- 
ton, revisiting  the  .scenes  of  his  youn- 
ger days,  came  from  a  family  noted 
for  its  longevity.  He  has  Just  returned 
from  Antram  county,  Michigan,  where 
his  aged  father  resides.  The  latter. 
Rev.  J.  D.  Fry,  was  born  May  10,  1900, 
and  consequently  entered  the  108th 
year  of  his  life.  He  is  hale  and  strong, 
and  if  he  had  not  lost  his  eyesight  a 
few  years  ago,  could  keep  up  with  his 
son  In  a  footrace,  the  latter  says.  Mrs. 
Fry,  wife  ()f  the  aged  minister,  died 
shortly  before  attaining  her  100th 
birthday  anniversary,  after  she  had 
celebrated  the  65th  anniversary  of  her 
wedding,  during  all  nhich  years  the 
couple  have  not  l>een  apart  more  than 
a  week  at  a  time. 

Tlie  son  of  this  aged  couple  came  to 
the  We.st  in  1869,  and  took  to  the  river 
for  a  livelihood.  In.  those  early  days 
the  raft  boat  was  unknown,  and  large 
rafts  were  taken  southward  on  the 
current,  equipped  with  great  scoops, 
with  which  the  rafts  were  able  to 
guide  their  .-ourse.  Clinton  was  a  lit- 
tle hamlet  on  the  river  bank.  When 
I  the  war  broke  out  Mr.  Fr>'  went  South 
j  with  the  .A.rmy  of  the  Potomac  and 
served  during  the  Rebellion.  He  has 
not  forgotten  his  early  river  ex-» 
perlences,  however,  and  knows  every 
foot  of  the  great  stream  between  SL 
Louis  and  St.  Paul.

FELL  UNDER  BIG  STONE. 

Billlng.<«,  Mont.,  July  20. — A.  O. 
Bateman  was  killed  near  Mus.sel  Shell 
crossing  yesterday  morning  He  was 
employed  on  an  irrigation  dam  on  the 
bank  of  the  river.  At  one  end  of  the 
dam  the  workmen  had  constructed  a 
hea\'y  plank  platform  on  which  rock 
was  being  unloaded.  Mr.  Bateman 
started  to  roll  a  large  rock  off  and  ex- 
erted more  force  than  was  neces-sary, 
causing  him  to  lose  his  balance  and  go 
over  the  edge  with  the  stone.  He 
turned  over  in  the  air  and  the  stone 
came  down  on  top  of  him.  Instantly 
crushing  out  his  life.  John  Deerwert 
wandered  Into  deep  water  and  waa 
drowned. 


The  state  Is  getting  all  the  revenue 
that  it  Is  entitled  to  from  the  range 
mines  that  are  being  worked,  accord- 
ing to  Governor  John  A.  Johnson.  wh3 
returned  last  evening  from  a  two 
days'  inspection  through  the  Mesabi 
and  Vermilion  ranges.

Before  leaving,  the  visitors  were  en- 
tertained at  the  Northland  Golf  club, 
where  dinner  was  served.  The  govern- 
or and  hi^  friends,  with  tlie  exception 
of  Mrs.  Day  and  daughter,  who,  because 
they  were  visiting  relatives  in  Duluth 
could  not  well  be  preaenl,  were  very 
pleasantly  entertained. 

"The  purpose  of  our  trip  was  to  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  the  state's 
mining  properties,"  said  Governor 
Johnson  in  speaking  of  the  trip.  "We 
were  after  general  information,  and 
Tuesday  visited  a  number  of  mines  v»n 
the  Mesaba  range,  spending  today  on 
the  Vermilion  range.  We  are  now  fam- 
iliar with  what  the  .state  owns  on  the 
ranges,  and  will  thus  be  aided  in  our 
future  deliberations." 

It  waa  found  that  in  one  ln.stance  the 
mining  inspector  waa  having  trouble, 
and  it  was  believed  that  the  ore  was  not 
beng  mined  properly.  There  was  some 
objection  made  to  the  method  of  min-' 
Ing  by  the  inspector,  and  at  his  sug- 
gestion the  company  In  question 
changed  Its  system  to  one  that  met 
with  his  satisfaction. 

Attorney  General  Young  said  the  trip 
was  only  a  preliminary  one.  and  ex- 
pressed the  belief  that  the  state  is  se- 
curing all  that  It  Is  entitled  to  from 
the  mines  that  are  working.  He  could 
not  say  what  would  be  done  regarding 
the  other  state  mineral  lands  that  may 
be.  leased  and  worked.

PLANS  APPROVED. 


Government  Gives  Permission 
For  New  Bridge. 

The  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
new  bridge  and  substructure  for  the 
same  to  be  built  across  the  Portage 
canal  at  Houghton,  have  been  received 
by   Maj.    Potter   for  supervision  of  the 

building  of  the  structure.  The  plans 
have  been  approved  by  the  secretary 
of  war.  These  were  furnished  by  the 
engineers  of  the  Mineral  Range  road  to 
Superintendent  of  Canals  Banks. 

The  draw  will  replace  that  destroyed 
by  reason  of  collision  with  the  steam- 
er Northern  Wave  last  spring.  The 
new  draw  bridge  will  be  274  feet  long, 
as  against  175  feet  fV>r  the  old  bridge. 
To  do  this  ninety-five  feet  will  be 
taken  off  the  north  pier.  This  will  give 
vessels  greater  room  In  passing 
through  the  draw.  The  work  will  cost 
about  J92.000.  and  is  to  be  completed 
before   next   May.

Warden  of  Jackson,  Mich., 

Prison  Gives  Convicts 

Merry  Time. 

Jackson.  Mich.,  July  20.— When  the  cir- 
cus cjiHie  to  town  some  time  ago  several 
convicts  in  the  state  penitentiary  were 
set  free  for  a  day  by  Warden  Alonzo 
Vincent  to  take  In  the  show.  At  least 
former  Deputy  Warden  Fooie  and  James 
Hazzard  of  Detroit,  an  ex-convict,  tells 
Gov.  Warner  so.  Koote  and  Hazzard, 
who  have  be<.'ome  aiJgry  at  Vincent,  say 
all  the  coLwicts  came  back  when  the  cir- 
cus was. over,  because  they  had  a  better 
time  in  prison  than  they  could  have  uny- 
where  else.  In  a  communication  to  the 
executive  they  declare  affairs  at  the 
prison  were  being  run  In  a  most  amazing 
manner.  0.jv.  Warner  haj*  ordered  an 
Investigation. 

According  to  the  complaints,  the  circus 
episode  is  only  a  sample  of  events  in  the 
merry  life  k*d  by  the  Jailbirds.  The  con- 
victs are  said  to  have  had  a  most  hilari- 
ous day  under  the  showman's  tent,  having 
shed  their  prison  garb,  and  going  bacK 
to  jail  later  to  spend  the  remainder  of  the 
evening   in    merrjmaklng. 

Foote  and  Hazzard  declare  the  prison  Is 
virtually  run  by  John  Hlggins,  a  mur- 
derer from  Adrian,  and  James  iiurns,  a 
'•Kt-ntleman  burglar"  from  Detroit.  Vin- 
cent is  represented  as  having  taken  part 
in  the  prisoners"  revels,  which  are  said 
to  have  grown  so  uproarious  as  lo  dis- 
turb the  peace  of  the  neighborhood.  Hi^;- 
glns  and  Burns,  leader.^  of  the  convict 
band,  says  Hazzard,  who  is  ju.st  out  of 
prison,  spend  their  time  in  devi.'ilng  new 
pranks  for  the  amusement  of  the  "guesls" 
at  the  prison. 

Another  charge  la  that  a  large  number 
of  convicts  are  morphine  eaters.  Haz- 
zard asserts  morphine  is  obtained  from 
the  pri-son  hospital  wards  and  sold  to  the 
pri-soners.  Higglns.  according  to  liaz- 
zard,  has  the  morphine  "concession"  from 
the  warden,  and  has  phed  his  trade  among 
hl.s  fellow  convicts  so  industriously  that 
many   have    become    addicted    to    its    use. 

It  Is  said  that  several  of  the  Inmates 
have  become  so  infatuated  with  prison 
life  a  la  Vincent  that  they  have  stayed 
in  prison  several  years  after  their  terms 
expired,  rather  than  be  thrast  uiK>n  the 
cold   world. 

Another  charge  is  made  by  Hazzard 
against  Vincent  which  is  regarded  as  still 
more  .serious.  In  his  custody  are  the  .sav- 
ings of  toe  convicts  from  their  lahors, 
known  as  the  "dally  balances."  Vincent 
Is  .said  to  have  had  this  money  out  at  in- 
terest and  to  have  kept  the  earnlng.s  of 
the  deposits,  amounting  to  several  hun- 
dred dollars.  Vincent,  liowever,  declares 
that  such  Interest  has  been  claimed  by 
tormer  wardens,  and  has  been  looked 
ut>on  as  a  perquisite  of  the  position. 


Hand  Cuff   Expert    Demon- 
stra;es  His  Prowess. 

Russell  J.  Grose,  known  as  "th» 
handcuff  monarch,"  gave  a  demon- 
stiation  yesterday  at  the  county  Jail 
of  how  easily  he  can  escape  from 
durance  vile  and  how  little  handcuffs 
and  iron  bars  count  when  one  knows 
how  to  get  out  of  their  confines.  It 
took  him  Just  twenty-eight  seconds 
tiom  the  time  he  was  locked  up  to  ap- 
pear in  the  jail  office  uninanacled.  The 
feat  was  quite  remarkable  and  com- 
pletely mystified  the  deputies.  arose 
was  stripped  to  the  skin  and  thor- 
oughly searched  for  keys  or  anything 
■jf  the  kind.  Then  he  was  handcuffed 
and  placed  within  the  women's  de- 
partment, the  heavy  iron  doer  locked 
and  then  sealed.  He  protested  against 
the  sealing  of  the  door,  claiming  that 
he  did  not  agree  to  escape  except  un- 
(?fcr  the  conditions  that  prisoners  or- 
dinarily face,  but  he  soon  agreed  to 
the  sealing  and  the  officers  retired,  ex- 
pecting Grose's  game  to  be  blocked. 
However,  in  le.ss  than  half  a  minute 
ht  apepared  among  them  unmanacled. 
It  was  fpund  that  none  of  the  seals 
had  been  broken  and  the  oflicers  ar« 
quite    mystified    over   the    affair. 

Grose  is  giving  hia  demonstrations 
at  the  Bijou  and  drawing  large  crowd* 
lO  see  him  remove  locked  handcuffs.

AMERICAN  BLOCK  SIGNALS 

Tested  By  English  Lines  and 
Pronounced  Superior. 

London,  July  20.— For  the  first  time 
In  the  history  of  British  railroading  a 
.safety  appliance  has  been  adopted  by 
some  of  the  most  important  railway 
.sy.stems  without  compulsion  A  block 
signal  :  system  has  just  beeiv  success- 
fully '?'.stat>lished  upon  eleven  miles  of 
the  mam  line  of  the  Northeastern 
F{(a.ilw4y  company  after  many  ex- 
ho-ustive  tests  and  inspection.s  under 
the  supervision  of  the  board  of  trade. 
I  am  told  that  a  final  order  is  to  be 
placed  covoj-injf  all  the  tracks  of  this 
company  in  the  near  future.  The  ex- 
tent of  this  contract  in  valuation 
amounts  to  $1,000,000.  The  contract  goes 
to  an  American  concern,  the  Hall  Sig- 
nal company,  which  g'As  the  credit  of 
m.aking  the  first  .satisfactory  instal- 
lation of  any  blook  signal  system  in 
the  United  Kingdom.  I  wsus  told  to- 
day that  the  Chatham  &  Dover  and 
the  London  &  .Southea.slern  railways 
have  both  decided  to  adopt  the  Ameri- 
can sta.ndard  of  signaling,  and  are  at 
present  investigating  the  merits  of  the 
appliances  of  the  Union  Switch  and 
Signal  company  and  the  Hall  company. 
These  railway  companies  are  about  to 
send  experts  to  the  United  States  to 
iiuspect  the  practical  workings  of  the 
signal  feature  of  American  railway 
operation.  Upon  their  return  the  Brit- 
ish railway ji  interested  are  to  place 
their  orders. 

Lieut.  Col.  P.  G.  Von  Donop.  R.  E., 
representing  the  British  board  of  trade, 
has  issued  only  provisional  pemiits  to 
u«e  the  American  signaling  .system  up 
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to  the  present  time.  Ht-  has,  however, 
now  decided  that  they  may  safely  bo 
used  in  Great  Britain  where  the  con- 
ditions differ  so  largely  from  those  of 
the  Ihiited  State.s.  In  fact,  the  board 
of  trade  has  in  contemplation  a  plan 
to  'introduce  a  provi-sion  into  its  regu- 
lar bill  before  parliament,  to  the  effect 
that  the  American  system  of  block  sig- 
naling be  exclusively  used  upon  Brit- 
ish railways.  It  is  claimed  no  other 
country  has  produced  a  similar  system 
which  so  nearly  meets  the  English  rc- 
quirement.'^.  Col.  Von  Donop  states 
the  utmost  importame  may  be  at- 
tached to  the  fact  that  the  railw.ays 
are  taking  this  matter  up  voluntarily. 
It  Is  quite  clear,  though,  tha4;  the  ques- 
tion of  economy  involved  is  more  con- 
sidered than  that  of  the  safety  o-f  life.

By  the   King  of  Siam 
Within  His  Domin- 
ions. 

Nev  York.  July  20.— The  kingr  of 
Siam,  who  is  one  of  the  most  enlight- 
ened and  progressive  of  Asiatic  mon- 
aichs,  and  whose  decree  abolishing  le- 
galized gambling  in  Siam  aroused  wide 
interest  in  this  conutry  and  Europe 
a  few  months  ago.   has  taken  another 

forward  step  and  by  a  decree  has 
abolished  slavery  within  his  domin- 
ions. The  Presbyterian  Board  of  For- 
eign Misslon.s,  which  conducts  most  ofj 
the  missionary  work  done  in  Siam,  has 
just  received  at  its  offices  in  this  city 
a  copy  of  the  king's  decree.  In  sub- 
stance,   it   is   as   follows: 

"Although    slavery    in    our    realm    is 

very  different  from  slavery  as  it      has 

existed  in  many  other  countries— most 

slaves  being  persons  who  have  becotna 

!  .so    \-olun tartly    and   not    by    force,    and 

i  the    powers    of    the    master    over       the 

!  slave    being    strictly    limited — yet       we 

have    always    considered    that    the    in- 

i'litution   even  In  this  modified  form  is 

an   impediment   to  the  progress  of  our 

country.  "We  have,  therefore,  from  the 

commenceihent  of  our       reign,       taken 

steps,  by  the  enactment  of  laws      and 

otherwise,  for  the  abolition  of  slavery, 

notably    by    the    laws    of    Pee        Chau 

(corresponding  to  the  year  1874  of  the 

Christian   era). 

"We  now  deem  it  time  to  take  more 


sweeping  measures,  v/hich  will  gradu- 
ally result  in  the  entirs  di.s.ippearance 
of  slavery  from  Slam,  and  to  that  end 
we  are  pleased  to  decree  as  follows:      '  ' 

•1.     This  law   shall   be  known   as  tlio    ' 
law  for  the  abolition  of  slavery.  , 

"2.    This    law    shall    come    into    forco 
on    the   first    of   April    throughout     the ." 
kingdom,    except    in    the    monthons    of, 
Bayap  and  Burapha,   where  we      have 
already  enacted   special    laws  on       tho.'" 
Srubject,    and    alSo    except    in    the   mon-' 
thon    of   .saiburi   anJ    in    Kelantan   and 
Tringganu,    where  the   laws  of  the  re-. 
Igion  of  the  people  are  still  in  force.  '  .' 

"3.  All  children  born  cf  parents  who. 
are  slaves  shall  be  frea  without  the  _ 
execution  of  the  condition  stated  in  ' 
the  Idw  of  Pee  Chau, 

•■4.  No  person  now  free  can  be  made 
a  slave.  If.>any  person  now  a  slave, 
shall  hereafter  bepome  free,  he  cani|ot 
thereafter  again  become  a  slave. 

'■5.     Wherever  a  perso'Vi  is  njw      hellf^ 
a   debt   .slave,    ;the   master   shall   credit  , 
Upon    the    principal  ^f    the    debt       for 
which    he   is   lield   a   slave    the   sum    ot.

If  a  slave  changes  his  master,  no  1  < 
increase  shall  be  made  in  the  debt  for 
which  he  is  actnaly  held;  that  is  to 
say.  when  the  slave  Is  transferred  from 
one  master  to  another,  he  caui  bo  held 
by  the  new  master  only  for  the 
amount  of  the  debt  actual/  due  the 
old  master  at  the  time  of  the  trans- 
fer. •' 

While  slavery  in  .Siam  i.^  said  by 
those  who  have  visited  that  country 
to  have  nothing  like  the  liad  effects  as- 
Boclated  with  the  practice  In  other 
countries,  yet  this  decree  of  the  Sia- 
nie.se  king  is  taken  as  another  evl-  •. 
d€nce  of  his  desire  to  make  of  Siam  the  , 
model  Asiatic  country,  not  even  ti>  be 
exceeded  by  Japan.  The  king  care- 
fully studies  conditions  in  other  lands 
and  is  quick  to  adopt  new  customs 
that  .seem  likely  to  improve  the  con- 
dition of  the  people  of  his  own  coun- 
try, and  is  also  ready  to  abolish  long 
standing  customs  when  he  is  convinced 
that  they  are  detriments  to  Stam's 
progress.

By  the   King  of  Siam 
Within  His  Domin- 
ions. 

Nev  York,  July  20.— The  king  of 
.Siam,  who  is  one  of  the  most  enlight- 
ened and  progressive  of  Asiatic  mon- 
aichs,  and  whose  decree  abolishing  lo- 
galivsed  gambling  in  .Slam  aroused  wide 
interest  in  this  conutry  and  Europe 
a   few   months   ago.   has   taken   another 

f 01  ward  step  and  by  a  decree  has 
abolished  slavery  within  his  domin- 
ions. The  Presbyterian  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions,  whicli  conducts  most  of! 
the  missionary  work  done  in  Siam.  has 
just  received  at  its  offices  in  this  city 
a  copy  of  the  king's  decree.  In  sub- 
stance,  it   ib   as   follows: 

"Although  slavery  in  our  tealm  is 
very  dltterent  from  .slavery  .a.s  it  has 
existed  in  many  other  countries — most 
slaves  being  persons  who  have  bec<}<ne 
so  voluntarily  and  not  by  force,  anl 
the  powers  of  the  master  over  the 
slave  being  strictly  limited— yet  wej 
have  always  coiusidered  that  the  in- 
i'titution  even  in  this  modified  form  is 
an  impediment  to  the  progress  of  our 
country.  We  have,  therefore,  from  the 
commencement  of  our  reign,  taken 
steps,  by  the  enactment  of  laws  and 
otherwise,  for  the  abolition  of  slavery, 
notably  by  the  laws  of  Pee  Chau 
(corresponding  to  the  year  1874  of  the 
Christian   era;. 

"We  now  deem  it  time  to  take  more 


sweeping  measures,  which  will  gradu- 
ally result  in  the  entire  disappearance 
of  slavery  from  Slam,  and  to  that  end 
we  are  pleased  to  decree  as  follows; 

■  1.  Thus  law  shall  be  known  as  tin- 
law  for  the  abolition   of  slavery. 

"2.  This  law  shall  come  into  foitx> 
on  the  lifst  of  Ajtril  Lhi  Jughout  the 
kingdom,  except  in  the  monthon.s  of 
Bayap  and  Burapha,  v.'here  we  have 
already  enacted  special  laws  on  tho 
subject,  and  airio  except  in  the  mon 
th  in  jf  Saibun  md  in  Kelantan  and 
Tiingganu,  where  the  law.s  of  the  re- 
Igioii   of  the  people  are  stll!  in  force. 

"3.  All  cliil'dren  born  of  p.irents  v.'ho 
ate  slaves  shall  be  free  without  the 
execution  of  the  condition  stated  in 
the  liw  of  Pee  Chau. 

"4.  No  person  novy  free  can  be  mado 
a  slave.  If.  any  p'^tson  now  a  slave 
shall  hereafter  become  free,  he  cannot 
th  'rcaftcf  again  become  a  slave. 

'■5.  Wherever  a  per.so'n  is  n  )w  liel*.' 
a  debt  slave,  the  master  .^hall  credit. 
Upon  the  principal  j^f  the  debt  for 
Which  he  is  h«ld  3.  slave  the  sum  of. 
four  (4)  ticais  (about  $2.50  Unitf^* 
.States  currency)  for  each  month  aftef 
the  first  of  April,  provided  that  no 
credit  shall  be  allowed  for  any  tlmu 
during  which  the  slave  may  desert  his 
master. 

■■<i.  If  a  slave  changes  his  master,  no 
increase  shall  be  made  in  the  debt  for 
which  he  is  actualy  held;  that  is  t<j 
say,  when  the  slave  is  transferred  from 
one  master  to  another,  he  can  be  held 
by  thf^  new  master  only  for  the 
amount  of  the  debt  actualy  due  tho 
olc"  master  at  the  time  of  the  tran.s- 
fer." 

While  slavery  in  .Siam  i.^  s.aid  by 
those  who  have  visited  that  country 
to  have  nothing  like  the  bad  effects  as- 
Rjciated  with  the  {)ractice  in  other 
countries,  yet  this  decree  of  the  .Sia- 
nitse  king  13  taJten  as  another  evi- 
dence of  his  desire  to  nvake  of  Siam  the 
model  Asiatic  country,  not  even  to  be 
exceeded  by  Japan.  The  king  care 
fully  studies  conditions  in  other  lands 
and  is  quick  to  adopt  new  customs 
that  .seem  likely  ta  improve  the  con- 
dition of  the  people  of  his  own  coun- 
try, and  is  also  ready  to  abolish  long 
standing  customs  wh-^ri  he  is  convinced 
that  they  are  detriments  to  Siam's 
Ijtogress.

July  20.— A  little  Ehkimo 
village  on  the  western  shore  of  CJreen- 
land,  the  most  norlhern  human  settle- 
ment in  the  world,  holds  the  key  to 
Lieut.  Robert  E.  Peary's  confidence 
that  he  will  sooner  or  latei  succeed  in 
placing  the  stars  and  stripes  at  the 
North  Pole. 

L.ike  all  experienced  explorers,  Mr. 
Peary  kJiov.s  that  it  is  dangerous  to  un- 
dertake such  a  trip  as  that  which  led 
to  the  death  of  Leonidas  Hubbard  in 
Labrador;  that  the  difficulties  of  travel 
are  grealei  loi  tht  tenderfoot  than  to.- 
the  native.  So  he  has  always  depended 
on  the  natives  living  ntiiiest  to  the  ;iolo 
for  assistance  in  his  endeavors  to 
reach  it. 

In  his  present  altimpt  he  will  make 
this  Eskin-.'j  village  his  starting  point. 
Its  inhabltdnts.  who  will  be  his  main- 
stay ill  his  trip,  are,  therefore,  of  par- 
ticular intere.st.

their  boats,  but,  Viothlng  daunted,  they 
have  coiHiuered  the  severity  of  their 
surrounding  conditions  and  have  be- 
come clever  in  »jilicing  the  bones  of 
Arctic  animals  Ho  form  the  Irame- 
wer-k  of  their  canoes,  their  summer 
houKCH  or  tuples,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. They  have  likewise  attained 
great  skill  in  sewing  together  skins 
of  animals  to  cover  this  framework. 

The  small  boats,  or  kayaks,  which 
they  use  for  liunting  are  very  cleverly 
made  and  handled  by  theses  peopl'\ 
T^y  are  decked  over  all  except  a  small 
hole  in  which  the  hunter  sits,  rend 
where  the  boat  covering  can  be  made  to 
fit  tightly  to  his  body.  It  Is  said  th.it 
in  eonseiiuenee  of  this  an  Eskimo  can 
turn  his  kayak  completely  over  in  the 
water  and   right  it  again. 

For  traveling  and  moving  frcrn  vil- 
lage to  village  a  large  boat  made  of 
the  same  material.^  is  used.  This  is 
not  decked  ovei,  and  is  called  a 
corniaft.  Boats  of  this  general  style, 
but  differing  .somewhat  in  detail,  are 
found  along  the  entire  Arctic  coast  of 
Ameiica,  and  even  on  the  Sibeilan 
side,  where  the  Eskimcs  have  colon- 
ized  within  comparatively  recent 
times. 

These    boat.s    will    net    Interest    Lieut. 

I  Peary,  for  in  his  dash  for  the  pole  ho 
will  travel  on  the  ice  cap  and  north- 
\\ard    over    the    ice       from        Northern 

'  Greenland.  For  this  purpose  he  will 
oiganize  among  these  villages  a  party 
which  will  travel  by  means  of  dog.«) 
and    sledge.s. 

This  means  of  travel  is  employed  by 
Iht  natives  of  all  that  part  ol  North 
America  where  tlie  snow  lasts  a  long 
time.  In  the  south  the  Indian  u.-^<»d 
the  toboggan,  but  the  Eskimo  usually 
uses  a  sledge,  which  is  practically  t)ic 
same,  whether  found  in  (Jreenland, 
Labrador,   Alaska  or   Siberia. 

'      The     dogs    are    great     husky     fellows 
and    reeiuire    a    large    amount    ol    food. 
This    is    one   of   the   difficulties       which  i 
I'eary    has    ty   encounter,    becau.se       he  I 

'will    bo   obliged   to    transport    with    him  j 
meat    for    his    dogs,    as    well    as    food  \ 
for    himself    and    his     Eskimo    assist- 
ants. 

To  be  sure>the  Eskimo  requires  prac- 
tically the  same  kind  of  meat  as  is 
eaten  by  the  dogs.  Peary,  of  course, 
i-?  accustomed  to  such  food  as  is  found 

I  in  the  temperate  climates  and  must 
take  some  of  it  with  him,  but  the  Es- 
kimos, having  no  plants  in  tlieir 
country,  are  in  tile  habit  of  eating  the 
f'esh  of  the  Arctic  animals,  many  tin>e<» 
the  same  aiilmafo  which  furnish       ma- 

.  terial    for    the   boat    covers,    their   sum- 

r:-.er    houses    and    even    their    garments. 

It    seems    especiall.v    fortunate        that 

tliesr   yieople,    living   in    a   t»old   countiy, 

:  hould  have  so  many  sea  m.tmmals  and 

'  biids  that  aie>  fat.  since,  as  is  well 
known,  oily  foods  help  to  keep  men 
warm.  So  before  leaving  the  village 
laige  eiuantities  of  seal  and  walrus 
meat  must  be  prepared  for  the  jour- 
ney. 

Dogs  win  be  hitched  to  the  sledges 
used  to  cany  this  food  and  the  outfit 
o?    the   party,   which,   of  course,    will   In- 

'  elude  instrumetiits  f<ir  Bcieollftc  otj- 
tervaticns.  The  harnt  sses  for  these 
Oe-gs  are  made  of  thongs  cut  from  the 
^•kins  of  the  animals  previously  men- 
tioned. 

'      In  the  making  of  these  harnesses  the 

!  Eskimos  of  this  most  northern  village 
ill  the  woild  have  bexoine.  perhaps, 
fiuite   as    expert    as    they    are    clever    in 

;the  making  and  managing  of  their 
boats.  They  make  tfggles  of  ivory  and 
these    serve    as    do    the    buckles   on    our 

'  horse    harnesses. 

1  These  Eskimos  are  of  an  e  xreedingly 
happy  disposition,  and  when  thor- 
oughly inteieste^d  may  be  prevailed  up- 
on to  work  '*  faithfully  lor  their 
friends.  Lif-ut.  Peary,  being  an  old 
accjuaintanct.   having   visited    their   vil- 

'  lage    many    times,    and    having   lived    in 

( i*.    many    rncnths    at    a    time,    uiidoubt- 

jedly    has    their   coiiHdence   and    has    re- 

'  ceived  their  assurance  that  they  will

Mrs.  Peary  spent  -a  season  at  this 
settltmeiil,  and  here  it  was  that  her 
ciby    was    born. 

These  Eskimos  are  not  at  all  inex- 
perienced in  Arctic  travel,  and  it  Is 
IJiis  experience  of  which  Ptary  has 
taken  advanl.tgc.  Several  of  th.ir 
number  have  come  from  the  mainland 
of  America,  traveling  across  to  CSre en- 
sand  along  the  shores  by  means  of 
dog  sledges,  and  crossing  the  open 
water  by  means  of  their  small,  skin- 
cuveied  boats,  but  little  stronger  than 
canvas  canoes.

London,  July  20.— Every  attempt  to 
maintain  a  high-class  American  bar  in 
Ix»ndon  has  failed.  Tlie  latest  proof  of 
this  is  luriished  by  the  transference 
of  the  Criterion's  American  bar,  long 
the  most  famous  feature  ol  that  jx)pu- 
lar  Piccadilly  resort,  to  another  and 
less  conspicuous  part  of  the  building, 
where,  dwarfed  in  size  and  shorn  of 
its  former  glory,  it  will  probably  con- 
tinuc*to  make  a  feeble  stru3:gle  foi  ex- 
istence a  few  years  longer.  And  this 
ha.s  been  acctjinpanied  by  a  change 
haidly  less  significant— the  abolition  oi 
the  distinctively  Amerie^an  feature  ol 
its  noted  re^staurant.  In  search  of  an 
explanatie^n,  I  intervKwed  the  man- 
ager on   the  subject. 

"It  ihi  because,  '  he  said,  "in  Lendon 
Amciicans  seem  to  prefei  adhering  to 
the  old  adage  which  bids  them  when 
in  Home  to  do  as  the  Romans  do.  Tak- 
ing the  resident  and  American  floating 
population  together,  there  are  enougli 
of  them  to  keep  several  American  bars 
and  restaurants  going.  But  they  won't 
give  thern  encugh  of  Iheii  patronage  to 
mane  them  pay  And  though  in  Amer- 
ica the  Englishman  displays  all  the 
zeal  c)f  the  convert  in  his  appreciation 
of  American  mixed  drinks,  and  be- 
stows a  more  gxiardcd  approval  on 
American  dishes,  on  his  native  heath 
he  se>ems  to  regard  it  as  a  pcitriotic 
duty  to  set  himself  sternly  against 
any  innovations  in  the  mallet  of  f-ood 
and  licjuors. 

"I  have  sometimes  thought  that 
Americans  here  prefer  taking  their 
litiuid  refreshments  in  the  English 
fashion  because  of  the  oportunilies  it  I 
affords  them  to  dilate  on  the  sui>eiloi 
virtues  of  the  American  conecctions. 
In  speech,  at  least,  the  American  is 
always  loyal  ttj  the  cocktail,  and  is 
never  more  eloquent  in  its  praises 
than  when  he  is  consuming  Scotch 
whisky  and  eeda  or  maUing  a  wry  face 
ovv  1    gin  and   bitters. 

"There  is  no  doubt,  too,  that  the 
American  b;ir  in  Li  ndon  has  suffered 
grievously  in  re^putntion  because  of  the 
many  spurious  imitations  of  it  that 
have  been  foisted  on  the  public.  These 
display  a  list  of  so-called  American 
mixed  drinks  to  the  immbei  of  twc- 
score  or  nior<\  and  to  mcst  of  which 
Ainerieans  Iheniselves  are  entire  stran- 
gers. 'Chain  •Lightning,'  'Sloma«  h 
Tickler,'  'Corpso  Reviver,'  are  among 
the  names  bestowed  among  them.  And 
til*"  man  wlio  is  rash  enougli  to  ask  fui 
one  of  them  gets  some  thing  that  is  apt 
to  make  hhii  yeain  ft  r  stjine  internal 
j  lire-extinguisher.  Of  course,  an  Ameri- 
can whn  runs  against  tliat  sort  of 
thing  generally  jumps  to  tht  concUi- 
slon  that  .ill  American  bars  in  Londi-M 
are  humbugs  and  gives  them  a  wide 
berth.  And  the  Englishinan  who  has 
nevei  sampled  a  geuninc  Amtiicao 
diink  thinks  that  they  are  fit  only  lor 
men  with  copper-lined  interior  depart- 
ments. 

"A  rather  well-known  American 
spending  his  holidays  here  told  mc  that 
lie  would  give  X'ib  to  anyone  who  wouM 
find  a  genuine  American  t^artender— 
one  who  had  been  b<irii  in  the  lUiited 
States  and  had  learned  the  art  of  mix- 
ing drinks  there— now  dispensing  Am- 
erhan  drinks  in  LondtMi.  He  said  that 
he  hacl  spent  two  wetks  seeking  one  in 
vain.  He  had  aeciuire-d  a  wide  knowl- 
edge of  London  pubs,  gilded  and  other- 
wise, but  had  not  found  anyone  who 
would  even  mix  him  a  Manhattan  cock- 
tail  piojicrly. 

••<)ne  reason  for  the  failure  of  the 
American  bar— the  genuine  variety— is, 
no  doubt,  due  to  the  fact  that  such 
places  became  the  natural  resort  of 
■fciiehers'  from  the  other  side- m-^n 
who  live  tty  trading  on  their  nationality 
and  appealing  to  that  patriotism  and 
got>d  nature  which,  when  an  American 
is  in  a  foreign  land,  reaches  its  mcst 
expansive  lojni  under  the  stimulating 
influence  of  an  American  drink.

Naturally,  thlai  loss  of  English  territory 
IB  not  an  even  one.  Certain  sections  of 
the  coast  line  have  suffered  more  than 
olhera,  yet  tbe  action  of  the  waves  npou 
tbe  oulllties  of  tbe  English  coast  Is  fairly 
gcncrat,     The   Cornish   coast   has  suffered 

lii.leed.  actual  flgores  show  j 
au  I.  ..  ..u^'  loss  of  territory  since  the 
tJrae  uf  LIdward  L.  when  that  Duchy  of 
OT^walt  contained  1.500,000  acre*.  In 
lWt<  e  survey  made  for  the  British  Par- 
lijimenl  showed  a  loss  of  nearly  40  per 
cent.,  or  two  fifths  of  the  wttolL>  territory, 
while  the  ordinary  survey  0-ade  by  the 
BriU-.h  guverumeut  In  I'JOO  showed  that 
the  alarming  and  rapid  advance  on  Eng- 
land by  the  ocean  had  advanced  to  such 
a  stage  that  one-half  of  the  County  of 
Cornwall,  as  It  had  existed  800  years  pre- 
vU'ua  to  the  last  survey,  had  gone  down 
under  the  waters  of  the  sea. 

Last  BlK  Advance  of  the  Sea. 

Tbe  great  laiilsllp  at  St  Margarets 
Bay,  on  the  EngUah  Coast,  where  a  hnge 
slice  of  tbe  cliffs.  2<J0  feet  wide  and  50 
feet  dcp,  estimated  to  weigh  a  quarter 
of  a  million  tons,  has  recently  fallen  Into 
the  sea.  Is  the  latest  reminder  of  the 
f:i<t  that  «rcat  Britain  Is  surely  dlsap-  i 
p.  iriri-,  or.  rather,  being  swallowed  np  j 
by  the  restless  ocean.  It  may  startle 
many  to  learn  that  every  year  England 
loses  a  trnct  of  Inud  the  size  of  Gibraltar. 
On  the  e.ast  coast  alone  England  loses 
territory  equal  In  size  to  that  of  the  isl- 
and of  Heligoland,  or.  to  put  It  more  for 
--ti.u-  still,  during  tbe  last  100  years  a 
at  as  large  as  the  County  of  Lon- 
(1.:,  IS  slipped  Into  the  sea  and  Is  now 
«:isl..d    by    the   ocean. 

The  truth  is,  the  contour  of  England's 
shores  N  continually  changing,  and  not 
only  villaffes.  but  populous  towns,  have, 
within  comparatively  recent  times,  been 
■wallowed  by  the  Invading  waters.  One 
occasionally  hears  that  the  important 
towns  of  Lowestoft,  Clacton.  Aldeburgh 
and  Soiithwald  are  In  danger  of  so  dis- 
appearing. Should  that  untoward  fate 
befnll  •i>'in  tii.>  inhabitants  must  be  In- 
cited •  cmselves  by  the  reflec- 
tion Ihar  I;  •-¥  ?tippllos  abundant  prece- 
dent   for    iliii     lisiippearance. 

lo  Yorksbirf  nione  there  are  no  fewer 
than  12  buried  t.>\vn»  and  villages.  In 
Snffolfe  there  are  at  least  five.  At  Bei- 
hlll  on  Sea  ttie  remains  of  the  sub- 
merL-ed  forest  were  lately  visible  at  low 
water  Such  a  forest  may  also  be  plainly 
■een  on  the  coast  In  the  Wlrral  district  of 
Cheshire  and  at  other  places.  To  even 
the  least  observant  visitor  there  exists 
innumerable  relics  on  the  coasts  aad 
shore  line  of  many  districts  which  tell  of 
once  prosperous  territory  wrested  from 
Britannia  by  Father  Neptnne. 
KTerywkere  the  Sea  la  Conqaerii.g. 

The  battle  beween  sea  and  land  rages 
all  along  England's  coasts.  Sometimes 
the  land  gains,  bnt  more  often  the  sea. 
From  Folkestone  to  Sarre  the  victory 
lies  with  the  land.  Lymme.  Romney. 
Hythe.  Hichborough.  Sandwich  and 
Sarre,  formerly  seaports,  now  He  amid 
marshes  remote  from  the  water.  In  cer 
tain  districts,  too,  principally  In  Lincoln 
shire.  Cambridgeshire  and  Cheshire,  many 
thousands  of  acres  have  been  reclaimed 
by  the  engineer  from  the  relentless  sea. 
But  even  wltb  these  effects  In  Oreat 
Britain's  favor  the  balance  Is  many  hnn 
dreds  of  square   miles  against   her. 

Bat  better  than  Qgnres;  better,  even, 
than  history  and  tradition,  is  the  evi- 
dence offered  by  tbe  Cornish  coasts  them 
selves  at  low  tide.  Beneath  the  sand  of 
Moont  Bay.  Penaance.  la  a  deposit  of 
black  mold.  In  which  may  be  discovered  to- 
day the  remnants  of  leaves,  nuts,  branches 
and  trunks  of  trees.  The  remaloa  of  red 
deer  may  be  traced  seaward  as  far  as  the 
ebb  allows.  History  records  the  fact  that 
the  district  between  Lands  End  and  Scllly 
was  formerly  connected  and  contained  140 
parish  churches,  ant.  presumably  as  many 
villages.  According  to  a  modern  Cornish 
authority,  a  flood  visited  Cornw*:!  at  the 
eud  o£  the  fourteentb  century  aad  carried

Proceeding  northward  Into  Wales,  we 
find  almost  a  parallel  to  this  enormous  loss 
of  territory  tn  the  calamity  at  the  spot 
now  known  is  Saro  Badrig  In  the  sixth 
century.  This  sandy  elevation  Is  21  miles 
from  the  coa  it,  and  was  formerly  an  em- 
bankment rased  to  protect  the  Lowland 
Hundred  f ro  n  the  encroachments  of  tbe 
sea.  Owing  lo  the  dranken  carelessness  of 
the  custodian  of  this  buge  dike,  the  waters 
rushed  In  an  I  devastated  the  whole  coun- 
try, which  t  len  coulaiued  uo  fevYer  than 
lU  fortlHed  tcwns. 

On  the  eu  it  coast  tbe  losses  In  land, 
particularly  In  modern  times,  nave  Iwien 
most  severe.  You  will  look  in  vain  on  the 
largest  scale  modern  map  for  the  lost  city 
of  Kavcnsbu  gh.  it  was  at  this  flourishing 
seaport  that  Henry  .V.  landed  In  IXfJ.  The 
town  sent  l\^  o  members  to  I'arliament,  and 
was  bigger  aud  more  Important  than  Hull. 
With  Raven,  burgh  disappeared  also  many 
villages  aud  i  large  tract  of  territory. 

Destruction  of  and  once  fertile  and 
populous  Is  characteristic  of  the  whole 
coast  from  Spuru  Head  to  Bridllugton. 
The  sea  nevT  ceases  to  gain  on  the  laud. 
The  ancient  church  or  Kllnsea  disap- 
peared, half  of  It,  in  \^  b  and  the  rest  la 
ItWl.  The  I  »wn  preceded  IL  Aldborough 
Church  has  been  destroyed  by  the  sea 
and  the  Cas  le  of  Jrlmston  has  vanished. 
Mapietun  C  lurch.  now  toppling  on  the 
cliff,  was  f..  riuerly  two  miles  away.  In 
tbe  vicinity  A  Uoldernv*ss  the  annual  loss 
Is  30  acres.  A  mile  or  iwo  out  at  sea  is 
the  site  of  Old  Wubemsea  Church  aud 
village.  Sc:  ton,  in  L>urham,  formerly  a 
populous  town,  has  shriiuk  Inlaud  almost 
to  vanishing  poiut.  in  li»e  sands  at  low 
tide  may  be  seen  •.races  ot  the  old  town, 
but  not  evt  n  a  vestige  remains  of  the 
ancient  cba  >el  of  St.  Thomas  a-Becket, 
the  pride  ><f  the  district.  At  Seatou 
Snook,  two  miles  to  the  south,  there  are 
yd  visible,  Jr  were  a  few  years  ago,  the 
remains  of  fortifications  built  In  HM7  at 
the   mouth   of   the  river. 

Every  stulent  ot  Eugllsh  history  has 
heard  of  Duawlch  Church.  Dunwich  was 
once  the  ca  ntal  of  East  Auglla.  It  was 
strongly  fortified  aud  boasted  of  tiu 
churches  an  1  a  mint.  Only  one  of  these 
churches  to*  ay  remalna.  All  Saints'  and 
the  adjoluli  g  monastery,  now  In  ruins, 
once  far  lo  the  westward  of  the  town, 
are  now  on  the  edg>  of  the  cliff.  Some 
Idea  of  the  npidity  of  devastation  by  the 
sea  at  this  point  may  be  given  by  quoting 
the  chrouK  les  of  Edward  11.  s  retgn, 
which  show  that  at  Dunwich  400  houses 
were  swept  away  In  a  single  year.  Be- 
tween 1035  ind  IGOO  four  churches- dlsap- 
peured.  In  IG77  tbe  sea  forced  its  way 
into  Dunwli  h  market  place.  In  17tf2  St. 
ieter'f  Church  became  undermined,  and 
waiS  followii  In  182a  by  the  churchyard. 
In  anoUier  iecade  not  a  remnant  of  this 
once  thrlviuK  town  of  Dunwich  remained. 
The  prestnt  church  at  Waiton-on-tbe- 
Naze,  In  I  saex.  replaces  a  former  one 
swept  awai  by  the  waves.  The  sea  la 
gutniug  at  a  rapid  rate  on  this  part  of 
Uie  coast,  ta  ravages  being  assisted  by 
alluvial  spr  ngs,  which  contribute  to  tbe 
loosening  oi  the  soil.  In  the  old  county 
records  It  1*  stated  that  one  of  the  pre- 
bends of  SL  Paul's  was  endowed  with 
lands  at  \ft  altoo,  but  tbe  sea  has  con- 
sumed or  devoured   them   long   ago. 

Beculver  Church,  near  Heme  Bay,  was. 
in  the  reigi  of  Henry  VIII.,  over  a  mile 
from  the  s>a.  In  1780  the  remnants  ot 
its  masonry  were  falling  opon  the  beach. 
Duly  a  sea  wall  has  saved  tbe  spires, 
which  are  maintained  by  Trinity  House 
to  serve  a»  a  landmark  to  sailors.  At 
Bognor  one  can,  or  could  till  qnlte  re- 
cently, see  rocks  two  miles  from  land 
known  to  have  been  a  part  of  tbe  main- 
land not  S3  many  years  ago.  Beacby 
Head  was  cnce  two  miles  from  tbe  coast. 
Competent  authorities  declare  that  the 
loss  by  const  erosion  In  England  Is  not 
less  than  K  ,000  acres  a  year,  the  average 
at  certain  i-erlods  being,  of  course,  much 
greater  tha  i  this. 
Geologists  who  have  been  studying  tbls 


question,  which  threatens  the  very  exist- 
ence of  the  Eiigli.sb-speaklng  nation  In  Its 
original  home,  have  reported  aK-'mlng 
statements  to  the  government.  To  sum 
up  these  general  statements  into  one  con- 
cise epitome  of  the  general  situation,  it 
seems  that  science,  peering  into  tbe  fu- 
ture and  calculating  with  minute  care  the 
resistance  of  the  English  coast  against 
the  terrific  power  of  the  waves,  has  esti- 
mated that  within  another  thousand  years 
little  will  remain  of  the  island  of  Great 
Britain  e.xcept  the  towering  peaks  of  the 
mountainou.s  ranges  lying  north  of  the 
Kiver  Solvvay.  This  meaus  that  the  king- 
dom of  England  would,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  0,000,  be  expected,  through  the  work- 
ings of  a  relentless  aud  Inevitable  natural 
law,  to  have  goue  the  way  of  many  ot^er 
lost  kingdoms  of  the  sea.  But  it  must  not- 
bc  sui)posed  that  the  English  people  and 
English  government  proposed  to  suplueiy 
eubuilt  to  bave  the  historic  bome  of  the 
Euglish-speakiug  people,  who  now  form 
a  large  majority  ot  tbe  so-called  civilized 
nations  of  the  eartli.  disappear  beneath 
the  waters. 

Already  the  government  is  preparing  a 
frightfully  expensive  and  deteruilued 
series  of  engineering  constructions  which, 
by  meaus  of  walls  of  masoury  aud  break- 
waters, will  greatly  re'vSrd  the  advance 
of  the  ocean  aud  dlmin<sb  largely  the  de- 
structive violence  cf  tbe  waves.  This 
hght  between  tbe  highest  evolution  of 
humau  brains  aud  that  fundamental  nat- 
Uiai  law  which,  according  to  science,  has 
decreed  that  in  tbe  eua  the  waters  of  the 
earth  shall  cover  ihe  giobe,  will  be  one 
of  supreme  interest  to  the  eutire  race. 
The  hist  rejil  gun  of  tu,*  war  against  tbe 
triumph  of  the  waters,  as  predicted  in  tbe 
scripiuies,  will  be  tue  hght  around  every 
inch  ot  the  English  coast  to  reclaim  lost 
laud  where  it  is  possible,  aud  to  hold 
back,  by  artificial  barr;eis,  the  conditions 
aud  the  waters  wUere  (he  ingenuity  of 
man  can  interpose  itecli  between  tbe 
shores  oi  old  Eiigiaud  aud  the  briny  mon- 
ster, wuicb  every  vf..r  is  now  devouring 
hundreds  ot  square  mi-es  or  territory.

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The  Church  Crisis  in  Scotland. 


it  Is  dlCBcult  for  those  nnfamlllar  with 
Scottish  ecclesiastical  affairs  to  realize 
how  completely  the  people  of  Scotland 
are  absorbed  In  church  crisis.  Every 
other  question,  fiscal  reform  not  except- 
ed, has  been  overshadowed,  and  will  re- 
main so  until  Parliament  intervenes,  as 
everyone  agreed  It  must,  and  effects  a 
settlement.  The  established  Church  ot 
Scotland,  though  not  directly  affected  by 
the  case,  Is  keenly  Interested  In  It,  tor  it 
Is  a  Presbyterian  l>ody  like  tbe  United 
Frees  aud  Wee  Frees,  and  the  question 
of  relaxation  of  the  Confession  of  Faith, 
which  partlv  led  to  the  rupture  among 
the  Frees  Is  being  agitated  in  the  state 
church  also.  Thus  the  matters  In  dispute 
do  not  concern  one  sect  only,  but  Scot- 
land being  what  It  Is— a  Presbyterian 
country— they  are  really  of  naUonal  sig- 
nificance. The  situation  Is  so  unprecented 
aud  the  issue  ot  it  Is  so  uncertain  tbat 
even  those  most  Immediately  affected  on 
either  side  would  find  It  hard  to  sUte 
the  exact  position  of  matter.  The  House 
of  Lords  has  produced  a  state  of  chaos 
In  the  affairs  of  tbe  largest  church  In 
Scotland,  tbe  United  Free  Church  and 
ScoUaud  U  wondering  what  new  worlds 
will  be  evolved  out  of  tbls  disorder. 

Tbe  Free  Church  was  formed  tn  1&13 
by  tbe  withdrawal  of  a  great  body  of 
ministers  and  members  from  tbe  I£stab- 
llsbed  Church.  They  did  not  renounce  tbe 
idea  of  a  state  church,  but  they  held 
tbat  It  must  be  a  national  church,  inde- 
pendent of  the  civil  magistrate.  As  years 
went  by  and  a  new  generaUon  grew  op 
this  principle  was  abandoned,  and  tbe 
Free  Church  regarded  Itself  as  a  volun- 
tary cburcta  and  passed  resolutions  in 
favor  of  disestablishmeuL  A  remnant, 
bowever,  always  adhered  to  the  old  Idea. 
At  the  same  time  the  Free  Church  has 
become  permeated  by  tbe  teachings  of 
tbe    higher   critics,   and    It    has   rerottea 


against  the  Calvinism  of  the  Confession 
of  Faith,  which  declares  that  only  the 
elect  can  be  saved  and  that  the  rest  of 
mankind  are  ordained  to  destruction.  In 
1892  the  Free  Chucch  adopted  a  declara- 
tory act,  relaxing  the  Confession  of  Faith 
on  this  aud  other  pointf.  This  gave  great 
offense  to  the  orthodox.  Eight  years  later 
the  Free  Church  united  with  another 
Presbyterian  body,  the  United  Presby- 
terians, who  bave  trever  believed  lo  a 
state  church.  This  was  the  last  straw 
upon  the  patience  of  those  Free  Church- 
men who  stick  to  the  old  establishment 
principle  and  disliked  the  higher  criticism. 
They  stood  out  from  the  anion,  and 
claimed  the  property  of  the  Free  Church 
on  the  ground  that  the  majority  had 
abandoned  their  principles.  The  Scottish 
courts  decided  against  them,  but  the 
Honse  of  Lords  has  decided  tn  their 
favor.  Tbe  amazing  results  ot  tbls  de- 
cision can  be  realized  when  one  considers 
the  sizes  ot  the  two  sections— the  United 
Frees  and  tbe  Wee  Frees.  There  were 
1.104  congregations  In  the  Free  Church 
at  the  time  of  tbe  union.  Of  these  1,078 
joined  the  union  and  26  stood  out.  There 
are  three  divinity  schools.  All  the  profes- 
sors In  them  Joined  the  union.  The  church 
has  more  than  100  missions  abroad.  Every 
single  one  of  the  missionaries  went  with 
the  onion.  The  House  ot  Lords  has  now 
decided  that  the  whole  ot  this  organiza- 
tion—the  cbdrch  buildings,  the  colleges, 
tbe  missions  and  tbe  Invested  funds, 
amounting  to  over  |7.0oaO00 — belong  not 
to  tbe  majority  but  to  tbe  26  congrega- 
tions who  stood  out  There  Is  great  un- 
willingness to  question  a  decision  by  the 
Boose  ot  Lords.  It,  Is  regarded  as  right 
In  law,  though  there  are  some  who  chal- 
lenge this,  and  bold  that  the  House  ot 
Lords  was  mistaken  lo  applying  the  prin- 
ciple ot  trusts  to  a  church  which  Is  not  a 
body    wltb  fixed   articles  of  aasociaUon,

miral  Togo. 

Admiral  Helhacblro  Togo  has  rightly 
been  styled  the  "Nelson  ot  Japan."  His 
recent  rapturous  welcome  In  tbe  streets 
of  Tokio  proves  that  his  countrymen  rec- 
ognize his  worth,  and  also  the  fact  that 
he  has  proved  tbe  saviour  of  his  country. 
When  tbe  war  broke  out  he  was  faced  by 
a  powerful  navy,  and  without  much  ma- 
terial loss  be  wore  down  the  Itusslaa 
fleet  until  it  ceased  to  be  ot  fighting 
value,  and  then  General  Nogl's  army  con*. 
pleted    Its  destruction. 

Until  Togo  had  gained  control  of  tbe 
Bay  of  Korea  and  the  I'ellow  Sea  not  a 
soldier  ot  the  Japanese  army  cculd  t>e 
moved.  The  whole  plan  of  campaign 
ashore  In  the  present  conflict  depended 
upon  the  success  of  Japanese  fleet.  Need- 
less to  add,  the  victorious  Admiral  8u<y 
ceeded  tar  more  rapidly  In  carrying  out 
his  designs  than  the  most  sanguine  states- 
man ot  Japan  anticipated.  In  tbH  history 
of  modern  warfare  there  Is  no  parallel 
to  the  repeated  success  which  attended 
the  action  of  the  Japanese  ships,  or  to  the 
unerring  Judgment  with  which  the  Ad- 
miral laid  bis  plans. 

Admiral  Deihachlro  Togo,  notwithstand- 
ing his  lack  of  height — for  he  measure* 
not  more  than  five  feet — Is  in  appearance 
lioth  dignified  and  Impressive.  Even  tbs 
most  casual  observers  would  never  pasi 
him  by  unnoticed ;  no  chance  stranger 
who  encountered  him  would  fail  to  recog- 
nize him  as  a  member  of  tbat  little  band 
of  men  whom  nature  lUelf  marks  out  as 
leaders  of  their  fellows.  Handsome  he  la 
not,  but  his  face  is  not  on  that  account 
the  less  Interesting,  for  there  Is  strength 
In  every  line  of  It  and  keen  Intelllgenca^ 
too.  By  nature  he  is  a  grave,  silent,  seit- 
contained  man,  one  who  ponders  well  t)^ 
fore  he  speaks  and  always  says  what  ha 
has  to  say  In  the  fewest  possible  wordau 
In  his  private  life  Admiral  Togo  Is  a  fond 
husband  and  devoted  father.  He  has  a 
large  family  of  sons  and  daughters.  Their 
home  Is  a  picturesque  old  place  In  one  ol 
the  suburbs  of  Tokio  and  Is  surrounded 
with  a  beautiful  garden,  boasting  of 
lotua  ponds,  miniature  bridges  and  gnarled 
trees,  such  a  garden  as  you  would  see  oa 
a  Japanese  fan.

However  this  may  be,  everyone  Is 
agreed  tbat  the  decision  cannot  be  car- 
ried out  in  Its  entirety.  The  Wee  Frees, 
even  It  they  took  possession  of  every- 
thing, would  be  unable  to  carry  on  tbe 
church.  For  the  support  of  home  charges 
alone  the  United  Frees  have  to  raise 
more  than  $1,000,000  a  year.  The  Wee 
Frees  can  only  raise  $100,000.  The  same 
applies  to  missions,  which  are  mainly 
supported  by  contributions  and  which 
the  Wee  Frees  could  not  maintain  uniess 
they  grow  enormously  tn  numbers  and  re- 


sources. However  devoted  they  may  be 
to  the  cause  ot  their  church— and  their 
devotion  Is  recognized  throughout  tbe 
country — they  cannot  maintain  tbe  ma- 
chinery ot  a  church  which  has  taxed 
even  the  resources  of  Its  members  In  tbe 
richer  parts  of  Scotland.  Lord  Davey,  one 
ot  the  Judges  who  gave  the  decision,  has 
himself  suggested  tbat  tbe  fairest  way 
wonld  be  to  divide  the  property  In  pro- 
portion to  the  sizes  ot  the  two  sections. 
It  is  now  officially  announced  tbat  the 
government  will  appoint  a  commission  to 
consider  the  present  crisis,  the  terms  ot 
the  commission  to  be  stated  later  on. 


Don't  Lose  Your  Temper. 


Bow  often  do  we  see  parents  who 
never  pnnlsh  tbeir  children  unless  they 
are  In  a  rage.  The  children  are  allowed 
to  do  precisely  as  they  please  and  are 
not  corrected  unless  they  grate  upon  lae 
caprice  of  the  mother.  Then  she  will 
fly  Into  a  rage  at  a  mere  trifle  and  l>e- 
iabor  tbe  poor  children  as  it  some  great 
offense  bad  been  committed.  Such  u-eai- 
ment  is  weak,  unjust  and  ruinous  to 
children.  It  tbe  parent  is  selfish  eoouga 
to  sacrifice  tbe  child's  future  lo  ler  own 
Immediate  comfort,  she  will  probably  pay 
for  tbe  tolly  In  bitter  tears  when  tbe 
child  grows  op.  She  sows  the  wind  and 
reaps  the  whirlwind.  Parents  often  ex- 
cuse tbeIr  failure  to  properly  correct 
cblldreo   by   saying   tbat  tne   world   will 


give  them  enough  hard  knocks.  Tbls  Is 
another  delusion.  What  Is  tbe  result? 
The  child  starts  out  with  a  false  Idea 
about  everything,  and  when  brought  In 
contact  with  people  who  do  not  look  upon 
It  with  the  eye  ot  an  Indulgent  parent.  It 
becomes  soured,  a  misery  to  itselt  and  a 
nuisance  to  everyone.  A  child  should 
never  be  allowed  to  escape  the  conse- 
quences ot  its  own  wrong  doing  or  folly. 
But  the  punishment  should  be  bumays 
and  suitable  to  tbe  strength  and  capacity 
of  tbe  child.

When  washing  shabby  carpet  wltb  cftP« 
pet  eonp  don't  make  It  wetter  than  la 
absolutely  necessary,  and  rub  as  dry  aa 
po.ssible  after  washing.  After  this  treat- 
ment a  carpet  becomes  wonderfully  lok- 
proved  In  appearance. 

AM  green  vegetables  shonld  be  kept  'a 
a  cool,  dark  place,  bnt  not  In  ereat  quan- 
tities. Roots  of  all  kinds  should  be  krt)t 
In  dark,  dry  place.'?,  because  llgbt, 
warmth  and  moisture  produce  either  gem- 
ination or  decay. 

Cover  grease  spots  on  wood  or  atope 
Tith  flour,  starch  or  powdered  chalk, 
which  will  absorb  the  grease.  Cold  water 
poured  on  Erreasc  as  soon  as  It  Is  spilled 
will  harden  It:  the  greater  part  may  then 
be  scraped  off 

To  ventilate  a  room  and  to  properly  air 
ft.  open  the  window  at  the  top  and  bot- 
tom. The  reason  for  this  la  to  allow  Im- 
pure air.  which  always  rises,  to  escape  at 
the  top.  while  the  eool.  fresh  air  will 
come  In  nt  the  bottom  from  the  outride. 

A  burned  saucepan  should  be  filled  with 
cold  water  to  which  a  rather  liberal  al- 
lowance ot  soda  has  been  added.  Let  It 
stand  for  an  hour  or  so,  then  heat  the 
water  slowly  and  let  simmer  'or  a  few 
minutes,  and  the  burned  particles  will 
come  off  quite  easily. 

To  extinguish  a  flre  In  the  chimney,  be- 
sides any  water  at  hand,  throw  on  It  salt  or 
a  handful  of  flowers  of  snlphiir  as  soon  aa 
yon  can  obtain  either  the  one  or  the 
other.  Keep  all  the  doors  and  wlndowi 
tightly  shut  and  hold  before  the  flreplac* 
a  blanket  or  some  woolen  article  to  ea* 
dude  the  air. 

Carpets  should  be  beaten  on  the  wrong 
side  first  and  afterwards  more  gently  oa 
tbe  right 

Never  pnt  down  a  carpet  on  a  dani| 
floor,  for  this,  often  the  result  of  hurrj 
and  Impatience  on  the  part  of  wearj 
house-cleaners.  Is  a  frequent  cause  ol 
carpets  being  moth-eaten. 

If  a  whitish  mark  Is  left  on  a  tnble  bj 
carelessly  setting  on  It  a  pitcher  of  hoi 
water  or  a  hot  dish,  pour  some  l.nmp  oil 
on  the  spot  and  rub  It  hard  with  a  soft 
cloth  ;  then  pour  on  a  little  cool  cologne 
water  over  the  white  mark  and  rub  It  dry 
with  another  cloth.  The  white  marks  will 
then  disappear  and  tbe  table  will  look  aa 
well  as  ever. 

Kitchen  paints  will  soon  acquire  a  shab- 
by, dull  look  from  the  frequent  cleanlni^r 
that  Is  necessary.  The  use  ot  soap  only  In- 
creases the  difficulty,  especially  If  the  paints 
are  varnished.  The  best  plan  is  to  boll 
one  pound  of  bran  In  a  gallon  ot  water 
tor  an  hour,  then  wash  the  paints  with 
tbls  bran  water,  and  it  will  not  only  be 
kept  clean,  but  bright  and  glossy. 

Sponges  should  never  have  any  soaji 
put  on  them,  because.  It  this  Is  done,  they 
will  not  last  long;  use  only  pure  water. 
Do  not  allow  the  sponge  always  to  remain 
damp,  but  place  It  In  tbe  sun  from  time 
to  Ume,  and  thus  It  will  retain  its  e(aa- 
tlclty.  L«eave  It  sometimes  all  day  In  a 
basin  of  water  containing  a  teaspoon  of 
ammonia  and  rinse  It  welL  It  It  has  a 
tendency  to  grow  clammy,  dissolve  s  little 
citric  In  hot  water  and  leave  the  sponge 
In  It  until  quite  clean;  fiuaUy,  rinse  U 
well 

SALT'S  MANY  QUALITIES. 

Besides  being  an  essential  part  ot  the 
culinary  art,  salt  has  many  other  uses 
perhaps  not  generally  known.  Salt 
cleanses  tbe  palate  and  furred  tongue 
and  a  gargle  of  salt  and  water  Is  often 
efficacious.  A  pinch  of  salt  on  the 
tongue,  followed  10  minutes  after  by  a 
drink  of  cold  water,  often  cures  a  sick 
headache.  Salt  hardens  tbe  gums,  makes 
the  teeth  wblte  and  sweetens  the  breath. 
Salt  added  to  the  water  In  which  rot 
flowers  stand  keeps  them  fresh.  bait 
used  dry  in  the  same  manner  as  snuff 
will  do  much  to  relieve  colds,  bayfever, 
etc  "Salt  in  warm  water.  If  used  fof 
ttathtng  tired  eyes,  will  be  found  very  ra- 
freshing.  Salt  and  water  will  - 
hemorrnage  trom   tooth  extraction.

SERIOUS  DISORDERS

Madrid.  July  20.— Serious  disorders  have 
occurred  at  Seville  and  Salamanca  arising 
from  the  general  distress.

I  Patrolman  Matthew  Miller  of  the  east- 
I  ern  police  district  saw  her  writhing  In 
I  agonv  ajid  ran  to  her  assistance.  The 
instant  he  touched  her  he  was  tl;rown 
violently  into  the  street,  with  the  wire 
under  him.  He  was  also  rendered  uncon- 
scious. Persons  who  hurried  to  the  as- 
sistance of  the  officer  and  the  young  girl 
were  warned  not  to  touch  either,  lest  they 
suffer  a  serious  if  not  fatal  shock. 

Capt.  Foxwell  was  off  duty  for  the  day, 
and  in  walking  along  Broadway  saw  the 
predicament  of  the  officer  and  the  girl. 
He  hurried  toward  them,  and,  removing 
his  coat,  threw  it  over  the  wire.  To  all 
outward  anoearances  both  the  policeman 
and  the  girl  were  dead.  Capt.  Foxwell 
took  hold  of  the  ends  of  his  coat  and 
succeeded  in  pulling  the  wire  away  from 
the  two  human  forms.

KANSAS  CITY 
BANK  FAILS 

Held  Devlin  Paper  to  tbc 

Amount  of  $100,000 

or  More. 

Kansas  City,  July  20.— The  City  Na- 
tional bank  failed  to  open  its  doors  to- 
day. The  b?Jik  held  paper  of  C.  J. 
Devlin  of  Topeka  to  the  amount  of 
upwards  of  JIOO.OOO,  and  the  failure  is 
the  direct  result  of  the  closing  of  the 
First  National  bajik  of  Topeka,  of 
which  Mr.  Devlin  was  the  principal 
stockliolder. 

Some  time  ago  the  comptroller  of  the 
currency  at  Washington  instructed  the 
officers  of  the  City  National  bank  to 
repair  its  capital.  This  was  do-ne  by 
borrowing  from  a  local  capitalist.  Fol- 
lowing the  failure  of  the  First  National 
t>ank  at  Topeka.  the  Kansaa  City  cap- 
italist became  insistent  on  repayment 
for  his  loan,  and  this  demand  caused 
the  officers  of  the  City  National  to 
decide   on   cl.>slng   their   institution. 

The  only  other  bank  in  Kansas  City, 
which  was  caught  in  the  failure  of  the 
First  National  bank  of  Topeka.  waa 
the  American  National  bonk  of  Kansas 
City,  which  is  said  to  hold  upwards  of 
$200,000  I>evlin  paper.  It  was  stated 
positively  today  to  the  Associated 
Press  by  a  leading  banker  that  the 
other  Kansas  City  institutions  would 
not  permit   this  bank  to  fail. 

There  was  no  appearance  of  a  run  on 
other  Kansas  City  banks  at  the  open- 
ing hour  today. 

The  City  National  bank  was  or- 
ganized in  1900  and  is  one  of  the 
youngest  of  the  national  banking 
houses  in  the  city.  Its  capital  Is 
$300,000  and  it' has  deposits  of  $1.4"6,- 
64i.  Its  officers  are:  Edward  Crebo, 
i-iesident;  James  Q.  .Stream,  cashier; 
John  Moore,  vice  president;  Charles 
A.   Loomls,   second   vice   president.

DEFEAT  OF  MINISTRY

Not  Believed,  However,  That  Balfour 
Cabinet  Will  Resign. 


Washington.  July  21.— The  United 
Slates  weather  bur€-au  today  gives 
n.ost  encouraging  information  as  to 
general  weather  conditions.

on  John  Redmond's  motion  to  reduce 
the  vote  for  the  Irish  land  commis- 
sion. 

The  house  was  packed  In  every  part. 
Much    excitement    was    visible    on    all 
Bides  and    there   waa   a   disposition    to 
view   the   defeat  of  the  government  as 
more  serious  than  it  was  generally  re- 
garded  in  the  early   hours  this  morn- 
ing.    Immediately  after  the  house  had 
assembled    Sir    Henry    Campbell    Ban- 
nerman,   the    liberal   leader,    moved   its 
adjournment    declaring    that    it    would 
be   unseemly   under    the   circumstances 
to  proceed  with  work  while  the  govern- 
ment   was    considering      its      position. 
Premier  Balfour,   however,  declined   to 
adjourn  the  hour  until  the  bill  dealing 
with    the    differences    of    the    Scottish 
United  church  and  the  Free  churoh  had 
Ibeen  passed.     This  was  quickly  accom- 
I  pllshed,  the  house  rose  and  the  excited 
t  eagerly  discussing  the  probable  decision 
I  of    the    cabinet   which    has    been    sum- 
imoned    to    meet    this    afternoon.      The 
view  that  the  ^government  will  resign, 
however,    is    not    held    in    circles    gen- 
erally   well    informed    of    the    govein- 
ment's    intentions   and   it  is   reiterated 
that    the    resignation    of    the    Balfour 
ministry   is  not   likely   In   view   of  the 
almost     practical     certainty     that     the 
government  will  be  rehabilitated  by  its 
normal  majority  on  the  trial  of  strength 
July  24  to  which  the  opposition  formal- 
ly challenged  the  ministry. 


London,  July  21.— The  government 
was  defeated  in  the  house  of  commons 
last  night  by  a  majority  of  three- on 
the  motion  to  reduce  the  membership 
of  the  Irish  land  commission. 

On  the  announcement  of  the  vote  a 
scene  of  the  greatest  excitement  wa» 
produced  by  the  Liberals  and  the  Irish 
members,    yelling*  "Resign." 

The  incident  is  considered  hardly  of 
sufficient  importance  to  justify  the 
government  in  resigning,  but  when 
asked  by  Sir  Henry  Campbell-Banner- 
man,  the  leader  of  the  opposition,  what 
course  he  intended  to  pursue,  Premier 
Balfour  declined  to  make  a  statement. 

John  Redmond,  leader  of  the  Irish 
party,  said  the  premier  had  repeatedly 
declared  that  he  would  resign  it  de- 
feated, and  that  if  he  disregarded  this 
vote  of  want  of  confidence,  he  would 
be  acting  against  all  precedents.  Was 
he  going  to  swallow  this  humiliation 
as  he  swallowed  every  other  humilia- 
tion during  the  last  few  years?  the 
premier  was  asked  by  Mr.  Redmond. 
Mr.  Balfour,  replying  very  coolly,  said 
that  Mr.  Redmond  had  greatly  agitat- 
ed himself  over  a  matter  which  could 
be  settled  in  due  time.  He  was,  he 
said,  not  conscious  of  any  humiliation. 
There  would  be  ample  opportunity 
within  a  few  hours  of  proving  whether 
the  government  still  enjoyed  the  confi- 
dence of  the  majority  of  the  house. 

The  premier  said  he  would  consult 
his  colleagues  as  to  whether  the  ques- 
tion would  again  be  submitted  to  a. 
vote,  and  woum  make  a  statement 
Monday. 

After  some  wrangling  over  the  ques- 
tion to  adjourn  until  Monday,  it  wa» 
decided   to   adjourn   until   today.

The  Japanese  peace  envoys  will  not 
pass  throug'h  Duluth,  as  waa  at  first 
planned.  Aa  they  are  pressed  for  time 
they  will  go  dlre<"t  to  Chicago  from  St. 
Paul  and  thence  East. 

The  party  of  Japs  arrived  at  Seattle 
yesterday  on  the  steamship  Minnesota, 
and  at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening  left  for 
the  trip  across  the  continent.  Owli\g 
to  the  urgency  of  the  mission  on 
whlih  the  envoys  are  iK-nt,  It  was  de- 
cided that  the  trip  down  the  lakes 
should  be  abandoned. 

Daron  Komura  and  his  party.  In 
company  with  Minister  Takahira.  will 
arrive  In  St.  Paul  Sunday  afternoon, 
.It  2:45  o'cloc-k,  and  will  be  the  guests 
of  the  city  until  8:40  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  when  they  will  leave  for  the 
East.  President  Roosr-velt  wants  to 
-see  the  barcn  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

A  dispatch  from  Seattle  says  the  Ori- 
entals left  .Seattle  In  private  cars  over 
the  Orcat  Northern,  a.s  guests  of  J.  J.

Wnshltigton,  July  21.— Prof.  Hays,  as- 
s!stamt  secretary  of  agriculture,  feels  he 
will  have  no  difficulty  in  straightening 
out  the  tangles  Into  which  the  statistical 
tMJreau  of  the  department  finds  Itself  as 
the  result  of  mismanagement  and  perhaps 
dishonesty  attending  the  collection  and 
dissemination  of  crop   ttgures. 

He  is  widely  quoted  in  New  Fork  papers 
oin  questions  regarding  which  he  lias  nt-ver 
ventured  an  opinion,  but  that  doesn't 
bother  him.  He  says  that  he  is.  taking 
hold  of  the  situation  with  determinutlon 
to  win,  and  that  the  newspaper  reports 
ultimately  will  be  all  right. 

He  has  never  said,  tor  example,  that 
the  approprlatio4i  for  the  statistical 
bureau  might  to  be  Increased  from 
JllHi.OOO  to  some  considerable  larger 
tigure,  nor  has  he  said  that  the  chief 
statistician  should  receive  as  much  as 
$6,000  a  year. 

On  tlie  question  of  transferring  the 
bureau  from  the  agricult^iral  depart- 
ment to  tlie  department  of  commerce 
and  labor,  I'rof.  Hays  has  decided  views. 
He  thinks:  the  bureau  should  remain  where 
It  is,  and  that  the  straighteiiing-out  pro- 
cess now  beginning,  will  demonstrate  tliat 
to  be  a  fact.

Crowded  out  of  its  present  quarters 
by  its  growing  business  the  Duluth  Sav- 
ings bank  has  leased  the  first  lloor  of 
the  old  Herald  building,  at  220  West 
Superior  street  for  a  long  term  of 
years,  and  will  begin  occupying  It 
Oct.  1  next.  The  lease  runs  from  the 
Eastern  owners  of  the  building  and 
was  made  through  the  office  of  Wil- 
liam  M.   Prlndle  8e  Company. 

Preliminary  to  the  bank's  removal 
into  the  new  quarters,  ihe  building  Is 
to  be  moved  out  to  the  buiidlng  line. 
The  entrance  will  lie  made  direct  fnjm 
the  sidewalk  with  an  eight  foot  stair- 
case comprising  a  f«w  eleps  inside  in- 


I  stead  of  outside  the  building  according 
to    the    present    arrangement.      At    the 

,  head  of  the  staircase  there  will  be  a 
curved   landing   from    which   the   corri- 

i  dor  will  lead.  The  entrance  and  corri- 
dor will  be  handsomely  finished  In  tile 
and  marble. 

The  Interior  of  the  bank  Is  to  be  fitted 
with  the  very  best  of  modern  ba;ik 
fixtures.  The  room  will  have  a  steel 
ceiling  and  will  be  redecorated.  The 
big  steel-lined  burglar  proof  vault  at 
present  used  by  the  bank  will  Le  re- 
moved to  the  new  quarters. 

Besides  having  a  location  with  a 
great  deal  better  light,  the  bank  will 
have  double  the  space  that  it  has  had 
in  the  present  quarters  two  doors  to  the 
east.  The  banking  room  will  be  seventy 
feet  long  and  twenty-one  feet  wide  and 
every  department  of  the  Institution  will 
have  much  more  room  for  handling 
business.  The  need  of  new  quarters  has 
been  felt  for  a  long  time  by  the  officers 
and  trustees  but  until  the  present  time 
no  favorable  opportunity  was  offered 
for  making  the  desired  change.

even  his  grip  on  affairs  might  have  been 
loosened  by  the  present  agitation.  But 
when  ho  was  removed  from  tiie  activities 
of  affairs  the  trouble  broke  out  at  once 
and^has  b>;en  gathering  force  ever  since.

The  present  railroads,  which  were  built 
almost  entirely  by  English  capital,  are 
Inadequate,  and  the  people  are  waking 
up  to  this  fact.     They  realize  that  to 


develop  their  immense  country  prop- 
erty they  must  have  more  railroad  fa- 
cilities, though,  strange  as  it  may 
seem,  they  are  opposed  to  any  further 
Kngli-sh  Investment  in  this  field.  The 
English  already  have  nearly  $20,000,000 
Invested  there.  aJid  in  the  popular  na- 
tive mind  to  encourage  further  Invest- 
ment would  mean  to  enlarge  the  Eng:- 
lish  Hcope  of  power  and  influence.  On 
the  other  hand.  I  have  been  told  thit 
the  Argentine  people.  particularly 
President  Quintana,  are  strongly  In 
favor  of  the  Investment  of  American 
capital  in  their  railroads  and  would 
offer  every  encouragement  to  any  im- 
mediate project  by  capitalists  in  this 
country.  They  regard  Americans  as 
pioneers  in  railroad  building  and  Amer- 
ica as  having  the  best  in  the  world."

Therefore  the  investigation  is  good  in  every  way.  It 
is  good  for  the  policy-holders,  because  it  will  either 
show  their  suspicions  to  be  unfounded,  or  if  it  proves 
them  to  be  only  too  well  lounded,  it  will  point  the  way 
toward  a  correction  of  existing  evils.  It  is  good  for  the 
life  insurance  concerns,  because  the  present  condition 
of  widi-^pread  suspicion  is  fatal  to  new  business,  and  lift 
insurance  canm  t  settle  down  to  its  old  level  until  all 
taint  of  suspicion  has  been  cleared  away. 

Naturally,  much  depends  upon  the  investigators.  Iti 
view  of  the  condition  of  public  sentiment  on  the  question, 
it  is  doubtful  if  the  authorities  would  dare  conduct  an

CHEAP  CITIZENSHIP. 

Radical  changes  in  the  nattiralization  laws  of  the 
country  will  be  proposed  to  congress  at  this  winter'j 
session,  and  it  is  high  time.  The  process  of  naturaliza- 
tion now  is  easy,  simple,  and  cheap — cheap  in  more 
senses  than  financial.  Frauds  are  numerous  and  easily 
accomplished,  and  there  is  little  about  the  process  of 
securing  naturalization  papers  likely  to  impress  the  new 
cifizen  with  their  value,  'inerefore  a  committee  of  three 
government  employes  is  engaged  in  overhauling  the 
naturalization  laws  and  prparing  suggested  changes  in 
them,  and  a  report  will  be  ready  in  time  for  the  opening 
of   congress. 

There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  character  of  the  natural- 
ization certificates  now  used,  and  too  many  courts  have 
the  auiliority  to  confer  citizenship.  In  the  large  cities 
some  of  the  corrupt  city  courts  have  issued  naturaliza- 
tion  papers   by    wholesale   just   prior   to  elections,   with

liow  thrown  about  their  sale  if  it  expects  to  settle  up 
it's  vacant  areas  and  make  thera  productive. 

It  IS  really  tco  bad  that  the  di«p"sal  of  state  land  < 
has  been  so  hedged  about  with  difficulties  by  the  con- 
stitutinn.  Th;;t  means  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  havi; 
•  canipii;,'!!  tn  induce  the  legislat'ure  to  submit  an 
aniendnunt  to  the  people,  another  campaign  to  indue* 
the  people  to  adopt  the  amendment,  and  a  third  t> 
induce  the  legislature  to  make  better  laws  based  upoa 
the  chan).'e  in  the  cf»nsi'itution  if  the  people  approve  it 
Against  these  efforts  will  be  opposed  the  short-sightel 
selfishness  of  those  in  distant  parts  of  the  state,  wh  ) 
cannot  sec  beyond  the  fact  that  the  state  school  fund 
may  lose  a  little  now  and  who  therefore  disregard  th; 
greater  fact  that  by  su-ritKiiiLr  a  little  at  this  time  th? 
fund  will  be  a  large  gainer  in  the  future.

Ii:  the  meantime,  there  should  be  auctions  as  often  as 
twice  a  year,  until  legal  changes  that  will  permit  private 
sales  can  be  made. 

The  aim  if  ilie  state  should  be  to  get  its  lands  into 
the  hands  of  actual  settlers  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
price  at  which  the  lands  are  to  be  sold  is  a  secondary 
coiisicU  r.-.t;t  n.  It  would  be  better  to  give  them  away 
llian  to  have  them  lie  idle  for  many  years,  which  is  the 
logical  result  of  the  present  land  policy  of  the  state.

DAWES^  CLERKS 
BEING  LET  OUT 

Reduction    Due  to    Ap- 
proaching End  of  Com- 
mission's Work. 

Muskogee,  Ind.  T..  July  21.— What  has 
always  been  known  a.^  the  Dawes  com- 
mission Is  doomed  to  Jie  a  natural  death. 
Commissioner  Blxby  has  been  using  the 
axe  and  recently  fifty  employes  were  let 
out.  The  entire  number  employed  was 
250,  and  this  makes  about  20  per  cent 
reduction  of  the   force. 

Only  eight  were  discharged  In  the  gen- 
eral office  in  this  city,  the  remainder 
being  at  the  land  offices  In  Ardmore, 
Atoka  and  Tele-iuah. 

Bruce  Jones,  formerly  chief  clerk  in 
the  Telequah  office  is  to  be  transferred 
to  this  city,  and  have  charge  of  the 
Cherokee  division.  W.  S.  Moore  will  take 
Mr.  Jones'  position  as  chief  clerk  and 
S.  C.  Pitts  win  take  Mr.  Moore's  place 
as  the  allotment  clerk. 

Other  employes  in  the  service  will  be 
let  out  at  Intervals  from  now  on,  prob- 
ably a  few  each  month.  It  Is  estimated 
that  the  work  now  on  hand  at  the  com- 
mission will  be  cleaned  up  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Mr.  Bixby,  however,  will 
make  no  direct  statement  along  this  line. 

The  bulk  of  the  work  has  been  finished. 
In  the  Cherokee  nation  fully  seven-eighths 
of  the  land  has  been  allotted.  The 
Cherokee  land  office  will  probably  be  the 
first  to  go  out  of  existence.  As  the  work 
Is  gradually  wound  up  and  the  corps  of 
clerks  grow  smaller  that  office  will  be 
moved  to  the  general  office  In  thLs  city. 

One  part  of  the  work  to  be  completed 
Is  tliat  of  allotting  land  to  the  Indian 
babies  In  the  C!hoctaw,  Chiekasaw  and 
Seminole  nations,  who  are  admitted  to 
the  rolls  under  a  recent  act  of  congress. 
There  are  about  10,000  of  these  allot- 
ments to  b<»  mide.  Monday  morning  tlie 
first  roll  was  sent  to  the  land  offices  of 
the  Choctaw  and  Chickasaw  nations.

But  it  appears  to  range 
widely  and  h.as  occurred  as  an  accidental 
visitor  at  Key  West,  Fla..  In 
in  N>>w  .jerspy.  at  various 
England  and  even  as  far  from  its  regu- 
lar habitat  as  on  the  southern  shore  of 
i^iudson  Bay  and  in  the  Mackenzie  River 
valley. 

"It  is  a  bird  of  the  open  country  and 
has  a  iiabit  of  fluttering  slowly  from 
tree  to  tree,  uttering  twittering  notes 
meanwhile.

He  .stated  that  he  retires 
Voluntarily,  his  term  of  office  having 
i  exjiired.

'     "The   trade   of   the   country   has   not

Hot  Weather  Brings  Al- 
most Unprecedented  De- 
mand for  Fruits. 


The  "grown  In  Minnesota"  mark  now 
covers  moat  of  the  boxes  and  packageo 
containing  vegetables,  which  are  received 
on  the  imluih  market,  and  the  produce 
is  no  longer  being  sold  by  the  dozen  but 
by  the  bushel. 

The  warm  weather  following  the  heavy 
rains  of  the  early  spring,  have  brought 
the  crops  along  with  a  rush,  and  all  kinds 
of  home  grown  vegetables  are  now  on 
the  market. 

Minnesota  wax  beans  and  green  beans 
have  taken  the  place  of  llio  S<jutheia 
crop,  and  the  price  Ls  down  to  $1.30  \s>  $i 
per  bushel.  Minnesota  pears  are  also  in 
the  market,  selling  for  fl.lS  to  $1.&J  per 
bushel.  In  place  of  :5  to  30  cents  ptr 
dozen.  Cauliflower,  cucumt)ers,  onions, 
radtshes.  beets  ai:d  all  kinds  of  garden 
produce  are  now  being  received  from  the 
farms  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  state, 
and  the  Duluth  market  has  no  longer 
to  rely  on  the  states  to  the  south  for  its 
supply. 

Mmnesota  potatoes  are  not  yet  on  the 
market  in  any  quantities,  but  they  will 
be  next  week.

GUNBOAT  IS 
BLOWN  UP 

Terrible  Boiler  Explosion 

on  the  BeiiDingtoQ  at 

San  Diego. 

Every    Man    on    Board 

Probably  Either  Killed 

or  Wounded. 


San  Diego,  Cal.,  July  21.— A  boiler  of 
the  United  States  gunboat  Beniungton, 
lying   in   this  harbor,   exploded,    today, 
and  probably  every  man  on  board  was 
either    killed    or    wounded.      It    is    be- 
lieved that  at  least  fifty  men  have  been 
killed.      There    were    on    board    at    the 
time  of  the  explosion  278  men.    It  is  be- 
lieved all  of  the  wounded  have  been  re- 
[  covered,  many  being  rescued  from   the 
I  water,  and  have  been  taken  to  various 
;  hospitals.     The  work  of  taking  out  the 
I  dead    will    proceed   as   rapidly   as   pos- 
sible. 

As  a  result  of  the  explosion,  a  section 
of  the  upper  deck  was?  carried  awjiy 
from  stem  to  stern.  The  ship  is  ILstlng 
to  starboard  and  probably  will  sink.

Haggard's  Scheme  of  Farm 
Settlements  In  Canada. 

Adelaide.  Au.stralia.  July  a..— Rider  Hag- 
gard's suggestions  regarding  the  e»tal>- 
llsUment  of  farm  settlements  in  Canada 
met  with  the  warm  approval  of  Gen. 
Booth. 

Gen.  Booth,  on  being  shown  a  cabled 
Bummary  of  Mr.  Haggards  report,  said 
that  it  Justified  his  long  agitation  in  fav-or 
of  over-sea  colonization.  He  Indorsed  Mr. 
Haggards  ideas,  and  congratulated  him 
on  the  zeal  he  has  shown  In  advocating 
the  replacement  of  the  surplus  urban 
population  on  the  land. 

The  general  considers  that  .the  govern- 
ment has  now  a  unique  opportunity  of 
dealing  effectually  wtth  a  mo.st  perplex- 
ing question,  and  at  the  same  Urae  of 
m<iklng  one  part  of  the  empire,  without 
injury  to  itself,  help  another  with  tlie 
certuinty   of  strengthening   tiio   whole. 

While  he  recognizes  the  difficulty  that 
faces  the  government  in  guaranteeing 
the  Interest  on  loans  to  settlers,  he  does 
not  consider  it  Insuperable.  He  believes 
that  If  the  scheme  were  generously 
launched  there  would  bo  found  in  it  the 
solution  of  the  problem  of  the  unemploy- 
ed. He  is  confident  that  the  colonies  will 
contribute  material  assistance,  and  that, 
when  Canada  sees  the  scheme  actually 
being  carried  out.  the  financial  difficulty 
will  disappear  by  the  Dominion  herself 
taking  the  matter  up. 

Gen  Bo'>th  expressed  taimseli  as  par- 
ticularly pleased  with  Mr  Haggard's  pro- 
posal that  the  poor-law  unions  through- 
out the  land  shouid  Join  In  helping  to 
Cifvance  the  scheme.

Says  Cheese  I?More  Nutritious 
Than  Meat. 

London,  July  21.— "I  have  had  much  ex- 
perience in  curing  cheese,  but  none  of  the 
value  of  cheese  for  curing  anything  el.se 
but  hunger.  For  this,  however,  it  is  a 
very  effective  remedy."  In  these  words 
Dr  Francis  Bond,  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  Gloucester  district,  summed 
up  his  oninion  in  an  interview  on  the 
much-discu.ssed  question  of  cheese  being  a 
cure  for  disease.

He  bought  the  ship  to 
use  her  as  a  box  in  which  to  pack  the 
2.400  tons  of  salmon  he  sold  recently  to 
Japan.  Tlie  salmon  are  still  swimming 
around  in  the  waters  along  the  coast  of 
Southeastern  Alaska,  but  already  part  of 
the  cargo  has   been   paid  for. 

The  cash  for  the  balance  will  be 
turned  over  to  Kildalls  representative  at 
Seattle  as  soon  as  the  Agenor  is  loaded. 

For  ballast  the  Agencr  is  carrying  1,000 
tons  of  salt,  in  wliich  the  salmon  will  be 
packed  in  the  Agenf-r's  hold.  No  boxes 
will  be  u.«ed;  the  fi.-^h  will  not  even  be 
washed.

TONS  OF  DYNAMITE 

To  Be  Exploded  in  River  Near 
Navy  Yard. 

Portsmouth.  N.  H.,  July  21.-FlnAl 
arrangements  were  completed  today  for 
the  discharge  of  forty-flve  tons  of  dy- 
namite under  Henderson's  Point,  in 
the  Piscataqua  river  here  tomorrow.

Vessel  Enrollment  Falls  Off 
In  Number. 

In  the  matter  of  enrolled  vessels  during 
this  year,  the  port  of  Duluth  has  lost  in 
number  from  last  year,  but  gained  in 
tonnage.  The  report  of  thi.s  year  shows 
that  368  vessels  are  enrolled  here  at  pres- 
ent while  362  were  enrolld  last  year.  The 
gross  tonnage  of  enrollments  this  year 
amounts  to  577,689  In  the  aggregate  and 
the  net  tonnage  is  463,512.  Last  year 
the  gross  tonnage  amounted  to  649,1*0,  a 
difference  In  favor  of  this  year  of  28,419 
tone. 

Of  the  vessels  enrolled  here,  204  are 
built  of  wood  and  154  are  constructed  of 
iron  or  steel.  Of  the  wooden-  vessels 
eighteen  are  sailing,  110  are  steamers  and 
seventy-six  are  barges.  In  the  iron  or 
steel  class  twenty-one  are  sailing  vessels, 
118  steamers  and  fifteen  are  barges.  One 
gasoline  launch  is  enrolled.

MAKE  THE 
ESTIMATES 


Secretary     Wilson    An- 
nounces the  Names  of 
the  Four  Men. 

Washington,  July  21.— Secretary  Wil- 
son today  made  public  the  names  of 
the  four  men  who  will  comprise  the 
statistical  board,  which,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Assistant  Secretary'  Wlllet 
S.  Hayes,  will  prepare  the  government 
estimates  of  cotton  acreage  and  yields, 
as  well  as  statistics  of  other  crops.  The 
board  will  be  composed  of  Victor  Olm- 
stead,  present  associate  statistician  of 
the  bureau  of  statistics;  S.  D.  Fessen- 
den,  an  assistant  statistician;  Geo.  K. 
Holmes,  chief  of  the  division  of  for- 
eign markets,  and  W.  W.  Long,  re- 
cently resigned  as  an  assistant  statis- 
tician. 

The  board   will  meet  m   the  office  of 
the   assistant    secretary   of   agriculture 
to  perform  its   labors.     Aa   the  reports 
from  field  agents  come  in  they  will  be 
taken    by    Assistant    Secretary    Hayes 
and  locked  in  a  vault.    When  all  of  the 
reports  have  been   recelvtHl,   the   mem- 
bers  of   the   beard    will    be    summoned 
to    make    their    estimates.      This    work 
has   been    likened   by    M-.    Hayes   to   a 
school.     He  will  serve  as  the  teacher, 
and  the  field  reports  will  be  the  prob- 
lems to  be  solved.     The  men  will  work 
independent    of   each    other,    and    their 
reports  will  be  submitted  to  Mr.  Hayes, 
who  will  go  over  them  after  the  man- 
ner of  passing  on  examination   papers. 
The  monthly  reports  will  then  be  made 
up  from  the  independonlly  reached  re- 
sults   of    the    members    of    the    board. 
At    the   best   the   government   crop   re- 
ports are  estimate.s.  but  it  is  believed 
by    Secretary    Wilson,    as    well    as   be- 
in   the  consensus  of  opinions  of   vari- 
ous statisticians  left  in  the  department 
that     this     plan     will     bring  a     more 
nearly  accurate  computation  than  any 
means  that  can  be  devised.     With  the 
exception  of  the  time  consumed  in  get- 
ting  over   the   field   reports    the   board 
members    will      perform      the      regular 
duties  of  their  present  positions.     They 
will  not  have  access  to  any  of  the  field 
reports  until  after  the  doors  have  been 
locked.  There  will  be  no  telephone  com- 
munications with   the  outside,   nor  any 
chance     of     any    signalling     from    the 
room.     The   best   talent   In   the  depart- 
ment has  been  combineo  In  making  up 
the  statistical  board,  and  Mr.  Hayes  iB 
new    giving   this    branch    of    the    work 
what  amounts  to  nearly  undivided  at- 
tention.    He  will  personally  attend  the 
supervisory  work  that  has  attached 
the   office   of   chief   statistican    in 
past.

July  21.— A  case 
similar  to  the  Rogers-Ely  affair,  which 
stirred  Evanston  and  Chicago  recently, 
lies  in  what  apparently  Is  a  scnsatloa- 


al  elopement  from  Ypsllantl.  that  of  a 
married  woman  and  a  youth  of  tender 
years. 

Mrs.  Charles  Kohlasch,  wife  of  a 
sidewalk  builder,  and  Carl  Peffer,  son 
of   Oron    Pefter.    have    disappeared. 

The  woman  Is  2d  years  of  age.  and 
the  mother  ot  four  children,  aged  2.  ♦, 
t>  and  8  years.  The  boy,  who  is  said 
to  have  gained  her  affections  and  for 
whom  her  husband  says  she  deserted 
tier  home.  Is  but  13  years  old. 

A  few  weeks  ajgo  Mrs.  Kohlasch 
was  taken  ill  with  appendicitis,  and  an 
operation  was  performed.  After  she 
was  able  to  sit  up  Mr.  Kohlasch  en- 
gaged young  PefCer  to  wheel  her 
around  In  an  invalid  chair.  AtK)ut 
three  weeks  ago  the  husband  came 
home  unexpectedly  and  found  his  wife 
•In  her  room  with  young  Peffer  sit- 
ting beside  her.  He  remonstrated  with 
them  on  their  conduct  and  ordered  the 
boy   ouL 

Tuesday  came  the  climax,  Mr.  Koh- 
lasch came  home  and  found  his  wife 
gone.  She  had  taken  her  clothes  and 
the  pictures  of  her  father  and  mother. 
The  children  were  left  alone.  Going 
over  to  Peffer's  home,  he  found  young 
Cart   also   haA  disappeared. 

The   police    were  notified   and  Orson 


Peffer,  father  of  the  boy,  came  to  Ann 
Arbor  and  swore  out  a  warrant  charg- 
ing his  son  witii  being  a  truant.  Mr. 
Kohlasch  acompanled  him,  and  took 
out  a  warrant  against  Mrs.  Kohlasch, 
charging  her  with  deserting  her  child- 
ren.

MILLIONS  OF  PLUNDER 


In   "High    Grade"    Ore   at 
Cripple  Creek. 

Cripple  Creek.  Col.,  July  21.— Since  a 
raid  Saturday  night  on  the  assay  offi- 
ces of  the  district,  the  mine  owner? 
have  secured  absolute  information  that 
the  "high  grading."  which  has  been  in 
progress  several  months,  has  been  at 
the  rate  of  $1,000,000  a  ye««-.  It  Is 
known  that  amount  of  "hlg^h  grade"  Is 
being  stolen  from  thf  mtnes  annually.
